Requested: For 2018, 171 live rac¬ 
ing dates at Laurel Park and Pimlico Race 
Course by the Maryland Jockey Club. An 
increase of nine days from 2017, the sched¬ 
ule starts at Laurel from Jan. 1 through May 
6 followed by the 12-day Preakness Meet 
at Pimlico from May 10-28. Live racing 
resumes at Laurel from June 1 to Dec. 31, 
except a stretch from Aug. 24 to Sept. 3 
during the Timonium meeting. The initial 
winter meeting will see purse increases of 
$25,000 for 13 of the 22 stakes. The Winter 
Carnival program Feb. 17 is highlighted by 
the $300,000 Barbara Fritchie Stakes-G2 
and $250,000 General George Stakes-G3. 

Presented: By the Maryland Million, 
the Joe Kelly Unsung Hero Award, to 
Mary Shunk.

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Stellar Wind tops a robust broodmare market 
at Keeneland and Fasig-Tipton November sales 



T he demand was high for quality mares at the 
November mixed sales in Kentucky, and Mid- 
Atlantic-breds fit the bill, with six selling for 
seven figures. That’s the second-highest number in 
the last 20 years, behind only eight sold for $1 million 
or more in 2011 (seven from the historic Edward P. 
Evans dispersal). 

Champion Stellar Wind led the way this year at 
$6 million. She sold as a broodmare prospect on the 
first day of the Keeneland sale Nov. 7. The price 
for the mare bred in Virginia by Peggy Augustus’ 
Keswick Stables and Stonestreet Thoroughbred 
Holdings was the most for a Mid-Atlantic-bred 
since the 1980s, and she ranks as the second high¬ 
est-priced Mid-Atlantic-bred sales horse, behind 
Newstead Farm’s Virginia-bred Miss Oceana, sold 
in foal to Northern Dancer for a then world record 
$7 million in 1985.

Pennsylvania Thoroughbred 
industry: boost from new law?

T he Pennsylvania Thoroughbred industry scored a big victory in legislation signed 
Oct. 30 by Pennsylvania Governor Tom Wolf that expands casino gaming in the 
state: It guarantees the current funding level to the Race Horse Development 
Fund (RHDF), diminishing the annual threat that has negatively impacted racing and 
breeding. 

The RHDF, which is funded by a percentage of slots revenue at racetrack casinos, 
distributes money to purses at six tracks—three Thoroughbred and three Standardbred 
—plus breeding programs and horsemen’s pension and health plans. Last year, the 
RHDF distributed more than $240 million, according to the Pennsylvania Gaming 
Control Board in its annual report. 

But since 2010, the Pennsylvania General Assembly has taken money from the 
RHDF to cover budget shortfalls in the General Fund, among other areas. To make 
matters worse, the announcement that the state was eyeing money from the RHDF 
usually came at the start of the breeding season. Because breeding a racehorse is at 
minimum a three-year commitment, the state’s breeders began dropping their foals in 
other states in which there was better financial stability. 

The new legislation was written to end political interference, including a “clawback 
provision,” which requires giving back everything the state has taken out of the 
RHDF, estimated to be more than $200 million, should legislators decide to tap it again. 

“The RHDF Trust [the formal name in the legislation] is a major victory for 
Pennsylvania breeding and racing,” said Brian Sanfratello, executive director of the 
Pennsylvania Horse Breeders Association. “We now have a deal with the state which 
accomplishes two major goals of our industry: the Trust states that the money does 
not belong to the Commonwealth, and if additional funds above the norm are with¬ 
drawn, the dollars that have been taken in the past must be immediately repaid. The 
Equine Coalition [horsemen and breeders’ organizations of both breeds] worked 
with our friends in the Senate to construct the language and work for its passage.”

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Region blanked, but busy, 
at Del Mar’s Breeders’ Cup 


T he Mid-Atlantic did not win a race at the 
Breeders’ Cup World Championships 
at Del Mar in California Nov. 3-4, but 
it wasn’t for lack of trying. 

Pennsylvania-bred Mor Spirit started 
as the 5-2 favorite in Friday’s Dirt Mile for 
Marylander Michael Lund Petersen and 
trainer Bob Baffert, but finished a well- 
beaten eighth in the 10-horse field. Bred 
by The Elkstone Group, Mor Spirit came 
into the race off three consecutive wins 
including the Metropolitan Handicap-G1 
at Belmont Park in May. 

Virginia-bred Stellar Wind made the 
final start of her career in Friday’s Distaff, 
and wound up last of eight as Forever 
Unbridled completed her undefeated 
season. Stellar Wind, a 5-year-old mare 
bred by Keswick Stables and Stonestreet 
Thoroughbred Holdings, entered the race 
off three Grade 1 wins this year and retired 
with 10 wins from 16 starts for earnings of 
more than $2.2 million for Hronis Racing 
and trainer John Sadler. 

In Saturday’s Filly and Mare Sprint, 
defending race and Eclipse Award winner 
Finest City, bred in Pennsylvania by HnR 
Nothhaft Horseracing, finished eighth. 
The daughter of City Zip raced up front 
through fast fractions, but weakened late. 
Pennsylvania-bred 3-year-old filly Unique 
Bella, sent off as the even-money favorite, 
set the early fractions but also faded, fin¬ 
ishing one spot better than Finest City. It 
was the only loss of the year in five starts 
for the Tapit filly bred by Brushwood Stable 
and campaigned by Don Alberto Stable. 

Maryland-bred Bahamian was 12th and 
last in Saturday’s Juvenile for Reddam 
Racing and Simon Callaghan. Bred by John 
Stuart, the son of Maryland sire Freedom 
Child had finished second to eventual race 
runner-up Solomini in September. 

The Filly and Mare Sprint’s 1-2 finish¬ 
ers, Bar of Gold and Ami’s Mesa, also fin¬ 
ished together in the Presque Isle Downs 
Masters-G2 in September. That day, Ami’s 
Mesa got the nod however. Mile winner 
World Approval won five of six starts in 
2017, including Pimlico’s Dixie-G2 in May. 

Regionally based horses fared far better 
and included two runner-up efforts. 

Friday, Untamed Domain came from 
well off the pace to finish second in the 
Juvenile Turf for trainer Graham Motion. 
The son of Animal Kingdom was 13th 
after a half-mile, but charged around 


horses on the turn and through the stretch 
to get within a length of Irish-based 
Mendelssohn from the barn of Aidan 
O’Brien. Untamed Domain, owned by 
West Point Thoroughbreds and based at 
Fair Hill Training Center with Motion, 
came into the race off a win in the Summer 
Stakes-G2 at Woodbine in September. The 
bay colt made his debut at Laurel in July. 
Catholic Boy, trained by transplanted 
Virginian and former jump jockey Jonathan 
Thomas, finished fourth in the same race. 

Parx Racing-based Imperial Hint fin¬ 
ished a game second in Saturday’s Sprint 
for Raymond Mamone and trainer Luis 
Carvajal Jr. The 4-year-old, who won the 
Fire Plug and Grade 3 General George 
Stakes at Laurel Park over the winter, sped 
through early fractions of :21.82, :44.61 
and :56.56 only to get caught late by Roy H. 
Carvajal was disappointed not to win, but 
spoke up for his horse afterward. 

“For this little horse to bring me here to 
California and the Breeders’ Cup I’m very 
proud of my little horse,” said Carvajal. “I 
know he has a big heart and he has proved 
it today. I’m so happy.” 

Bred in Florida, Imperial Hint started 
2017 with four consecutive stakes wins — 
the two at Laurel and summer victories at 
Gulfstream Park and Parx. In between he 
went to Dubai for the Golden Shaheen-Gl, 
only to miss the race with pneumonia. He 
earned $255,000 at the Breeders’ Cup, giv¬ 
ing him $660,350 in 2017. 

Woodslane Farm homebred Sadler’s Joy, 
Kentucky-bred but Virginia-raised, stormed 
through the stretch to rally from far back 
and finish fourth in the Turf behind win¬ 
ner Talismanic (GB), Arlington Million-G1 
winner Beach Patrol and 2016 race winner 
Highland Reel (Ire). Trained by Tom Alber- 
trani, the 4-year-old came into the race with 
two graded stakes wins this year—in the 
Sword Dancer-Gl and Pan American-G2. 

Cambodia, based at Fair Hill for much 
of the year with trainer Tom Proctor, fin¬ 
ished third in the Filly and Mare Turf, her 
first Grade 1-placing. Owned by Winter 
Quarter Farm, the daughter of War Front 
won Pimlico’s Gallorette-G3 in May and 
came into the Breeders’ Cup off back-to- 
back Grade 2 wins at Del Mar. Another 
Fair Hill-based runner in the race, Zipessa, 
set the pace but finished 11th for trainer 
Mike Stidham. She had run at Monmouth 
Park and Delaware Park this year. 


The star of the Breeders’ Cup was no 
doubt Gun Runner, who went wire-to- 
wire in the $6 milli on Classic for Winchell 
Thoroughbreds and Three Chimneys 
Farm. Trained by Steve Asmussen and 
ridden by Florent Geroux, the 4-year-old 
son of Candy Ride (Arg) scored by 214 
lengths over Collected with Pennsylvania 
Derby-Gl winner West Coast third. Gun 
Runner won for the fifth time in six starts 
this year and claimed the favorite’s role in 
the race for Horse of the Year.

I t all started with $700. That’s what 
Joseph Magner spent at Fasig-Tipton 
Midiantic’s Winter Mixed Sale in 
December 2000. The seven bills bought 
him a Yarrow Brae weanling colt bred 
in Maryland by Tom and Chris Bowman 
from the Wild Again mare A Little Wild. 
And the chain of events that transpired 
over the next 17 years became the unusual 
and amazing tale of Twill Do. 

Two years after that purchase, Magner 
called trainer Billy Meister and asked him 
to come look at the horse. Magner had 


been getting on the youngster himself but, 
at age 80, he was struggling physically to 
keep up. Meister liked the dark bay gelding 
enough to ask if he could take him home 
for a trial. 

Twill Do jumped an X-rail and Meister 
was hooked. 

“Joe, I like him a lot,” Meister said. “I’m 
gonna find someone to buy him.” 

Owner Lucy Goelet spent $20,000 to 
acquire the timber prospect. 

“I didn’t find out until a few years 
later what Joe had paid for him,” Meister 


laughed. “I’d have been negotiating if I’d 
known.” 

Goelet grew up Pony Clubbing and 
foxhunting in England, but had no prior 
racing experience. 

“My grandmother was Pony Club camp 
commissioner when I was a child, and 
then I gave up riding,” Goelet said. “When 
I came over here, Ann Stewart said Tome 
on Lucy, hunt with us.’ It was like walking 
to running, but she was very sweet and got 
me out. And it’s a lovely sort of thing to 
do around here. So it was all just sort of 
baby steps for all of us.” 

Goelet had faith enough in Meister 
to trust his judgment and leave him to 
the task developing their new acquisition. 
Meister took his time with the young Twill 
Do, whipping off him in the hunt field as 
a 3- and 4-year old. Erica Gaertner, now a 
medical resident who worked for Meister 
for several years, also had a great deal to 
do with Twill Do’s education. 

“He did a lot of foxhunting, hunter 
trials and clinics as a young horse,” 
Gaertner said. “He’s always been really 
pretty easy to ride, so anyone who came as 
a guest or anything would ride him. But he 
was goofy, and he still is; he’s just playful. 
You’d think he’s about 6 or 7. In the 
warm-up up at hunter trials, he’ll just go 
around bucking. He looks like a dolphin.” 

He also thinks like one. To this day, 
everyone around Twill Do touts his 
almost-human intelligence. Gaertner told 
of one mind-boggling habit the horse 
developed that had to be witnessed 
firsthand. 

“He does the weirdest thing that no 
one believes until they see it happen. In 
the winter when we start back jogging, 
we’ll jog about 10 times around and then 
switch direction. Twill Do got to the point 
where I wouldn’t touch him; I’d just say 
‘OK switch,’ and he’ll just go through the 
middle and change direction.” 

Twill Do the timber horse made his 
debut on the My Lady’s Manor undercard 
in 2006 and Meister fulfilled trainer/ 
rider duties for the horse’s two starts that 
season. He was in the tack again on Grand 
National day in 2007, but then handed 
the reins to amateur riders James Slater 
and Billy Santoro for the next few races. 
Matt McCarron had a go at Virginia Fall 
in 2008, but the pair parted company early. 
Twill Do broke his maiden under Slater at 
Genesee Valley the following week. 

Meister wasn’t back aboard the horse 
himself until the 2010 Grand National at 
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Butler, Md. They finished fourth, but what happened a race later 
would change everything. 

“I rode in the next race and a horse fell in front of me,” 

Meister said. “It was a big 17-hand horse, and when he got up he 
whipped his head around and knocked me right off my horse and 
broke my pelvis.” 

Meister called James Stierhoff with a late-April-in-Maryland 
proposition. 

“You want to ride Twill Do in the Hunt Cup?” Meister asked. 

“Sure, I’d love to but I’m sick as a dog,” replied Stierhoff, who 
was home with the flu. 

"You’re riding him,” Meister said. 

Stierhoff really did want the ride, he just wasn’t sure he was 
ready for it. 

“First, I had never ridden the horse before; I had never even 
galloped him,” he said. “And second, I was home sick with the flu 
and had actually missed an entire week of work. I did go out that 
next morning with Billy to the Grand National course and I got 
on Twill Do and jumped two fences. That went fine, so the next 
time I rode him was the following Saturday morning at the Hunt 
Cup.” 

As an amateur rider and a Maryland native, Stierhoff had long 
had the Hunt Cup on his radar. 

“I had always aspired to get to that level,” he said. “Lucky for 
me, Twill Do came along. But to say we were longshots going 
into it that day was probably an understatement.” 

Perhaps. . . but that afternoon was the beginning of a 
partnership between horse and rider that endures to this day. 

Not only did Stierhoff and Twill Do win the 2010 Maryland 
Hunt Cup, they returned to win it again in 2012 and completed 
the course in 2013, 2014 and 2015. The Hunt Cup wins are 
Stierhoff’s only sanctioned wins of his career. 

Like Gaertner, Stierhoff is awed by Twill Do’s good sense and 
cleverness. 

“There are not many horses I’ve ridden that I’ve had such a 
high regard for. I really just trusted him 110 percent,” he said. 
"You could ask him to do anything and he would do it. I’ll never 
forget the 2012 Hunt Cup, going into the 13th fence a horse fell 
directly in front of him. I just slipped the reins and said "Well 
buddy, you can figure this one out and I’m not gonna get in your 
way.’ He literally tiptoed around the horse and I picked up the 
reins, galloped into the 14th and kept on going. He’s really very 
unique and by far the best horse I’ll ever be associated with. You 
can feel him thinking underneath you.” 

Still in Meister’s care at his Tanyard Ridge Farm in Sparks, Md., 
Twill Do competes in hunter trials and foxhunts regularly. With 
Gaertner, he recently qualified for the upcoming Field Masters 
Championship in Tryon, N.C. Stierhoff hunts him every weekend, 
and Goelet took a turn in the field for her 50th birthday. 

“So that was exciting,” she said. “It was "Where are the brakes?’ 
But I’d rather watch him go well with James and Erica. It’s fun 
when you see the enthusiasm all around him. He is part of the 
family. He’s loved by all.” 

Stierhoff no doubt echoed the whole group’s sentiments: 

""Twill Do is coming 18 and seems to be in as good form as 
ever, knock on wood. And I think a lot of that is because Billy 
has had him for such a long time. He took it slow and picked his 
spots for him, and here he is. He retired sound, has gone on and 
is continuing to love life and do well. He’s brought a lot of people

Ben’s Cat, 
one more time, 
with feeling 

T ractors rumbled, birds chirped and the 
sun tried to warm a chilly November 
morning. Next to the historic Laurel 
Park paddock, 100 or so fans gathered to 
salute one of Maryland’s grandest Thor¬ 
oughbreds—the wondrous Ben’s Cat—one 
more time. 

The people wore orange ties, orange 
jackets, orange sweatshirts and sweaters, 
orange scarves, orange hats, orange fleeces, 
even orange lipstick—all for Ben’s Cat, 
who did more for orange than Tropicana. 
Flying owner/trainer/breeder King T. 
Leatherbury’s orange and white silks, the 
nearly black gelding made 63 starts, won 
32, earned $2.6 million, collected four 
Maryland-bred Horse of the Year titles. 
Along the way, he won fans, stopped a few 
hearts with photo-finish wins (and rare 
losses) and became an equine celebrity. He 
died in July, less than a month after being 
retired. Colic got him, after eight seasons 
of racing didn’t. 

Led by pastor and retired jockey 
Richard Monterrey and three members of 
the Maryland Jockey Club’s security detail, 
Leatherbury and the racing community 
said goodbye in a ceremony before the 
races Nov. 11. Fittingly, it was Veterans’ 


Day. There were flowers, prayers, some 
words of tribute and comfort. But in the 
end, it was a funeral. There were tears, 
quiet reflection, flowers, a lowering of a 
wooden box into a grave, a ceremonial 
shovel of dirt. 

“It was a tragic ending to a magnificent 
animal,” Leatherbury said afterward. “He 
was something very special.” 

Ben’s Cat was laid to rest next to the 
paddock, where a bronze plaque and a 
small garden will tell anyone about a horse 
some called “The Beast from the East.” 
Nobody misses the horse more than his 
Hall of Fame trainer. Leatherbury balked 
at naming a favorite moment, but did 
relive the final win of that unparalleled 
career—the 2016 Jim McKay Turf Sprint 
at Pimlico. 

“Nobody thought he was going to win,” 
Leatherbury said. “There was no way in 
the world he could get up, and right at the 
end he splits horses of all things and nails 
his head down there and got it. Absolutely 
crazy. I was hoping for third, I remember 
saying, 'Please just get me third money’ 
and he ends up getting it all. That was him.” 

The Maryland Jockey Club was always 
going to pay tribute to Ben’s Cat, with a 
day, an autograph session, a poster, maybe 
a bobblehead. Leatherbury and Chris 
Welker, who gave Ben’s Cat his retirement 
home in Kentucky, might have arranged 
for him to lead a post parade or at least 
visit the winner’s circle one last time. Good 
horses get to do such things. 

Then he died, and Ben’s Cat Day 
became something else. Oh, he got his 
bobblehead, poster, an autograph ses¬ 
sion with his trainer and every winning 
jockey the horse had (Julian Pimentel, 
Trevor McCarthy, Jeremy Rose, Rosemary 
Homeister Jr. and Horacio Karamanos), a 
video tribute, decorated lead ponies and 
even a win on the card by a Leatherbury 
horse. All that came after the ceremony by 
the paddock. 

The funeral team, led by MJC secu¬ 
rity head Mike Singletary, added some 
order. Monterrey spoke first and made 
sure Ben’s Cat got his “Amen” from the 
crowd, though it may have been as much 
for the people as anything. 


“I know what God said in the Bible,” 
Monterrey said. “We always have to be 
thankful that he gave us these amazing 
animals, to be around them, and have a 
job and to see them do what they do is a 
blessing. That’s why I acknowledged God 
for Ben’s Cat and every horse that has 
come along. 

“Every animal is created with their own 
abilities but to have a horse like that 
with those abilities is a blessing. We were 
blessed to have him.” 

Singletary called his role of presiding 
over the ceremony an honor. 

His boss, MJC president and general 
manager Sal Sinatra, asked for Singletary’s 
help and the 27-year employee responded. 
He called out instructions in a deep bass, 
stood at attention over the gravesite, even 
got a salute from Leatherbury toward the 
end of it all. 

“You don’t often get an opportunity 
to lay to rest a great horse like Ben’s Cat,” 
Singletary said. “These memories will last 
for a long time so it’s always an honor. It 
takes these types of events to bring people 
together that really love the sport. We 
needed to do it. We need to continue these 
legacies.” 

Ben’s Cat fans James Weiler, who sport¬ 
ed a custom-made T-shirt, and Angela 
Bailey came to Laurel from Cincinnati. 
The weekend getaway, Bailey’s birthday 
present to Weiler, was all about the great 
horse. 

“Ben’s Cat started for me in 2013 when 
he won the Parx Dash,” said Weiler, who 
watched from Turfway Park near his home¬ 
town. “Just a sensational animal. Watching 
Ben’s Cat run, he was just such a majestic 
animal. His last win, when he won the 
Jim McKay for the fifth time, that was an 
amazing win. Every time Ben’s Cat raced I 
looked forward to it.” 

Weiler wasn’t alone. Ben’s Cat’s name in 
the program meant a chance to be wowed. 
It all feels a bit emptier knowing that 
chance is gone. 

“Never again, no more,” said Leather¬ 
bury, with a nod toward his horse’s grave. 
“I’ll miss him. Everyone will. But for years 
to come, they’re going to come by and see 
Ben’s Cat here and remember him.” #

Three-year-oldfilly Crahcakes comes through 
in Maryland Million Distaff for Houghton family

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B ernie Houghton grew up a farm boy in Maryland and Pennsylvania, 
rode hundreds of steeplechase races, went skydiving. He’s 
nobody’s sissy, but even he struggled with his emotions after 
Crabcakes won the Maryland Million Distaff at Laurel Park Oct. 21. 


££ I’d like to say hi to my Aunt Binnie 
who’s up in heaven,” Houghton said in 
a post-race interview “She started this 
whole thing. . . it’s kind of emotional every 
time I win for her because she got the ball 
rolling.” 


££ It’s hard not to cry,” he said just before 
doing just that—for a few seconds —during 
an on-camera interview in the winner’s 
circle after the 3-year-old filly ousted eight 
rivals in the $100,000 race as part of the 


32nd annual Jim McKay Maryland Million 
Day. Bred by Houghton’s aunt Binnie 
Houghton, who died in August, Crabcakes 
won for just about everybody in the crowd 
of 22,682 and spread the tears all around. 


Binnie Houghton and her hus¬ 
band Eddie (who died in 2008) owned 
Buckingham Farm in Chestertown and 
ran a breed-to-race operation for decades. 
They campaigned Maryland-bred stars 
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Flying the yellow and green Buckingham Farm silks of breeder Binnie Houghton, Crabcakes (Great 
Notion) heads for the finish line in the Distaff and brings an appreciative crowd including trainer 
Bernie Houghton (third from left) and owners Wayne and Susie Chatfield-Taylor to the winner’s circle. 


Castelets and Forry Cow How—the latter 
a Maryland Milli on Classic winner—among 
others. Further back, Binnie Houghton’s 
father Anderson Fowler was an early sup¬ 
porter of the Maryland Million—win¬ 
ning three Classics with Master Speaker 
and Timely Warning. Back to Bernie 
Houghton’s days as a jump jockey, includ¬ 
ing a riding championship in 1985, he fre¬ 
quently rode Buckingham horses including 
multiple stakes winner Give a Whirl. 

Before Binnie Houghton died, she 
willed her Thoroughbreds to longtime 
friends Wayne and Susie Chatfield-Taylor 
of Morgan’s Ford Farm. Crabcakes now 
races for Morgan’s Ford, though she com¬ 
petes in the distinctive yellow and green 
Buckingham silks. She may be one of the 
last active Buckingham Farm-breds, but 
she’s a long way from finished. The Distaff 
was her sixth win (to go with three sec¬ 
onds) in 10 starts while pushing her career 
earnings to $286,417. 

Sent off at 1-5, Crabcakes sat second 
while four wide on the turn as longshot 
She Rolls went to the early lead through 
fractions of :23.14 and :46.51. The favorite 
responded to Forest Boyce in the stretch, 
took over at the eighth pole and won by 
a half-length over My Magician with She 
Rolls third. The winner covered 7 furlongs 
in 1:23.03 while conceding 2-10 pounds to 
her rivals (most of them older). 

“She has a lot of natural speed, she 
relaxes and you can do whatever you 
want,” Houghton said. “I was a little con¬ 
cerned about the distance, but she had won 
going that far last year as a 2-year-old. I 
knew she could do it, but now you’re going 
against older horses. 

“My Aunt Binnie would be so happy 
with this win. Her daughters Gen and Kim 
are here. It means a lot.” 

For Morgan’s Ford, Crabcakes repre¬ 
sents a long association with the Houghtons 
and a gracious gift. 

“Binnie kept saying, £ Get ready,’ when 
she wasn’t feeling well and I’d tell her c No, 
that can wait,’ ” said Susie Chatfield-Taylor. 
“Nobody wants this to happen, but it’s an 
honor.” 

Since 1979, the Chatfield-Taylors have 
raised horses for the sales ring and the 
racetrack at Morgan’s Ford in Front Royal, 
Va. Now covering 1,000 acres, the farm is 
frequently among Virginia’s leading breed¬ 
ers and is a regular at regional and national 
sales. Graduates include major winners 
Redeemed, Bank Audit, Tizahit and others. 

Years ago, Morgan’s Ford bought 
Crabcakes’ great-granddam Elsoma from 
Binnie Houghton’s father. The mare 
had already produced Grade 3 winner 


Annie Cake, Crabcakes’ second dam, and 
would go on to produce $233,075-earner 
Coturnix for Morgan’s Ford. Elsoma’s 
half-sister, La Ville Rouge, gained fame 
by producing Kentucky Derby-Gl winner 
Barbaro among others. 

Susie Chatfield-Taylor first met Binnie 
Houghton on a class trip to Buckingham 
with the Gunston School in nearby Centre- 
ville, and later worked with horses there 
including Silver Betsy, Elsoma’s granddam. 

The connections, human and equine, 
are deep and Crabcakes may someday join 
the broodmare band at Morgan’s Ford to 
continue the cycle-although that can wait 
a bit. 

“Susie and I are hugely humbled by this 
whole thing,” said Wayne Chatfield-Taylor. 
“We’ve been on our farm for 38 years and 
Buckingham was easily 20 years in front 


of that. I’m sure we’ve modeled our whole 
career after the path that they’ve taken. It’s 
a wonderful thing to carry it a step further. 
They’ve been very good friends for a long 
time. They got nice, nice horses all along. 
This is one more.” 

New Stallion Names 

They’ve got a long way to go to 
reach Not For Love, Allen’s Prospect, 
Two Punch and the other deans of the 
Maryland Million but Buffum, Freedom 
Child and Etched spoke up for the state’s 
current class with Maryland Milli on wins. 

Northview Stallion Station’s Buffum 
started the party when Clever Mind ruled 
in the $100,000 Nursery for 2-year-olds. 
Breaking—slowly—from the inside, the 
first-time starter spotted seven rivals a 
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First-time starter Clever Mind (by first-year sire Buffum) powers past to win the Nursery 
for owner/breeder Sycamore Hall Farm and trainer Graham Motion. 


dozen lengths early before finding his 
stride for jockey Nik Juarez and roar¬ 
ing past everyone in the stretch. Forced 
wide on the turn, Clever Mind stayed 
outside and won by 2 lengths over favor¬ 
ite Jamaican Don with Onemoregreattime 
third. 

The winner covered 6 furlongs in 
1:10.05, and made breeder Sycamore Hall 
Thoroughbreds look smart for setting a 
high reserve at the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
yearling sale in 2016. The bidding stopped 
at $100,000 for the bay colt, who went back 
to Sycamore Hall and ultimately to train¬ 
er Graham Motion at Fair Hill Training 
Center. 

“It makes you look a little bit smarter 
now,” said David Wade of Northview, 
which consigned the yearling to the sale. 
“He’s always been a good-looking horse, 


and he came to the sale looking beautiful 
and for a horse like that, by Buffum, to 
have live bidding up to a $100,000 was 
really cool. He looked the part then, and it 
looks like he might run the part too.” 

Clever Mind is out of Sycamore Hall’s 
Cozzene mare Two’s Cozy, whose foals 
include Grade 1 steeplechase winner 
Top Striker and three other winners. The 
Nursery winner is one of just six named 
foals in Buffum’s first crop and one of 
three winners. The statistics are not lost 
on Wade. 

“Hopefully it’ll mean more mares,” 
Wade said of the success. “He’s been over¬ 
looked. He gets good-looking horses. They 
look nice and they can run a little bit. For a 
horse with a small crop, it’s a good thing to 
have some success like this early.” 


Owner/breeder Richard Golden left 
the Maryland Million winner’s circle to his 
son Michael, a small-animal veterinarian in 
Crofton, Md. 

“I know we’ve always liked this horse 
very much and Graham apparently likes 
the horse a lot too and put him in this 
race,” said Michael. “I couldn’t believe 
how calm and cool he was in the paddock 
before the race. He knows what he’s doing. 
It’s just a thrill for us to have a first-time 
starter win a stakes race like this.”

Two races after Clever Mind’s win for 
Buffum, Country Life Farm’s Freedom 
Child got in on the act as his daughter 
Limited View put on an equally dazzling (if 
different) display in the $100,000 Lassie for 
2-year-old fillies. 


FUELED BY 
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The nearly 3-1 third choice broke from 
the outside, then made it worse by veering 
sharply to her right and spotting her 10 
foes 13 lengths. Up front, favorite Margie’s 
Money set contested fractions of :22.85 
and :46.45 before yielding to Pikachu 
Princess in the stretch. Behind them, Hall 
of Famer Edgar Prado let Limited View 
find herself. Still ninth after a half-mile, she 
rallied six wide on the turn, leveled off in 
the stretch and swept past to win by three- 
quarters of a length in 1:12.15. Pikachu 
Princess held second with Buff’s in Love 
(a daughter of Buffum) third. 

The winner collected her third vic¬ 
tory in four lifetime starts for trainer John 
Salzman Jr. and partners Fred Wasserloos 
and George Greenwalt. Salzman spent 
$5,200 on the bay filly at Fasig-Tipton 
Midiantic’s yearling sale because she looked 
“fast, I mean fast.” He’s been battling a mix 
of pride and regret ever since. 

Limited View won her debut at Laurel 
in June, then went to Saratoga for the 
Grade 3 Schuylerville. She melted down on 
the way to the paddock, got worse in the 
paddock itself and was scratched. 

“It was a whole crowd thing,” Salzman 
said. “She had to walk through the crowd 
and these guys fell off a bench, pulled a 
tent over in front of her and it blew her 
mind. Once she gets it in her head that 
she’s scared, you’re not going to do any¬ 
thing with her. I took her myself, handled 
her myself, I tried everything. You couldn’t 
get near her. It just wasn’t going to work. 
Even if we could have gotten the tack on 
her she wasn’t going to run her race. It just 
took too much out of her.” 

Salzman tried again in the Adiron- 
dack-G2 there Aug. 12 and things went 
a little better pre-race, but Limited View 
broke a step slow, engaged eventual win¬ 
ner Pure Silver on the turn and faded to 
finish sixth of eight. Back home at Laurel, 
and reunited with Prado, the Maryland- 
bred overcame another rough start to win 
an allowance while heavily favored. Next 
came the Maryland Million, where Limited 
View behaved in the paddock but got 
upset behind the gate. She was fractious 
in the gate, and broke behind the field 
before angling out and losing all chance at 
a decent early position. 

The trainer paid full credit to Prado. 

“He didn’t panic,” Salzman said. “He 
had all the confidence in the world. Edgar 
never got nervous. Did I get nervous? I

was standing here hiding and I started for 
the paddock, that’s how nervous I was. 
Then she started running and I said, 'Well, 
she’s not going to get there. These are nice 
fillies she’s trying to run down.’ ” 

Limited View, bred by Barbara Smith, 
ran down them all. The success rewarded 
Salzman’s judgment of a yearling strolling 
the ring at Timonium, and his work ethic 
for sticking with it despite her antics. 

“You never know what she’s going to 
do next,” he said. “She’s so tough, she trains 
so good, she’s one of the best horses I’ve 
ever had but when she gets it in her head 
. . . She trains like a good horse, walks to 
the track, walks off, jogs off, gallops, does 
everything perfect, but if she gets scared 
she can’t control it. I think I named her 
right, Limited View, I don’t think she sees 
everything like she’s supposed to see it.” 

Wasserloos, a Massachusetts resident 
who has teamed up with Salzman for the 
last 10 years or so, watched the Lassie with 
trepidation. 

“When that gate opened a lot of people 
were questioning it, but I said to my wife, 
'She’s got ’em right where she wants ’em 
and if you believe that I’ll sell you a 
bridge,” Wasserloos said. “She’s a little 
nuts, but she can run. I’m thrilled for John. 


He cares a lot, works hard. A lot of trainers 
might not have put everything into her that 
she needed. It might have been too much 
work. It probably is too much work, but 
John’s there and he does it.” 

Etched got into the act with a win by 
My Sistersledge in the $125,000 Ladies for 
John and Cheryl Banner and trainer Mike 
Trombetta. 

The 3-year-old homebred filly out of 
the Miesque’s Son mare Blushing Bride, 
ridden by Julian Pimentel, rallied up the 
rail in the stretch to edge favorite Great 
Soul by a nose. For more, see the Maryland

Willy d’Rocket rules 

Prevented from racing at Laurel this 
summer because he went a dozen starts - 
and almost two years—without finishing in 
the first four, Willy d’ Rocket did the only 
thing he could do. 

Went to Presque Isle Downs. 

There, the 8-year-old started twice for 
a $12,500 claiming price-finishing second 
Aug. 16 and winning Sept. 7. The victory 
was his first since July 2015 and put Roger 
and Gayle Legg’s homebred back on course 
for the Maryland Million—where he started 


in the Turf in 2014 and 2015. This year, the 
target was a new turf starter handicap and 
Willy d’Rocket apparently appreciated the 
opportunity as he blitzed 12 foes, earned 
$33,000 and delighted the Leggs, trainer 
Kelly Colgan and her husband/assistant/ 
exercise rider Peter McDermott. 

“It’s amazing, it’s been such a long 
road,” said Colgan. “He is our pet. He is 
not easy, but he is our pet. We love him. 
Peter and he are best friends. He lost con¬ 
fidence for sure for a while. Because he’s 
our pet, we’re scared to run him for a tag 
too often, so he was over his head a bit 
and he kind of lost his confidence but he’s 
definitely got it back now.” 

Willy d’Rocket won for the seventh 
time in 40 starts while pushing his career 
earnings to $196,310 since making his 
debut in 2012. Along the way, he finished 
second to Page McKenney in the 2015 
Robellino Stakes at Penn National and 
fourth (beaten less than a length) in the 
2015 Alphabet Soup Stakes at Parx Racing. 

The Leggs foaled Willy d’Rocket, a son 
of Rock Slide and the John Willy mare 
Fleet Willy, on their farm in Cochranville, 
Pa., continuing a long association with 
Thoroughbreds. The Leggs bred and raced 
Fleet Willy, and her dam Am an Eagle. The

latter is a daughter of Stablegirl, the first 
Thoroughbred purchased by the Leggs. 

“We’ve bred 60 or 70 horses and he’s 
probably the best we’ve bred,” said Roger. 
££ I’m never optimistic. Ever. I always think, 
£ Oh we’ll go home with our tail between 
our legs,’ but every once in a while we 
don’t. He has improved recently. He’s bet¬ 
ter for whatever reason. We owe that to 
Peter and Kelly, or just good luck.” 

Whichever, Willy d’Rocket and jockey 
Forest Boyce rallied into contention from 


eighth with an inside move and reeled 
in favorite Grecian Prince in the stretch. 
From there it was a formality as the winner 
built a 4-length lead and won by 3 3 A over 
Zen’s Land with Feel Proud third. 

££ Look at him, he won by a lot, wow,” 
said the Fair Hill-based Colgan, watching 
the replay. ££ This is all Peter. He lives and 
breathes this horse, knows him inside and 
out.”

Acing the Sprint 

With eyes on Timonium’s inaugu¬ 
ral Coalition Stakes, owner Robert Cole 
and trainer Kevin Patterson looked for a 
horse to claim. Speed mattered, versatility 
wouldn’t hurt and a Maryland-bred pedi¬ 
gree would really close the deal. 

Hello Blu Moon Ace. 

Patterson claimed the 4-year-old out of 
a win for $30,000 at Delaware Park July 20. 
On Aug. 26, he won the Coalition going

6 V 2 furlongs on Timonium’s tight track. 
The next month, the dark bay gelding 
took a shot at the big time and finished a 
close second in the De Francis Dash-G3 at 
Laurel. The Maryland Milli on Sprint came 
next, but only after the entry box failed to 
attract six Maryland-sired horses. Let in 
by the expansion to Maryland-breds, Blu 
Moon Ace lived up to his 2-5 favoritism. 
The son of Malibu Moon broke a step 
slowly, made the lead while four wide after 
a half-mile in :45.18 and won by 2 3 A lengths 
over Rockinn On Bye with Struth third. 
Julian Pimentel rode the winner, who cov¬ 
ered 6 furlongs in 1:09.06 while winning 
for the seventh time in 21 starts. 

“I was scared to death when he broke 
lousy, behind horses,” said Cole. “I wasn’t 
expecting that. We wanted to be wide, we 
thought the outside was better from what 
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we saw earlier. He just was the best horse, 
he overpowered them.” 

Cole called the success after the claim 
part luck and part planning. 

“You’ve got to claim hundreds of them 
to get one like this and it feels real good 
because it’s tough, it’s tough to get them 
like this,” he said. “I’d watched his replays. 
He’d gotten two bad trips in a row. The 
biggest thing about him, I thought he went 
turf and dirt and you have to have versatil¬ 
ity these days. Of course he’s Maryland- 
bred, that made a big difference too.” 

Bred by Howard Bender, who died in 
September 2015, Blu Moon Ace won his 
debut for Bender’s estate in April 2016 and 
added another win three starts later. By 
November, the horse was in the Keeneland 
November Sale and brought $30,000 from 
owner Marshall Dowell. Blu Moon Ace 
won for Dowell and trainer Robert Bailes 
late last year, but was claimed for $25,000 
by trainer Jamie Ness’ Jagger Inc. stable in 
March. Six starts later, Patterson made his 
claim. The barn changes haven’t bothered 
Blu Moon Ace, whose career bankroll 
zoomed to $374,064 in the Sprint. 


“He’s really quiet around the barn, a real 
nice horse to be around,” said Patterson. 
“When we claimed him we were pointing 
him for that Coalition at Timonium. That 
was the whole idea of taking that horse. 
When he ran down there and ran that big, 
we were both a litde bit shocked, that’s 
what pointed us in the next direction [De 
Francis]. I can’t say enough about him. 
Today, he was a little more wound up than 
he normally is. When he came out of the 
paddock he was a litde jumpy. Normally 
he’s just got his head down and makes you 
worry the other way.” 

Rounding out the frame 

Spartianos and Nik Juarez took six 
rivals for a walk in the Turf, getting soft 
opening fractions of :25.05 and :49.91 
with a 2-length lead before digging in late 
to win a five-horse scramble at the finish 
by a head over Somekindofmagician. The 
runner-up was a nose in front of Talk 
Show Man, who had a neck on Grandiflora 
who was a head in front of Dothat Dance. 
A length separated the first six finishers in 
the 1-mile test. 


Spartianos won for the second time this 
year, and sixth time in his career. Trained 
by Mike Pino for Nick Sanna Stables and 
Two Legends Farm, the son of Not For 
Love had to be tenacious late and covered 
the final half-mile in :46.93 to collect the 
$70,970 payday. 

“He was just really, really game coming 
for home,” Juarez said. ‘You like to ride 
horses like that. When I was going into the 
first turn they were anticipating that I was 
going to go pretty quick and I thought so 
too, but I was able to get him back into my 
hands and when I knew that first fraction 
was slow I said, T got it.’ ” 

Spartianos won his first stakes after 
placing in three including a second in 
the 2016 Turf. Bred in Maryland by Two 
Legends and David Wade, the bay 5-year- 
old was purchased for $36,000 by Pino at 
Fasig-Tipton Midiantic’s fall yearling sale 
of 2013. The Turf win gave him $281,014 
in earnings, and proved his ability while 
exiting a 5-furlong sprint in his most recent 
start. 

“You’re asking a horse to go another 
three-eighths of a mile so I really wasn’t

Juarez puts cap on big day with Bonus Points in Classic

I n the 2015 Maryland Million Classic at Laurel Park, Nik 
Juarez rode Bullheaded Boy for the powerful Todd Pletcher 
barn, and did just about everything right—until dropping his 
whip in the stretch. 

Bullheaded Boy finished second by a neck. Juarez, not all that 
far removed from losing his apprentice allowance and accepting 
just his second mount for Pletcher, apologized to the multiple 
Eclipse Award winner, berated himself and then took some rib¬ 
bing from his more senior peers in the jockeys’ room. 

“They gave me a rubber band and said, Wou have to put 
this on your finger,’ ” Juarez recalled of a trick used by only the 
greenest of jockeys. “Me, I’m about to cry and they gave me a 
rubber band.” 

Two years later Juarez was a long way from crying, and he had 
no need for a rubber band, as he won the Classic aboard Bonus 
Points-for Pletcher-and two other races on the Maryland 
Million card. The triple continued a breakthrough 2017 for 
Juarez. The son of Mid-Atlantic regular Calixto Juarez (who 
won 513 races from 1990-2010 but might be better known as 
Page McKenney’s exercise rider) won a jockey championship at 
Monmouth Park, recently relocated to New York and is among 
the top 30 jockeys in the country by wins and earnings. 

The Maryland native added the Classic to wins in the 
Black-Eyed Susan-G2 at Pimlico this spring and the Baltimore- 
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sure he would give it to me,” Juarez said of 
the stretch run. “We got passed for a couple 
strides, but when [Somekindofmagician] 
bumped me a little bit my horse just 
grabbed the bit and got aggressive .” 


I Participate won the opening starter 
handicap for fillies and mares going 1 Vs 
miles on the turf for Ann Merryman and 
Jeff Musgrove. Merryman handled the 
training on the 4-year-old Maryland-bred 
daughter of Include, who won by 514 
lengths while leading most of the way 
Jevian Toledo rode the winner. -

“It’s an incredible feeling,” said Juarez 
in between posing for selfies and getting 
saluted by friends and fans at the end of a 
long day. “To come home, win three on the 
day including the Classic, it’s a blessing. It’s 
nice to do it at home. Good people, good 
people around here.” 

Bonus Points was a good horse in 
the $150,000 Classic, which opened to 
Maryland-breds when just seven Maryland- 
sired horses were entered, and looked like 
it while charging through the stretch to 
win by 2% lengths as the 3-1 second choice 
behind John Jones. The winner covered 
1% miles in 1:50.50 after starting out well 
back in the field of 10. Juarez angled the 
3-year-old colt from behind horses coming 
into the stretch and ran down Southside 
Warrior late as Ghost Bay finished third. 
John Jones wound up seventh, two spots 
better than two-time defending Classic 
winner Admirals War Chest. 

Owned by Three Diamonds Farm, 
Bonus Points won for the third time in 
13 starts, and pushed his career bank¬ 
roll to $340,650. The Majestic Warrior 
colt was briefly on the New York Triple 
Crown path this year when second in the 
Jerome-G3, fourth in the Withers-G3 and 


fifth in the Wood Memorial-G2. He won 
the Parx Derby in May and was beaten a 
head by future graded winner Just Howard 
in the Caveat Stakes on the turf at Laurel 
in July. 

Country Life Farm bought Bonus 
Points’ dam Baby Love, carrying the Classic 
winner, for $24,000 at Fasig-Tipton’s 
Saratoga mixed sale in 2013. Bred back to 
Country Life stallions Freedom Child and 
Super Ninety Nine (twice), she was resold 
for $8,000 at Fasig-Tipton Midiantic’s 
mixed sale in January 2017. Baby Love 
hails from a rich Maryland family including 
her second dam Illeria, a Grade 3 winner 
who produced Grade 1 winner and $1.6 
million earner Include, Grade 3 winner 
Magic Broad, stakes winners Encaustic, 
Broad Rule and Magical Broad and others 
for breeder Robert Meyerhoff. 

“I love Not For Love mares,” said 
Country Life’s Mike Pons of Baby Love. 
“We bought her carrying this horse to 
breed back to our stallions. In one way 
we got it right because we bought a mare 
who produced a Maryland Million Classic 
winner. In another way, you’re out of the 
family but that’s why we started those mare 
partnerships, to get some good mares to 
our stallions, seed the marketplace a little 
bit and see what happens.” 


Three Diamonds bought Bonus Points 
for $6,500 as a weanling at Timonium 
in December 2014. That was Juarez’s 
first full year as a jockey. He grew up in 
Westminster, graduated from Winters Mill 
High and even attended Carroll County 
Community College before deciding that 
he wanted to follow his father into racing. 

“I remember coming here as a kid all 
the time,” he said with a glance back at 
the Laurel paddock. “This is a big day for 
Maryland and Maryland racing. We’ve got 
the Preakness, the Black-Eyed Susan and 
Maryland Million.” 

Juarez, with 484 career wins through 
mid-November, was closing in on his 
father’s career total and on the verge of 
stardom while finding a place on the New 
York circuit. That 2015 Maryland Million 
mistake seemed like a long time ago. 

“I’ve developed as a rider, but you need 
the opportunities,” said Juarez, who also 
won the Turf aboard Spartianos and the 
Nursery aboard Clever Mind. “It’s who 
you ride for. I’m riding for really, really 
great horsemen. I’ve got great represen¬ 
tation with Ron Anderson. He’s a really, 
really class guy. I’ve got to give credit to the 
horsemen, the horses and my agent. A lot 
has changed in two years. It’s amazing.” # 
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Maryland Million Day featured its usual festivities 
including the inaugural hat contest, a visit from 
the Suttler Post Clydesdales and pony racers 
(who got a visit from jockey Forest Boyce). 


MCA Racing Stable and trainer Claudio 
Gonzalez. The 4-year-old daughter of 
Louis Quatorze took over coming into the 
stretch and scored by 314 lengths for her 
third consecutive win.

the retired earner of more than $2 mil¬ 
lion who won three editions (2009, 2011 
and 2014), and Charitable Annuity, who 
collected his second win in the Classic the 
evening of Oct. 14. 

Charitable Annuity, a 5-year-old gelding 
by the late Charitable Man, has a long way 
to go catch up to Russell Road, who won 
31 of 62 starts from 2008-16. But a 15-for- 
28 record and bankroll of $848,454 isn’t 
too shabby, and Russell is quite apprecia¬ 
tive given the fact his top horse hasn’t had 
the easiest time of it. 

“He has had his ups and downs,” Russell 
said. “He was coming into the Classic really 
good, but then he kicked his hind leg and 
we couldn’t train him at all. It concerned 
me greatly. It’s always a concern when 
you miss training time, but by Wednesday 
[before the race] he was great. 

“He had a few bumps and bruises this 
year so we trained him lightly and picked 
our spots. But you’ve got to be in it to win, 
and the goal was to make it to the Classic 
and take our best chance.” 

When he won the Classic in 2015, 
Charitable Annuity blew past most of the 
field in the lane to score by a widening 2% 
lengths. It was a changing of the guard for 
the Russell stable in that Russell Road fin¬ 
ished a disappointing ninth in what would 
be his final racing appearance on West 
Virginia Breeders Classics night. 

This year, Charitable Annuity, bred by 
Donald Duvall and out of the Luftikus 
mare Early Annuity, needed every inch of 


the homestretch to prevail in a three-horse 
photo as the favorite in a field of 10 under 
Christian Hiraldo. Russell wasn’t sure his 
gelding won until the order of finish was 
posted. 

“Christian got him in the right spot and 
got him running at the right time,” Russell 
said. “It was a just a matter of whether he 
was good enough to get there.” 

Russell and Casey aren’t the only mem¬ 
bers of the team with a strong record in 
the state’s annual celebration of breed¬ 


ing and racing. Daisy Tobin, an owner 
and breeder and longtime groom for the 
Casey barn, has taken care of Russell Road 
and Charitable Annuity, which gives her 
five Classic wins. The native of nearby 
Martinsburg has worked for Casey since 
1996. 

Charitable Annuity likes to take his time 
after the start and did so again. He settled 
in mid-pack toward the inside in the 1%- 
mile, three-turn race before being guided 
to the outside after 6 furlongs.

The gelding was six wide entering 
the stretch behind North Atlantic, who 
had taken a short lead from Elio Guvna 
after racing third for most of the journey. 
Meanwhile, Weekend Liberty, who had a 
troubled trip, found room along the rail 
inside of North Atlantic. 

Those three charged to the finish, 
with Charitable Annuity widest of all. 
Observers on the apron at the finish beam 
weren’t sure which horse won, but the 
photo went to Charitable Annuity. It was a 
nose back to North Atlantic, and another 
nose back to Weekend Liberty. 

“It looked like there would be a lot of 
speed in the race, so I took a hold of him 
and got him to the outside,” said Hiraldo, 
who rode Charitable Annuity to victory in 
a state-bred allowance at Charles Town in 
early June. “I know he’s a good horse in 
the lane, and he was really moving at the 
three-eighths pole. He made his move and 
he didn’t give up.” 

The final time on a track rated fast was 
1:53.37. It was Charitable Annuity’s sixth 
win at 1 Vs miles in 11 attempts; he also has 
two seconds and two thirds at the distance. 

Only a few inches kept trainer Jeff 
Runco from finishing 1-2 in the Classic 


with two homebreds for his and wife 
Susan’s Coleswood Farm. Both runners 
stepped up in the $350,000 event. 

North Atlantic, a 4-year-old gelding by 
Ghostzapper out of the Pleasant Colony 
mare Capricha, finished sixth in the West 
Virginia Lottery Breeders Classic at 7 fur¬ 
longs last year, and entered this year’s 
Classic having raced seven times since in 
allowance events. 

As for Weekend Liberty, another allow¬ 
ance runner, a victory in the Classic would 
have been beyond special for the Runcos. 

The 4-year-old gelding by Midshipman 
out of the Not For Love mare Hard to 
Get is a full year-younger brother to Slip 
the Cable, who won the 2016 Classic in 
dominant fashion for Coleswood but was 
injured in a race this year and subsequently 
euthanized. 

Sweet Song 

The Classic was the eighth race on 
the nine-race, all-stakes card, but the sec¬ 
ond race, the $125,000 “Cavada” Breeders 
Classic for older females was a focal point 
given the presence of standout 3-year-old 
filly Moonlit Song. 


She didn’t disappoint with a strong 
2V / 2-length win over T Rex Express as the 
heavy favorite in a field of six. 

Owned by Grams Racing Stable and 
bred by trainer Tim Grams and Judith 
Grams, Moonlit Song fought off hound¬ 
ing pressure from Boppin Rocket for more 
than a half-mile before pulling away with 
ease in the 7-furlong event. She covered 
the distance in a solid 1:25.83. 

Moonlit Song, who gave Hiraldo his 
first of three victories on the program, 
made her debut soon after last year’s 
Breeders Classics. Since that time the Fiber 
Sonde filly out of the Parker’s Storm Cat 
mare Malibu Kitten has won five state-bred 
stakes at Charles Town; the Cavada was her 
ninth victory in 12 starts. 

“She answered every question again,” 
said Tim Grams. “We have a filly that has 
a second gear, and it has been really nice 
because each time she has run she has 
stepped up to the plate. It’s a blessing.” 

Moonlit Song, who pushed her earn¬ 
ings to $248,890, is winding down her 
campaign and will be turned out until 
early March, then embark on a 4-year-old 
season, Grams said. The stable has a full¬ 
sibling to Moonlit Song. 
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“Fiber Sonde has been a really nice stal¬ 
lion,” Grams said. “John [McKee] has kept 
him at a reasonable price. He produces 
what I call a 'poor man’s horse,’ and they’re 
really fun horses to run [at Charles Town].” 

Two for Fiber Sonde, 
Windsor Castle 

A half-brother to Speightstown, who 
stands for $100,000 at WinStar Farm in 
Kentucky, Fiber Sonde stands for $1,000 at 
Beau Ridge Farm near Charles Town. He 
was one of two sires on Breeders Classics 
night with two winners—his first came in 
the opener when 41-1 George Town Cat 
took the $65,000 Dash for Cash Breeders 
Classic. 

Owned and trained by Manolo Mangual 
and ridden by Arnaldo Bocachica, George 
Town Cat quickly found the rail and the 
lead from post seven and had enough left 
to hold off Eutaw Street by a half-length. 
Eight of the gelding’s nine career victories 
have come at 414 furlongs, all at Charles 
Town. 

The 5-year-old out of the Honour and 
Glory mare Edwina was bred by McKee. 

Windsor Castle, the leading West Vir¬ 
ginia-based sire by earnings and wins in 
2017, accounted for two winners that 
included Bound to Windsor in the $75,000 
Triple Crown Nutrition Breeders Classic 
for 2-year-old fillies. She’s owned by Taylor 
Mountain Farm, which stands Windsor 
Castle. 

Bound to Windsor, who gave Hiraldo 
his second tally of the night, rebounded 
from a disappointing fifth in the Rachel’s 
Turn Stakes at Charles Town Sept. 23. She 
also turned the tables on Rachel’s Turn 
winner Noblame, sent away at 1-9 on 
Breeders Classics night. 

Bound to Windsor, who won her career 
debut Aug. 25 at Charles Town with a last- 
to-first move in a 10-horse field going 414 
furlongs, rated off the pace in the Triple 
Crown Nutrition as Noblame set a sensible 
pace. She gradually ate away at the leader’s 
margin and inched away to win by 114 
lengths over the favorite. 

The final time of 1:19.85 for 614 fur¬ 
longs is a stakes record. She paid $32.20 to 
win, a rarity for a horse trained by James 
W Casey on the biggest night for West 
Virginia-breds. 

“We expected something good tonight 
because she had been training beautifully 
for me,” said Casey, who bred the filly out 
of the Boundary mare Bound To. “She 
really ran her race.” 

It marked the first defeat for Wayne 
Sanders and Larry Hirsch’s Noblame,

a $50,000 purchase at the Keeneland 
September yearling sale. By Blame out 
of the Ecton Park mare Stolen Heart, 
Noblame won in open company in her first 
two starts at Indiana Grand before taking 
the Rachel’s Turn in her local debut. She 
had won with plenty left at 6 furlongs in 
Indiana, but the Triple Crown Nutrition 
marked her first start around two turns. 

Windsor Castle’s other win came from 
8-year-old gelding Help a Brother, who 


set the pace and coasted home on top in 
the $80,000 West Virginia Thoroughbred 
Breeders Association “Onion Juice” 
Breeders Classic at 7 furlongs. Bred, owned 
and trained by Lewis Craig Jr., Help a 
Brother won the race in 2015 and last 
year fell a half-length short of Follow the 
Notion, who finished sixth in this year’s 
edition. 

Help a Brother won the Onion Juice by 
314 lengths as the favorite over Hear the 
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Owen’s Mo glides home in the Vincent Moscarelli Memorial for 2-year-olds.

Chatter, a Breeders Classics winner at age 
2 in 2014. 

The Onion Juice marked the 41st start 
for Help a Brother, one of the more popu¬ 
lar horses on the grounds. He has 13 wins, 
12 seconds and seven thirds for earnings 
of $349,120, and Craig said he has two of 
his half-brothers in training. 

“We take the best of care of him,” 
Craig said. “This our sixth trip [to the 
Breeders Classics] with him. We point to 


this night. I think we’ll kick back with him 
a little now and let him relax, and hope to 
be back next year.” 

Help a Brother, out of the Seacliff 
mare Kom Kim Lass, made three trips to 
Mountaineer Racetrack on West Virginia’s 
northern panhandle and came away with 
a win, a second and a third. Craig said the 
gelding doesn’t mind the long van ride 
across the mountains. 


“He’s probably more of a mile-and-an- 
eighth or mile-and-a-quarter horse,” Miller 
s said. “He works like he wants to keep on 
| going. He had some issues; we had to geld 
o him, and that seemed to change a lot. He’s 
^ a big, heavy horse but he can run.” 

Miller, a board member of the Charles 
Town Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protec¬ 
tive Association, is active in the Maryland 
breeding program but remains loyal to 
West Virginia. 

“We’re still dropping foals here,” he 
said. “The state-bred program here is still 
very good, and some of the best horses 
didn’t show up tonight.” 

One of them was James W Casey’s 
William and Mary, who was eligible after a 
nomination snafu and also missed the sup¬ 
plemental deadline. The Windsor Castle 
gelding is 2-for-2 in his career. 


“He’s older now, and he’s mellow now,” 
he said. “He ships beautifully. I think he 
likes Mountaineer because of the sweep¬ 
ing turns.” 

Bookend result in Moscarelli 

In the $75,000 Vincent Moscarelli 
Memorial for 2-year-olds, owner/breed¬ 
er James Miller had two chances with 
West Virginia-breds by Kentucky stallions: 
Owen’s Way, who finished fourth in the 
Henry Mercer Memorial behind the highly 
regarded William and Mary; and Owen’s 
Mo, seventh in the Mercer Memorial and a 
maiden after four starts. 

Both are named for Miller’s grandson, 
Owen, and the result produced bookends. 
Owen’s Way, a Scat Daddy colt out of 
the Seattle Fitz (Arg) mare Holly’s Way, 
never fired and finished last of 10 at 6-1. 
Owen’s Mo, by Uncle Mo out of the 
Smoke Glacken mare Petite Fuego, broke 
on top from the rail and wasn’t challenged 
en route to a 214-length win at 12-1 under 
Jomar Torres. 

Binn Goode finished second, with 
favored Dionysus’ Chalice third. Owen’s 
Mo finished third in an open maiden 
special weight event at Laurel Park in the 
summer. 

“No one looked better than the one 
that crossed the wire first,” Laurel-based 
trainer Jose Corrales said with a laugh. 

Miller said he expected Owen’s Mo, 
who didn’t meet his reserve at the Fasig- 
Tipton Kentucky October yearling sale in 
2016, to improve for a couple of reasons. 
It also was a good sign that Torres had 
driven to Charles Town for one mount on 
the card. 
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Record handle for Classics night 

A strong year for pari-mutuel wagering at Charles Town 
continued with the Breeders Classics program, which gener¬ 
ated total handle of $2,191,659 for nine races, up 25 percent 
from $1,753,601 last year. 

The Oct. 14 figure was the second-largest non-Charles 
Town Classic handle in track history. It ranks 11th on the all- 
time list behind all nine editions of the Charles Town Classic 
and the 2013 “Race for the Ribbon” card. 


The $2 million-plus in wagering was aided by a $221,914 
win-place pool (Moonlit Song) in the second race and a 
$325,115 win-place-show pool (Noblame) in the third. 

“The 25 percent spike in Breeders Classics handle is pretty 
consistent with our overall business picture in 2017,” said Erich 
Zimny, vice president of racing operations for Charles Town. 
“Year-to-date through the Classics, our handle per race is 20 
percent ahead of last year at this time.” 

Charles Town’s meeting runs through Dec. 23 with the 2018 
meet scheduled to begin in early January. #

Out of towner wins Lottery 

The only other Breeders Classics winner 
not sired by a West Virginia-based stallion 
was Grumpelstiltskin, a son of Successful 
Appeal out of O’Sullivan Farms’ Luftikus 
mare Shesagrumptoo. Grumpelstiltskin 
had competed in allowances at Belmont 
Park and Saratoga for his owner, NFL Hall 
of Famer Bill Parcells’ August Dawn Farm. 

Trained by Jeremiah Engelhart, Grum¬ 
pelstiltskin set a stakes record of 1:25.25 
for 7 furlongs in the $75,000 West Virginia 
Lottery Breeders Classic for 3-year-olds. 
Jose Montano rode the gelding to a 
5%-length score over Brass Bull as the 6-5 
favorite in a field of 10. 

The Funkhouser family’s O’Sullivan 
Farms near Charles Town sold Grum¬ 
pelstiltskin for $50,000 at the Fasig Tipton 
Midlantic fall yearling sale. He’s pushed his 
career earnings to $86,350 with two wins 
and two thirds in five starts. 

The companion 3-year-old filly event— 
the $75,000 West Virginia Division of 
Tourism Breeders Classic—went to Randall 
Conrad’s homebred Groomed to Rock, 
who entered a good form cycle at the right 
time for trainer Stephen Reggetts. She 
cleared her second allowance condition in 


her previous start under veteran local rider 
Matt McGowan, who was aboard again. 

Groomed to Rock lagged early but 
picked up horses on the far turn and drew 
away to win by 1% lengths over favored 
Tricky Windsor. The winner went off at 
12-1 and was one of four double-digit win¬ 
ners on the program. 

Groomed to Rock, out of the Groom- 
stick mare Chelsea Groomstick, is by Rock 
Hound, a Seeking the Gold stallion with 
only three runners this year. The leader 
is Groomed to Rock, who almost qua¬ 
drupled her career earnings to $94,588 in 
the Division of Tourism. 

Romantic Cork wins another 

Last year’s Division of Tourism win¬ 
ner, Romantic Cork, owned and trained by 
John A. Casey, escaped from the shadow 
of the dominant Moonlit Song to take top 
honors in the final race of the night, the 
$80,000 Breeders Classic Distaff for older 
females. The 4-year-old Denis of Cork 
filly gave Montano his second stakes win 
of the night. 

Sent off as the 2-1 favorite, Romantic 
Cork defeated Rock n’ Gold by a half- 
length to increase her earnings to $214,633 
in 27 starts.

New Jersey's We stamp ton Farm 
offers regional training option

Owner Ernie DeNofa 
and a Westampton resident 
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H orsemen often seek a little divine intervention when it comes 
to the health and success of their Thoroughbreds. It can come 
through prayer, a rosary hung from a rear-view mirror, a small 
statue or picture in a tack room, or even a St. Christopher’s medal tucked 
under a saddle, like classic winner Smarty Jones often carried. 


At Westampton Farm in Westampton 
Township, N.J., that call for God’s grace 
is boldly on display. On the far side of 
the five-eighths mile training track stands 
an immense white cross, several feet high, 


which seems to cast a heavenly shadow on 
the daily goings-on. 

The cross isn’t the only religious sym¬ 
bol at bucolic Westampton, a green swath 
of more than 110 acres in what used to 


be a prime farming region of Burlington 
County, just across the Delaware River 
from Pennsylvania. A large statue of the 
Virgin Mary, sheltered in a wooden creche, 
faces the long barn closest to the train¬ 
ing track, immediately noticeable on the 
Westampton main drive. 

“That’s the reason we’re all here,” said 
Ernesto “Ernie” DeNofa Sr., the owner 
of Westampton Farm, when asked why he 
had erected the infield cross. As DeNofa 
talked, a melody of late-morning sounds 
could be heard: Canada Geese calling to

each other as they flapped their wings in 
the infield pond; the squawking of Blue 
Jays in a nearby stand of trees, just starting 
to turn colors in the early October weather; 
the clop-clop of distant hoofbeats, and 
the neighing of a bay horse from one 
of Westampton’s many white-fenced pad- 
docks. 

"It’s a religious thing,” DeNofa con¬ 
tinued. “Hopefully we all understand that 
there’s someone above everything. And 
I’m a big fan of the Blessed Mother. I’ve 
met [the late] Pope John Paul II four or 
five times, so that’s my next statue for the 
farm, I want to get one of Pope John Paul. 
People might think I’m crazy but, hey, it’s 
my farm. When I get a statue of the Pope, 
I’ll be good.” 

Divine or not, the farm holds firm as a 
rural outpost just east of the New Jersey 
Turnpike (exit 5) and bordered by hous¬ 
ing developments and two golf courses. 
A Cracker Barrel is 3 miles away. The 
Burlington Center Mall, about 5 miles. 
From a racing perspective, Westampton is 
about 60 miles from Monmouth Park and 
just west of all sorts of horse operations 
and the distinct Google Maps ovals of race¬ 
tracks current and past. Seven miles away, 
Helis Stock Farm dates to the 1870s when 
it was called Rancocas Farm and owned 
by Pierre Lorillard IV (who owned Parole 


and Iroquois among others). Rancocas, 
which featured indoor and outdoor train¬ 
ing tracks, later belonged to Harry Sinclair, 
who raced Hall of Famers Grey Lag and 
Zev among others. Further east, the area 
also includes the Standardbred operations 
Joie de Vie Farm and Melander Stable (the 
former home of the legendary trainer/ 
driver Stanley Dancer) among others. 

DeNofa, who lives in Huntington Valley, 
Pa., has been involved with Westampton 
for more than 20 years, beginning with sev¬ 
eral partners. When the partners sold out, 
DeNofa gladly became the sole owner, at 
first employing different managers to over¬ 
see the operation while DeNofa tended to 
his other business, the Philadelphia-based 
Molly Construction, a concrete company 
founded in 1987. Now 68, DeNofa has 
turned Molly Construction over to his son 
while focusing on Westampton. 

“Originally, when we purchased the 
property, we were going to keep a piece 
of it, like 10 acres, for a gentleman’s farm 
and maybe develop the rest of it,” said 
DeNofa. “But one thing led to another 
thing and we’re still here. We want to serve 
the industry with this farm. We’d rather not 
develop it. 

“I love this area near the farm,” he said. 
“I’m an empty-nester now; the kids are all 
married, so probably in the next year or 


two I’ll be thinking about relocating out 
here.” 

Like many people who become inter¬ 
ested in racing, DeNofa caught the bug 
through the involvement of his family. 

“My whole family loved the sport—my 
father, my late brother was a handicap- 
per at old Liberty Bell, Adantic City and 
Garden State for years and years,” he said. 
“They had a couple of horses over the 
years but were more into betting and going 
to the track than being owners. They liked 
‘the action,’ as we call it.” 

Westampton, formerly known as the 
Mount Holly Training Center, offers plenty 
of amenities for horsemen. Aside from 
its quiet, peaceful atmosphere, it has 180 
stalls spread over several barns, numerous 
Eurociser exercise machines, indoor and 
outdoor hotwalking machines, an indoor 
swimming pool, an epsom salt bath and 
new vibration platform, as well as 24-hour 
video security and the opportunity for 
horsemen to turn their horses out daily in 
the many surrounding paddocks. 

The farm got a big boost as the base for 
Bernie and Kate Dalton, the husband-and- 
wife jockey and trainer team who brought a 
small string of horses north from Camden, 
S.C., for the summer. Steeplechase horse 
Diplomat, trained by the Daltons for 
Flying Elvis Stable, finished third in the 
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A.P. Smithwick Memorial-Gl and won 
the New York Turf Writers Cup-Gl at 
Saratoga from Westampton. In addition, 
Zio Elio finished second and Buck Benny 
third in Saratoga allowance company for 
the Daltons. 

The win photograph of the Turf 
Writers hangs in DeNofa’s office, along 
with many other photos of horses who 
trained at Westampton. 

“Bernie and Kate [Dalton] were here 
through the Saratoga meet,” said DeNofa. 
“They were very happy here, the horses 
liked it here, and now they’ve gone down 
to South Carolina. Matter of fact, they’re 
coming back next year.” 

Kate Dalton, who grew up in nearby 
Newtown in Bucks County, Pa., called 
Westampton a perfect spot to train a horse 
and an even better choice for her sum¬ 
mer base. Stalls at Saratoga are difficult to 
come by, and come with all the racetrack 
atmosphere of racing six days a week, 
crowds, training hours and all the rest. The 
Daltons’ year-round home at Springdale 
Training Center in Camden is more than 
850 miles from Saratoga. Westampton is 
about 250, a four-hour ship in a truck and 
trailer. 

“Westampton has a lot to offer,” said 
Kate, who said she even scoped out a spot 
for some schooling fences. “I knew about 
the farm long before I got into steeplechas¬ 
ing. I grew up near Philadelphia Park [now 
Parx Racing] and everyone was aware of it, 
as it was a nice alternative to stabling your 
horses on the backstretch. For us, it was a 
good base of operation for the six weeks 
of racing at Saratoga. And Bernie even has 
a picture of a Bald Eagle perched on the 
infield cross that he took one morning.” 

One big advantage of stabling at 
Westampton is not having to abide by 
training hours that are restricted to the 
morning, and the laid-back, relaxed atmo¬ 
sphere. 

“Our track time is from early morning 
until 3 p.m.,” said DeNofa. “We close it so 
we can harrow the track, clean the pool. 
We like to have everyone done training by 
then, but it’s still five hours later than at 
the racetrack. Also, if a trainer has, say, 10 
horses, he needs enough help to get those 
horses trained by 10 a.m. [at the track]. 
Over here, you can have half the help and 
you can train until afternoon. It’s not a

rush. You can take your time, especially 
with a horse that may need more time. 
The horses are calmer, and a lot of people 
do very well off the farm. And we’re cen¬ 
trally located to many of the Mid-Atlantic 
tracks.” 

The current stall rate at Westampton is 
$300 a month, or $10 a day. DeNofa points 
out that not only do trainers get a stall, 
tack room, and use of all the facilities, but 
depending on the size of the operation can 
get housing for the help. 

DeNofa is constantly improving the 
facilities, most recently installing an all-new 
filter system in the pool. His current proj¬ 
ect is refurbishing the main barn nearest 
the track. 

“We’ve laid rubber block footing down 
in the aisle, and we’re putting in all new 
rooms for the help,” he said. 


The farm isn’t limited to horses in train¬ 
ing or those on layoffs. DeNofa pointed 
out that there are mare-and-foal stalls, and 
that a stallion, Lord of Cat, even stood 
there at one time. 

Among the trainers stabled at 
Westampton are Joe Orseno, Patrick 
McBurney and Jaime Mejia; Chuck Simon 
and his wife Paula lived in one of three 
houses on the property, which are available 
to rent, for several years. 

“I really enjoyed being there,” said 
Simon, who has since moved his base to 
Florida’s Palm Meadows. “It’s a centrally 
located facility. Because I lived there, I 
could walk to work and could turn my 
horses out right outside my house. It’s a 
step up from being at a racetrack. 

“It’s one hour to Monmouth, about 
a half-hour to Parx Racing, and not a 


bad trip to Delaware or New York,” said 
Simon. “There are round pens, a good 
track surface, a swimming pool, and lots 
of advantages and features outside of a 
racetrack. And I liked that the barns are 
enclosed, keeping you out of the ele¬ 
ments.” 

Westampton is a sanctioned training 
center, with official workouts appearing 
on Equibase. While in years past trainers 
that had been suspended from racetracks 
came to Westampton, DeNofa said that is 
no longer the case. If he finds out a trainer 
has been ruled off elsewhere, he asks them 
to leave the farm. 

“We’re sanctioned now, so we have the 
same rules as the racetrack,” he said. “So 
if someone’s ruled off the track, they can’t 
be here. But sometimes someone will be 
ruled off and we don’t know it, and then 
when we do, we have to tell that person 
to leave. We’ve had a couple of incidents 
where people have seen my kindness for 
weakness.” 

In the meantime, horsemen who want 
a change of pace from the everyday hustle 
and bustle of the racetrack can find it at 
Westampton Farm. With its central loca¬ 
tion, reasonable rates, and plethora of 
amenities, it has much to offer in a quiet 
little corner of Burlington County. w

Polo Princess 

West Virginia-bredfilly, 17-year-old trainer win Makeover

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O ver three days in October, 385 Thoroughbreds flocked to 
Kentucky Horse Park from 47 states and three Canadian 
provinces to participate in the Retired Racehorse Project’s 
Thoroughbred Makeover, presented by Thoroughbred Charities of 
America. 

What began as a Mid-Atlantic movement grew into a national obses¬ 
sion with amateur, professional and junior equestrians re-training off-track 
Thoroughbreds and entering them in a maximum of two disciplines to 
show off newfound talents. Categories were Barrel Racing, Competitive 
Trail, Dressage, Eventing, Field Hunter, Freestyle, Polo, Show Hunter, 
Show Jumper and Working Ranch. 


In 2013 RRP held its first national 
gathering combined with a symposium at 
Pimlico Race Course, where trainers, own¬ 
ers and equestrians gathered for a weekend 
of seminars and demonstrations all aimed 
at figuring out a long-term solution to suc¬ 
cessfully and sustainably transition race¬ 
horses to their second careers. 

The next year, RRP introduced the 
makeover and America’s Most Wanted 
Thoroughbred, which awarded prize 
money and bragging rights. The idea was 
to have 10 horses compete to show off 
their re-trainability, versatility and talent. 
Audience members voted on who they 
thought exemplified and demonstrated 
those traits. Local eventer and Olympian 
Phillip Dutton took home the inaugural 
honors with Icabad Crane, a then 9-year- 
old gelding who finished third in the 2008 
Preakness Stakes-Gl. 

The success grew over two years at 
Pimlico to a point where RRP moved to the 
Kentucky Horse Park in Lexington-open¬ 
ing the event to additional participants and 
disciplines. 

This year’s Makeover-Oct. 5-7-fea¬ 
tured $100,000 in prize money and saw an 
expansion in marketing tactics with updat¬ 
ed live streaming and a growth in industry 
backing. Eligible horses began re-training 
off-track no more than 10 months before 
the competition. The top five horses from 
each discipline faced off in a champion¬ 
ship round to determine each category’s 
winner. The discipline winner then moved 
on to the finale to determine America’s 
Most Wanted Thoroughbred. 

Seventeen-year-old Charlie Caldwell, of 
Coldwater, Tenn., and 3-year-old filly Old 
Tavern won the polo division and followed 
with a performance in the final round to 
gain the title of America’s Most Wanted 
Thoroughbred. 


While she’s no Songbird, who sold for 
$9.5 million as a broodmare prospect in 
November, the West Virginia-bred stood 
out from the start. 

“I immediately liked her when we first 
went to pick her up at the farm,” Caldwell 
said. “Since she was only 2 years old I 
turned her out until February and just 
let her lay back in the paddock. Probably 
about the middle of February I started her 
back into work really slowly. A lot of walk¬ 
ing drills and stopping, just getting her as 
light as I could and when I felt like she was 
light enough I moved on to the trot and 
then to the canter.” 

Over the summer, Caldwell and Old 
Tavern were stationed in Wyoming training 
with Hall of Fame polo player and horse¬ 
men Tommy Wayman. They worked daily 
together and developed a visible bond. 

“She had the mind for polo,” Caldwell 
said. “I was always told that a polo pony 
needs three things, and most only have 
two, the looks of a polo pony, the mind 
and the athletic ability. She had all three.” 

Caldwell and his twin brother Harry, 
who also entered the competition, are 
lifelong equestrians and have been training 
in polo for three years. The entire fam¬ 
ily is closely involved in the equine world, 
the boys’ father Rob is on the Iroquois 
Steeplechase race committee, one of the 
biggest meets on the National Steeplechase 
Association circuit. 

“I didn’t think that I had a chance against 
the hunter-jumper horses,” Caldwell said. 
“I was pretty confident going into the main 
event. I knew she was going to do well, but 
I didn’t think she would win it.” 

The filly, called Taberna by Caldwell, 
defeated the entrants from last year’s win¬ 
ning polo trainer Buck Schott to get into 
the finale. She then received 27 percent 
of the overall vote and earned the $15,500 
first-place prize. 


After an offer from one of the judges 
Calwell sold the filly, who will continue her 
career as a polo pony. 

“I was really excited, because that judge 
that bought her has been around polo his 
entire life, and he knows a good horse 
when he sees one,” Caldwell said. “I was 
honored.” 

Larry Curtis, Old Tavern’s breeder, of 
Middleburg, Va., gave Caldwell the unraced 
filly in November 2016 after an unsuccess¬ 
ful attempt at getting her to the racetrack. 
He named the filly, a daughter of the late 
West Virginia stallion Peak Dancer and 
the King Cugat mare Modest Madame, 
after Old Tavern Road, the location of the 
Great Meadow Racecourse near his home. 
A frequent steward on the NS A circuit, 
Curtis owns the dam and bred Old Tavern 
with hopes of racetrack success. 

She was the grand champion yearling at 
the West Virginia Thoroughbred Breeders 
Association’s annual horse show, where she 
was judged, in hand, on conformation, ath¬ 
leticism, soundness and way of movement. 
Curtis had a difficult time keeping Old 
Tavern in work as a 2-year-old. He would 
work the young racing prospect and she 
would get filling in all four ankles. Curtis 
gave her time off and then returned the 
horse to work, but she kept returning work 
after work with filling in her ankles. After 
X-rays and a variety of treatments Curtis 
came to the conclusion that she just wasn’t 
cut out to be a racehorse.

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“She was so pretty and well behaved I 
wanted her to go do something else rather 
than take a chance on the track,” Curtis 
said. “Even though she never raced, I 
knew she was special, she had a good tem¬ 
perament and a quiet personality where she 
wanted to learn and work .” 

Curtis has sent a dozen or more of his 
retired racehorses to his friend Dwight 
Hall, chairman of the Iroquois meet and 
also the head of the Stewards Advisory 
Committee. Hall connected Curtis to the 
Caldwell family, who have taken several 
other retired racehorses to retrain. 

“The same week that Old Tavern won 
the RRP makeover I sold a yearling out of 
the same dam at the Mid-Atlantic sale in 
Timonium,” Curtis said. “The filly went 
for $100,000 and is by Quality Road. It 
was a good week for both me and Modest 
Madame.” 

RRP president Steuart Pittman has lent 
his voice to countless Thoroughbred cam¬ 
paigns. From running the organization in 
his basement to growing the movement 
to what it is today he is dedicated to the 
Thoroughbreds that have shaped him over 
the course of his career. 

The makeover showcases young ex¬ 
racehorses, but Pittman has refocused the 
event to include horses that are for sale.

“There are good horses everywhere,” 
Pittman said. “About a third of the horses 
at the event are for sale. These are horses 
where people didn’t go to a fancy place to 
find them. In fact the lower-end racetracks 
and the horses that have raced 50, 60, 70 
times have real gems there. When buying 
an off-track Thoroughbred don’t turn a 
horse down that might have had an injury. 
These are young horses and they heal.” 


The off-track Thoroughbred movement 
is rapidly spreading with horses competing 
in the Olympics and on international and 
national high-performance stages. 

“Every one of these barns that have 
had horses participate in the makeover, 
have students and followers,” Pittman said. 
“For every person doing the makeover 
there’s probably another five or 10 going 
out and getting an ex-racehorse, because 
they learned how fun the process can be.” 

For Pittman one of the most exciting 
things is connecting the Thoroughbred 
lover, who might not have ever been to 
g a racetrack, to racing. Bringing together 
| the racing industry, aftercare organizations 
| and trainers and owners willing to rehome 
23 these horses is essential to the process. 
When racing is thriving it is good for the 
horses and good for the people who love 
them after they race. 

“We can prove that a racetrack and 
racing is a happy place for a horse to be, 
because when they leave they are trainable 
and will find loving homes,” Pittman said. 
“These horses come out of racing ready 
to connect with people and can do amaz¬ 
ing things when trained properly. It puts a 
different light on the nature of horseracing 
for people.” ^

Six-figure Success 

Servis sends out trio of 2-year-old 
winners to highlight October success

T rainer John Servis enjoyed an out¬ 
standing October run at Parx Racing 
as he unveiled three promising juve¬ 
niles and saddled several impressive allow¬ 
ance winners. 

Heading the Servis victory parade was 
D. J. Stable and Cash is King’s Tap Rap 
Strike, a chestnut son of Tapit that Servis 
selected and purchased for $875,000 at 
this year’s OBS March sale of selected 
2-year-olds in training. The colt is out of 
graded stakes winner and $628,312-earner 
Cherokee Queen and is a half-brother to 
stakes-placed Entertainer. 

Tap Rap Strike debuted as the favorite 
Oct. 14 in a 1-mile maiden special weight. 


Never far off the pace under Frankie 
Pennington, the colt won by a half-length 
over Tattered with pacesetter Incubator 
third. 

“I didn’t think he would win the first 
time out, because he’s still pretty imma¬ 
ture,” said Servis. “He has no idea what 
he’s doing. He was kind of looking around 
in the first part of the race, and then 
ducked in and out down the stretch, but 
at the eighth pole, he just exploded. He’s 
a very talented colt and I’m going to look 
for a stakes for him and then send him to 
Florida for the winter.” 

Servis said Tap Rap Strike caught his 
eye immediately at the sale. 


“I loved him from the beginning,” said 
Servis. “He didn’t have one of the fastest 
works at the sale [he worked an eighth in 
: 10.60], but he made a great appearance 
and he had a huge walk on him. And he 
has a huge stride—when he turns it on, he 
covers a lot of ground.” 

Another colt that Servis picked out at 
OBS March, this one solely for D. J. Stable, 
is A Different Style. Purchased for 
$160,000, the son of The Factor out of the 
stakes-winning Five Star Day mare Right to 
Rule finished second in his Sept. 23 debut 
before breaking his maiden going 6 fur¬ 
longs Oct. 15 by 614 lengths. 

“This colt learned a lot in his first start 
and has really come along nicely,” said 
Servis. “I really like him.” 

The third eye-catching Servis juvenile is 
Pennsylvania-bred Daisy, a filly by Blame 
bred by Hall of Fame trainer Jonathan 
Sheppard. She won her debut Oct. 9. 

Servis picked Daisy out at last year’s 
Fasig-Tipton Saratoga sale of selected year¬ 
lings, going to $80,000 for his old client, 
Rick Porter’s Fox Hill Farms, for whom he 
trained such graded stakes winners as Jostle 
and Rockport Harbor. She hails from the 
strong George Strawbridge Jr. family of 
graded winners Ratings, Recording, Smart 
Bid and Anthony’s Cross. 

After several works in September, Servis 
entered Daisy in a 6 -furlong maiden special 
weight against open company, contested 
over a sloppy surface. Daisy skimmed over 
the goo with aplomb, winning by 8 lengths 
as the favorite. 

Daisy followed that victory with anoth¬ 
er in the Tempted Stakes-G3 at Aqueduct 
Nov. 3. Dismissed as the 5-2 second choice 
in Aqueduct’s opening day feature, Daisy 
won the 1 -mile event by 4% lengths in 
1:37.13. 

Another Servis-trained 2-year-old, Cash 
is King’s Maurer Power, broke her maiden 
first time out at Delaware Park July 15, then 
came back at Parx Oct. 21 to take a 6 V 2 -fur- 
long first-level allowance. The daughter of 
Violence was purchased for $180,000 at 
last year’s Keeneland September yearling 
sale. 

“This filly has a great future ahead of 
her,” said Servis. “She broke her maiden 
very impressively and her allowance win at 
Parx was terrific.” 

Joshtylane Farm, Main Line Racing 
Stable and WinStar Farm’s Tiz Rude, a 
3-year-old daughter of Tiznow, collected 
her third victory of 2017 for Servis with 
a dominating score in a 1 -mile allowance 
Oct. 17. Tiz Rude, who is out of the Sharp 
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Peace

Name Game 

Mother’s maiden name inspires 
Wames as homebred Sepicato scores

T rainer John Wames tried to come up 
with a good name for his homebred 
juvenile son of Pennsylvania stallion 
Got the Last Laugh, out of his Candy Ride 
(Arg) mare Candy Buttons. 

Nothing he thought of was striking 
his fancy, so he decided to take a page 
out of his family tree and christened him 
Sepicato, his mother’s maiden name. Now 
3, the gelding has won three of nine starts 
in 2017, was third in the $100,000 Danzig 
Stakes, and earned $94,297. 

Sepicato visited the winner’s circle Oct. 
12 after an allowance over a sloppy track. 
Dispatched at nearly 13-1 with jockey 
Anna Carrow, Sepicato lagged at the back 
throughout most of the 5Vi furlongs before 
he blew past the field on the outside to win 
by a length in just about a tick off the track 
mark of 1:02.52. 

Wames, a New Jersey native who has 
been training since 1976, said Sepicato 
signaled early that he was going to have 
some talent. 

“As soon as I started working him, I 
knew he’d be a good horse,” said Wames. 
“In his first work, he galloped out in :36 
and change, and then in his second work 
he galloped out in :35. I was screaming at 
the rider to slow down. But if you look at 
him, he doesn’t even seem like he’d break 
his maiden for $5,000. He’s plain and small, 
but he’s now starting to fill out.” 

Racing exclusively at Penn National, 
Sepicato broke his maiden at the end 
of December, dismissed at long odds in 


his debut but gamely overcoming a trip 
in which he was checked, shut off and 
steadied to win by a neck over fellow 
Pennsylvania-breds. 

This past winter, he won a 1 -mile allow¬ 
ance, and in June finished a rallying third 
in the 6-furlong Danzig before winning an 
open-company allowance in mid-July. In 
that race, Sepicato again made his late run 
from far back. 

“He’s one of the best horses I’ve ever 
had,” said Wames. Among the top horses 
he’s conditioned are multiple stakes winner 
Pacem in Kristie, who won the Busanda 
Stakes at Aqueduct as well as the Forsythia 
Stakes at Garden State Park and the 
Middlesex County Stakes at Meadowlands, 
and 10-time winner Billie B Quick. 

Wames, who owns a farm outside of 
Harrisburg, Pa., acquired Sepicato’s dam 
Candy Buttons through his friend Glenn 
Brok, who owns Diamond B Farm in 
Mohrsville. 

“Glenn told me Candy Buttons was 
available, and I was really interested when 
he told me she was by Candy Ride,” said 
Wames, who only breeds one or two mares 
a year. “Then I asked him which one of his 
stallions would be a good match for her, 
and Glenn suggested I breed to his stallion 
Got the Last Laugh, so he had a big part in 
Sepicato being here.” 

Got the Last Laugh, who won the 
Arlington-Washington Breeders’ Cup 
Futurity-G3 at the expense of eventual 
champion and Kentucky Derby-G1 win¬ 


ner Street Sense as a 2-year-old, is a son 
of Distorted Humor out of the Cee’s 
Tizzy mare Theresa’s Tizzy. He stands for 
$2,500. 

Wames, who hails from Clementon, 
N.J., in Camden County, has spent nearly 
his entire training career at Penn National. 

“I had a good run during the 1980s, 
when I trained between 18 and 20 horses,” 
he said. “Now I keep only about five or six, 
and just four right now.” 

Wames’ daughter Joanna, who used to 
gallop horses for him, is married to trainer 
and sales consignor Clovis Crane. 

And keeping things all in the family is 
Sepicato’s 2-year-old half-sister by Mad 
Flatter Wames has named Rosenet, which 
honors both his aunt and his mother. He’s 
hoping some of Sepicato’s talent will be 
passed on to her. 

■ Oracle Stable’s Johnny Jump Up has had 
a consistent and profitable 2017, winning 
or placing in seven of eight starts and earn¬ 
ing $71,478, which increased his lifetime 
earnings to $236,295 through the end of 
October. 

Bred in Pennsylvania by Charles McGill 
and trained by Owen Stites, the 6-year-old 
son of Northview PA stallion Jump Start 
captured an optional claimer at 1 mile 
Oct. 27 in record-setting fashion under 
Julio Hernandez. Johnny Jump Up won a 
four-way photo, finishing a half-length in 
front of Holiday Touch, in a track-record 
1:35.64. 

Johnny Jump Up has made 36 of his 
37 career starts at Pennsylvania racetracks. 
At 3, he was second in the Danzig Stakes 
at Penn National, and has never failed to 
win in five seasons. Out of the Awesome 
Again mare Queen Kennelot, the geld¬ 
ing is a half-brother to Maryland Hunt 
Cup winner Senior Senator and has a 
strong female family behind him. His third 
dam, Kennelot, is a half-sister to Kentucky 
Derby-Gl winner Cannonade and pro¬ 
duced Grade 1 winners Stephan’s Odyssey 
and Lotka; his fifth dam is Broodmare of 
the Year Cosmah, the dam of three-time 
champion Tosmah and major sire Halo. ^

Annual Gains 

Total handle rises on 2017 meeting 
as Ness, Lake tie for trainers’ crown

D elaware Park’s 80thlive racing season 
concluded Oct. 21 with a mixed bag 
of results that included a slight gain 
in total handle and slight decrease in aver¬ 
age starters per race. 

Total handle for the 81-day meeting, 
which began June 3, was $95,768,895, as 
compared to $93,952,394 from the 81-day 
meet last year, an increase of 1.9 percent. 
Average starters per race decreased to 
7.14 from 7.23 last year, a decline of 1.2 
percent. 

Delaware Park, which also presents 
Arabian racing, reported that there was an 
increase of 24 percent in the number of 
Arabian races carded, thanks to efforts by 
the Arabian racing industry. 

“While we were pleased with results 
of the 2017 meet, we are also well aware 
of the challenges before us,” said Kevin 
DeLucia, the track’s senior vice president 


of racing/finance. “The reality of con¬ 
flicting dates from other racetracks and 
the competitive casino environment in 
the region present difficult obstacles to 
overcome. Despite those challenges, we 
have continued to offer exciting racing in 
this very competitive market. Having an 
agreement in place with the horsemen for 
next year will allow us to focus on continu¬ 
ing the tradition of competitive racing at 
Delaware Park.” 

Jamie Ness and Scott Lake, who each 
sent out 22 winners, tied for leading trainer 
honors with Anthony Pecoraro one behind 
with 21 wins. Jagger Inc. (Ness) captured 
the leading owner title for the second con¬ 
secutive year, garnering 12 victories. Scott 
Spieth was the leading jockey with 51 wins, 
six more than Jomar Torres. 

■ The Delaware Thoroughbred Horse¬ 
men’s Association held its annual Owner’s 


Day celebration in the Stanton oval’s pic¬ 
turesque grove adjacent to the paddock 
Sept. 30 on an overcast and chilly after¬ 
noon, a far cry from the blazing heat and 
high humidity of the 2016 renewal. Several 
hundred attendees enjoyed a buffet lunch 
in a large white tent while watching and 
wagering on the stakes-laden program. 

The highlight of the card was the new 
track record set by BB Horses’ Afleet Willy 
in the $75,000 DTHA Governors Day 
Handicap. With Torres aboard, the 4-year- 
old son of Wilburn ran 1 mile and 70 yards 
in 1:38.58, clipping the previous record of 
1:39.20, set by Distinct Vision in 2003. 

Afleet Willy gave a gritty performance 
in the Governors Day, setting solid early 
fractions of :45.96 for the half and a swift 
1:09.71 for 6 furlongs before ro llin g to 
victory by 5% lengths over Twocuban- 
brothersu. Trained by Claudio Gonzalez, 
Afleet Willy increased his earnings to 
$307,735 winning for the ninth time in 23 
starts. 

Other stakes winners on the day includ¬ 
ed a pair of Maryland-bred juveniles by 
freshman sire El Padrino, who stands at 
Northview Stallion Station’s Pennsylvania 
division—Black Cloud Stable’s Whereshe- 
toldmetogo, who surprised in the $75,000 
First State Dash, and Oak Tree Stable’s 
Enchanted Star, who went wire-to-wire in 
the $75,000 Small Wonder. 

Victor Lebron rode Whereshetoldme- 
togo for trainer Anthony Pecoraro in the 
First State Dash, and the colt covered the 
5/4 furlongs in 1:03.83. Bred by David 
Wade, Whereshetoldmetogo cost $7,000 
at the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic fall yearling 
sale—winning twice from four starts, he 
earned $72,000. He’s out of the Domestic 
Dispute mare Undisputed Legend. 

Another bargain yearling at only $5,000, 
Enchanted Star raised her career record to 
two wins from three starts and earnings 
of $78,903 with her romp in the Small 
Wonder. Ridden by Torres and trained by 
Gary Capuano, Enchanted Star was bred 
by Phyllis Browne and is out of the Allen’s 
Prospect mare Flirtatious Heart. 

Also on the card, Loooch Racing 
Stables’ Laur Net posted a l!4-length vic¬ 
tory in the $75,000 George Rosenberger 
Memorial Stakes. Scott Spieth rode the 
6-year-old son of Strong Hope for trainer 
Aldana Gonzalez. Laur Net improved to 
eight wins from 32 starts and earnings of 
$232,710. 

Daniel Crowley’s Hailey’s Flip, a Mary- 
land-bred daughter of Archarcharch, eas¬ 
ily won the $100,000 Tax Free Shopping

The Michael Matz trainee spurted down 
the center of the stretch while In the 
Navy Now rallied mildly for second, and 
Moonlight Basin hung gamely for third. 


The Winter Melody was the first stakes 
victory for Analyze, who began her career 
in September 2016 at Delaware Park but 
did not break her maiden until May at 
Monmouth Park. She’s since added an 
allowance score at Delaware July 15 before 
the Winter Melody. 

Analyze is a half-sister to Far From 
Over, winner of the 2015 Withers 
Stakes-G3. Her dam Alchemist is out of 
Aldiza, a Grade 1-winning daughter of 
Storm Cat who is also the dam of graded 
stakes winner Altesse and stakes winner 
Where’s the Moon. Analyze’s third dam, 
graded stakes winner Aishah, is a full sister 
to millionaire Althea. ^

Records Fall 

Breeders’ Cup-bound Ami’s Mesa 
led 2017 record setters at PA track

W hen the curtain came down on 
the 10th racing season at Presque 
Isle Downs Oct. 5, business was 
essentially status quo compared to 2016. 
The Erie oval reported that attendance, 
on-track handle and average horses per 
race were nearly identical to last year for 
100 days of racing. 

Total on-site handle improved to 
$2,611,577, a daily average of $26,116, 
as opposed to $2,587,220, or an aver¬ 
age of $25,872, in 2016. Total off-track 
handle was $69,328,221, a daily average of 
$693,282, a slight decrease from last year’s 
total of $69,933,500, or $699,335 daily. 

Average field size improved margin¬ 
ally, to 7.35 horses per race versus 7.33 in 
2016. Total attendance dipped to a total 
of 34,989 patrons (average 350 per card), 


from 36,405 (364) in 2016. Total available 
purse money was $15,128,920, or $18,911 
per race. 

During the year, several track records 
were broken, topped by eventual Breeders’ 
Cup Filly and Mare Sprint-G1 runner- 
up Ami’s Mesa eclipsing the record for 
6/4 furlongs in the Presque Isle Downs 
Masters-G2 in September. She won the 
Masters in 1:14.68, bettering the mark 
previously set by Groupie Doll of 1:14.88 
in the 2013 Masters. At the Breeders’ Cup, 
she overcame post 14 to take the lead in 
the stretch only to be caught in the final 
step by Bar of Gold, whom she defeated 
by a length in the Masters. 

Patricia’s Hope’s Good Bye Greg, a 
6-year-old son of Teuflesberg, broke the 
record for 5/4 furlongs in winning an 


allowance Oct. 5 during the final week of 
the meet. The gelding was timed in 1:02.03, 
shaving Sharp Sensation’s previous record 
of 1:02.10 set in June 2014. 

Gerald Brooks was the meet’s top train¬ 
er, with 50 wins, among them Masters 
third-place finisher Cavalia’s score in the 
$100,000 HBPA Stakes Oct. 5. 

A chestnut Pennsylvania-bred daughter 
of Ghostzapper owned by Ronald Clark 
and bred by Dave Cottle and Smart Angle, 
Cavalia led nearly all the way in the 1-mile 
and 70-yard HBPA Stakes, and had just 
enough left to hold off favorite Imply 
to win by a neck. The HBPA Stakes was 
the fifth win from seven starts in 2017 
for Cavalia, who nearly pulled off a 41-1 
shocker in the Masters. Sold for $40,000 
as a weanling at Keeneland November in 
2012, and claimed for $25,000 by Clark at 
Presque Isle Aug. 17, Cavalia has earned 
$244,100 from 15 starts. 

Second in the trainer’s race behind 
Brooks was two-time champion Teresa 
Connelly, who recorded 45 victories, four 
by Driven by History, whose latest was the 
$100,000 Fitz Dixon Jr. Memorial Juvenile 
at 6/4 furlongs Oct. 5. 

A son of Two Step Salsa who sold for 
only $5,000 as a yearling at the 2016 OBS 
January mixed sale, Driven by History 
made six starts at Presque Isle prior to the 
Dixon. He broke his maiden in his third 
try July 27 and captured two consecutive 
allowance races in August and September 
before tackling his first stakes competition. 

In the Dixon, Driven by History was 
meeting Oldz four for tytwo, who previ¬ 
ously had captured the Mark McDermott 
Stakes for Pennsylvania-bred 2-year-olds in 
September. Dispatched at 5-1, the Connelly 
trainee had a troubled beginning, bumping 
with I’m Corfu at the break, but recovered 
to range up to fourth position by the time 
the field ran a half mile. 

Coming into the homestretch, Driven 
by History came outside of leader and 
favorite Shekky Shebaz, then inched away 
to a short lead but took an awkward step 
nearing the wire as he switched leads. He 
quickly recovered and won by a head over 
the favorite in 1:16.04. In seven starts, he’s 
amassed $126,200. 

Connelly is in the midst of her best 
year as a trainer. The former jockey cap¬ 
tured 52 races (at all racetracks) for purses 
of $982,997 through early November, far 
exceeding last year’s tally of 45 wins and 
$735,502 in purses earned. 

Pablo Morales, the 2012 riding cham¬ 
pion at Presque Isle, returned to the top

for 2017 with 124 wins, 44 more than 
Huber Villa-Gomez. Veteran Mario Pino 
booted home 75 winners to tie for third 
with Ronald Allen Jr. 

The winningest horse of the meet was 
Hill Farm’s Black Tie Event, a 4-year-old 
gelding trained by Anthony Stabile, who 
won six times from nine starts. The son of 
Distorted Humor won three consecutive 
claiming races, from May 23 through July 
5, before making a successful transition to 
the allowance ranks. He then extended his 
winning streak to five with victories eight 
days apart in July. He did not win again 
until Oct. 5 after finishing sixth in the 
Presque Isle Mile Sept. 17. 

Five-time winners at the meet were Cava- 
lia, Downtown Cowboy and Sky Flower. 

Ronald Clark was the meet’s top owner, 
with 23 wins and $472,430 in purses. Clark, 
who owns Cavalia, also owns Gung Ho, 
the former champion Pennsylvania-bred 
2-year-old who won two races during the 
meet, and Sky Flower. 

Sky Flower, who last won on July 16, 
is among the winningest horses in the 
country this year with eight victories from 
12 starts. Only Cantchaco (10 wins) and 
Supreme Justice, Mended and Siccar (nine 
wins apiece) have more. W

Old pro Mr. Hot Stuff steps forward 
with big win in Gr. 1 Grand National

J ack Fisher, awed, agonized and think¬ 
ing he lost, walked down the hill and 
shook his head, “That’s a once in a 
lifetime.” His wife Sheila Fisher cheered 
the replay, “Come on, Ho the. Come on, 
Hottie.” Owner Gill Johnston walked 
onto the track, smiling, but dazed. Danny 
Mullins came back and shook his head at 
Fisher and assistant Quinn Scala, “I don’t 
know... I don’t know,” offering little solace 


or security to Fisher and the team behind 
Mr. Hot Stuff. 

The $400,000 Grand National at the 
Far Hills Races in Far Hills N.J., Oct. 21, 
had come down to a photo. Three noses 
on the line-All the Way Jose on the far 
side, Modem (GB) in the middle and Mr. 
Hot Stuff on the outside. After 2 5 /s miles, 
the biggest race of the season came down 
to a desperate, three-way photo. 


Desperate to Modem and All the Way 
Jose and—ultimately—joyous to Mr. Hot 
Stuff. 

The 11-year-old finally had his day. 
A horse born for greatness—with con¬ 
nections, pedigree, looks, ability-hadn’t 
quite delivered in a star-crossed career that 
included starts in the Kentucky Derby-Gl 
and Belmont Stakes-Gl delivered his 
greatest performance on American jump 
racing’s biggest day. Mullins, aboard for 
the second time, changed things up and 
allowed Mr. Hot Stuff to volley on the lead 
with All the Way Jose, then galvanized the 
veteran to run down Modem and All the 
Way Jose in the waning strides. 

Fisher struggled to explain why Mr. 
Hot Stuff snapped a six-race losing streak, 
winning his first race since April 2015. 

“I have no idea. I did give him a talk. I 
said ‘This race is more important than the 
Kentucky Derby,’ ” Fisher said, only half 
kidding. “He was just showing up this year, 
he’s gotten slower, he doesn’t have a kick

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anymore, but today, he showed more pace. 
Danny put him up there, it’s not where I 
told him to be. It set up differently than 
I thought it would, Hot Stuff in front. . . 
I thought it was good, they’re going slow, 
he’s jumping for fun, that probably built 
him up, £ Hey, I’m in front now.’ ” 

Bred in Kentucky by WinStar Farm, 
the son of Tiznow and the Turkoman 
mare Sweet Damsel hinted at big things 
as a youngster and brought $200,000 at 
Keeneland September 2007 on a bid by 
Tony Lacy. Racing for WinStar and trainer 
Eoin Harty, the full-brother to Travers 
winner Colonel John lost three starts as a 
2-year-old in California, but won his sec¬ 
ond start at 3 going a mile on the synthetic 
track at Santa Anita Park. 

Next, he finished third in the Grade 3 
Sham Stakes and was third (behind Pio- 
neerof the Nile) in the Grade 1 Santa 
Anita Derby before finishing 15th in the 
Kentucky Derby in 2009. By the next 
summer, the stunning dark bay colt was 
riding a 1-for-18 career mark and faced 
the inevitable slide down the ladder of an 
under-achieving flat horse. 

Fisher and Nick Arundel purchased 
Mr. Hot Stuff from WinStar Farm in 
2010. He made one start for Arundel, 
finishing third on the Laurel Park turf in 
2010. Arundel passed away and Johnston 
plucked the prospect from his estate sale. 
By spring, Mr. Hot Stuff was running 
over hurdles, winning twice before being 
sidelined with his first injury. He missed 
nearly two years before winning a novice 
stakes and the Grade 1 A.P Smithwick in 
2013. He missed all of 2014 and won the 
Grade 3 Temple Gwathmey in his return in 
2015, finished second, beaten a nose in the 
Grade 1 Iroquois, then missed all of 2016. 
Returning at 11, he was winless in four 
starts before the Grand National. 

“When he got hurt the last time, whatev¬ 
er he did, he’s done every ligament he’s got. 
I said that’s it. Gill said I really want to do 
the Iroquois,” Fisher said. “He ran badly in 
the Iroquois this year, but I couldn’t knock 
him, he got slammed. He’s still sound, so, 
let’s keep going. It paid off today.” 

Mullins found Mr. Hot Stuff very dif¬ 
ferent than the horse he rode to fin¬ 
ish a non-threatening fifth behind Grand 
National rivals All the Way Jose and 
Modem at Belmont Park in September. 

‘At Belmont, he traveled quite well but 
found very little off the bridle so I was 


kind of thinking I’d like to ride him a bit 
more forward. Things worked out brilliant,” 
Mullins said. “I was quite conscious to 
keep hanging onto him as long as I could, 
some of the other tracks, like Belmont and 
Saratoga, have flat finishes and you need to 
keep chasing the race, here, you just have 
to ride a little conservatively and hang onto 
them a bit, thankfully, once I asked him, he 
dug deep and galloped to the line well.” 

With a dearth of American-born jock¬ 
eys, the sport has become a feeding frenzy 
to European riders. Some have come for 
good-Sean McDermott, Kieran Norris, 
Ross Geraghty, Paddy Young, Jack Doyle 
to name a few—and others have made 
drop-in appearances. Mullins has gradually 
developed a relationship with Fisher, com¬ 
ing here when things are quiet at home. 

“It started with Sean McDermott who 
asked me to come over two or three years 
ago and it’s blossomed from there. It’s 
fantastic to win this, Ruby [Walsh] came 
and won it last year, obviously, the race has 
grown in prestige the whole time,” Mullins 
said. “It would be fantastic to see jump 
racing become more of a global sport, like 
the flat is, the flat jockeys have a great life 
jetting all over the world, riding. We have 
to do everything we can to promote jump 
racing in that way.” 

Asked to compare Far Hills, Mullins 
hesitated and then thought of some of the 
Irish summer tracks. 

“It’s somewhat like Galway, although it’s 
left-handed, it’s a tight track, up and down 
with a stiff finish, you need quite a good 
horse to win here, but you also need a 
horse that’s going to do everything you ask 
all the way. If a horse runs a bit keen here, 
the crowd can get to him, they can burn 
their petrol out early in the race,” Mullins 
said. “Mr. Hot Stuff has been around the 
block, he’s sensible to everything you ask 
him to do, for a jockey a horse who allows 
you to ride the race to your own plan it’s 
a great help, especially on a track like this. 
Belmont and Saratoga are flat and speed, 
where here you just have to ride clever but 
you need a willing partner to do that.” 

And Mr. Hot Stuff was more than 
willing. 

BEYOND THE WINNER 

The Grand National wrapped up the 
open hurdle division for 2017, but left 
most wanting for more. 

Scorpiancer (Ire) won two stakes, the 
Temple Gwathmey-G3 and Iroquois-Gl, 


in the spring to take the early lead in the 
standings. Trained by Fisher for Bruton 
Street-US, the 8-year-old didn’t run again 
in 2017. 

At Saratoga, Grade 1 wins went to 
Swansea Mile (Ire) for Rosbrian Farm 
and trainer Ricky Hendriks in the A.P. 
Smithwick and Diplomat for Flying Elvis 
Stable and trainer Kate Dalton in the New 
York Turf Writers Cup. Neither won again 
in 2017. 

In September, Pennsylvania-bred All 
the Way Jose won the Grade 1 Lonesome 
Glory at Belmont Park for Buttonwood 
Farm and trainer Jonathan Sheppard. A 
handicap hurdle winner at Fair Hill in May, 
the 7-year-old went to the Grand National 
in need of a win to clinch the champion¬ 
ship. He settled for a game third (beaten 
two noses). 

The year’s most consistent-and lasting 
-horse was Modem. The 7-year-old, pur¬ 
chased from Irish trainer Jessica Harring¬ 
ton by Bob Kinsley and trainer Elizabeth 
Voss, finished second in all four American 
starts-the Smithwick, Turf Writers, Lone¬ 
some Glory and Grand National. A dif¬ 
ferent horse beat him each time, and he 
started as the favorite in the first three. He 
did more than anyone, but didn’t win a 
single race. 

Mr. Hot Stuff raced all year—finish¬ 
ing third in the Gwathmey, pulling up 
in the Iroquois, placing seventh in the 
Turf Writers and fifth in the Lonesome 
Glory before winning the Grand National. 
He missed the Smithwick with a sore 
hoof after the blacksmith hammered a nail 
into the wrong spot the day before. The 
11-year-old finished behind Scorpiancer, 
Modem and All the Way Jose twice each, 
but delivered on the biggest day. Mr. Hot 
Stuff won the earnings title, because of 
the Grand National’s $240,000 payday, but 
who gets the championship vote? 

FAR HILLS UNDERCARD 

Led by the Grand National, the New 
Jersey meet offered $700,000 in total 
purses-meaning lucrative opportunities 
abounded for pretty much every division 
of steeplechase horses. 

The $125,000 Foxbrook Champion 
Hurdle for novices lured a deep field 
of 11, and most of the money went 
home to Ireland. Zanjabeel (GB), trained 
by Gordon Elliott for the Confidence 
Partnership, cruised to a 4 3 /4-length win 
over Ice It with New Member (Ire) third. 
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Irish raider Zanjabeel, later sold to American interests, soars 
the last en route to a win in the Foxbrook at Far Hills.

The 2/2-mile race missed out on the best 
American novice as Moscato (GB) origi¬ 
nally targeted the Grand National, but 
came up with an injury the week of Far 
Hills and was scratched. As good as he was 
all year, the four-time winner would have 
met a formidable foe in Zanjabeel. 

“Everything went to plan,” winning 
jockey Jack Kennedy said. “The plan 
beforehand was to jump off in mid-divi¬ 
sion or just in front of it, got a lovely posi¬ 
tion, jumped and traveled great, just turn¬ 
ing into the straight and going to the last, 
they picked it up and he stayed and put the 
race to bed. I couldn’t have asked for any 
better from him. I had loads of light but I 
wasn’t too wide on him, he was jumping 
and traveling, it couldn’t have gone any 
smoother.” 

Elliott agreed with that sentiment, engi¬ 
neering the smoothest of raiding parties 
with Zanjabeel, a 4-year-old son of Aussie 
Rules who came into the race with two 
wins in 10 tries over jumps. 

“The last couple of months it was the 
plan, we were supposed to bring a horse 
for the big race but he pulled a muscle and 
couldn’t come. It was great. It was great. 
We just thought he wanted good ground, 
he’s not a winter ground horse. It worked 
out, the owners are ballsy enough to come 
over, this horse is for sale now. Hopefully 
we’ll get him sold,” Elliott said immedi¬ 
ately after the race. “He’s a good horse, 
he’s won on the flat and over hurdles but 
the problem is he needs good ground. I 
couldn’t see him out of the money, but 


the longer I was here all day, everyone kept 
telling me it was the best race of the day.” 

Elliott finalized the last part of his plan, 
selling Zanjabeel to George Mahoney’s 
Rosbrian Farm and Ben and Wendy Gris¬ 
wold. Trained by Ricky Hendriks, the 
import paid immediate dividends by win¬ 
ning the $75,000 AFLAC Supreme novice 
hurdle at Callaway Gardens Nov. 4. In a 
repeat of the Far Hills exacta, Zanjabeel 
defeated Ice It by 2% lengths with Ken¬ 
sington Court third. 

■ With a circuit to go in the New Jersey 
Hunt Cup, Ivan Dowling turned away 
from the TV at the bottom of the stewards’ 
stand. The trainer spun in a circle, slowly, 
like a man about to be pushed off a ledge. 

“Oh my good God,” Dowling said as 
Where’s the Beef and Mark Beecher, loped 
on the lead in the $50,000 stakes. The 
9-year-old gray frontrunner had cruised 
foot perfect, producing short and long 
strides with precision, while the others, 
including two-time Virginia Gold Cup 
winner Ebanour (Ire) and stakes winner 
Straight To It chased but looked pressured, 
harried. 

A circuit later, Dowling spun again, but 
this time, it was a gleeful, euphoric, jump- 
in-the-air celebration, yeah, he shouted 
God again but with expletives thrown in 
for good measure. By the time Dowling 
stopped whirling and leaping, he was in 
the middle of the racecourse, looking for 
someone to hug. Where’s the Beef, owned 
by Tim and Nina Gardner’s Welcome Here 


Farm, turned back Super Saturday and 
Enuff Alex to score by IV 2 lengths. 

“Huge. Absolutely huge,” Dowling said, 
searching for composure. “Small man. 
Two horses. Timber stake. It doesn’t get 
any better.” 

Like most timber horses, Where’s the 
Beef took a circuitous route to stardom. 
Bred by Broodmares Anonymous Partners, 
he sold for $5,700 at the 2009 Keeneland 
September yearling sale and made his career 
debut at Calder in January 2011. From 
there he bounced between Gulfstream, 
Churchill, Hoosier, Turfway, Keeneland 
and wound up at Fair Grounds in January 
2013, when he was claimed for $5,000 by 
owner/trainer Andrew McKeever. 

By April, he was a jumper with owner/ 
trainer Brian Murphy, finishing second in 
his debut at Atlanta. By fall, the son of 
Rockport Harbor won two straight, includ¬ 
ing the novice stakes at Callaway Gardens 
before being sold to Irv Naylor and trainer 
Kathy Neils on. There it got dicey, as he 
pulled up in the finale at Camden, pulled 
up again in the Marcellus Frost at the 
Iroquois, lost Gerard Galligan in a Radnor 
claimer before Nina Gardner and trainer 
Mary Eppler plucked him out of a $25,000 
claimer at Parx in June 2014. Back with 
Murphy, Where’s the Beef finished fourth 
in the Carolina Cup the following spring 
before going back to boot camp for two 
years. 

He retreated to the Gardners’ Unionville, 
Pa., farm for a reclamation. Event rider 
Jennie Brannigan, who rode in this year’s 
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Lady Blanco controls the pace early in her filly/mare stakes win 
at Far Hills for trainer Leslie Young and owner Amy Taylor Rowe.

Maryland Hunt Cup, taught him flat work, 
grid work and the most important element 
in timber racing, the short spot. 

Turned over to Dowling, a self-pro- 
claimed, “hunting man,” Where’s the Beef 
began the turnaround, most of the lessons 
coming in the field with the Cheshire Hunt. 

“I probably jump more timber fences 
than anybody else in the winter. I hunted 
him with the idea of being a timber horse 
and the rest is history,” Dowling said. 

“I listened to a lot of other people and 
they were wrong about a lot of things with 
the horse, there were a lot of things in 
the back of my mind and I was thinking, 
£ maybe they’re right, maybe they’re right, 
maybe they’re right.’ But I kept going. They 
said he wouldn’t stay, he couldn’t breath, I 
just got him happy, got him jumping. He 
proved everybody wrong. He’s my favorite 
horse.” 

I Late in the card, fillies and mares 
squared off in the $75,000 Peapack Hurdle. 
Amy Taylor Rowe’s Lady Blanco and visit¬ 
ing Irish jockey Paul Townend led at every 
call and drew off late to score by 6 lengths. 
The American-bred, English-raced daugh¬ 
ter of Cape Blanco was making her second 
hurdle start for Rowe and trainer Leslie 
Young after placing second to stablemate 
Waveless at Foxfield in September. 

Townend, who rides second call behind 
Ruby Walsh in Willie Mullins’ powerful 
operation in Ireland, made his American 
debut and left with a win. 


“I’m fortunate enough, I’ve ridden in 
Ireland, England, France, Australia, it was 
nice to add America,” said Townend. ££ You 
have to adjust to it. Riding for Leslie, she 
doesn’t tie you to instructions, you get a 
feel for it, if you have the horse, you can 
put them where you want.” 

Townend put Lady Blanco right where 
he wanted, on the front end, and she never 
looked back. She put nine rivals to the end 
of their tethers throughout the 2 1 /8-mile 
stakes. By the end, Lady Blanco scampered 
clear to win by 6 lengths over maiden 
Ciboure (Fr) and Wigwam Baby. 

■ Bob Kinsley’s Lyonell (Ger) won the 
Appleton handicap hurdle, providing a lit¬ 
tle solace to his connections who endured 
a tough loss with Modem in the Grand 
National. 

The 6-year-old sat in mid-pack and put 
away the $50,000 race with an audacious 
finishing kick that separated him from 
Kremlin by 5A lengths. Andi’amu (Fr) fin¬ 
ished third in the field of seven. 

“He’s a horse I’ve always thought a lot 
of, he’s kind of my baby, I ride him every 
morning. He’s still immature, both physi¬ 
cally and mentally. Coming here today we 
would have been very disappointed if he 
didn’t do what he did,” Doyle said. “He 
showed more speed today than I thought 
he would, he traveled a lot sweeter. At 
home, he doesn’t work particularly well but 
he’s always the last horse to pull up.” 

■ Look a jockey in the eye after a race 
and you’ll know the truth. He might be 


saying one thing, but thinking another or 
saying nothing and showing everything. 
After the Far Hills opener, the Gladstone 
for 3-year-old hurdlers, Mark Watts and 
Bernie Dalton offered words and looks 
that flowed as straight and true as the 
3-year-old stakes should have gone around 
the bend and up the hill at Far Hills. 

“He’s got to come down,” Watts said, 
draping a red overgirth around his neck, 
after finishing second aboard Menacing 
Dennis. 

“Well, we’re getting second money,” 
Dalton said, kicking his feet from his stir¬ 
rups, after finishing third on Down Royal. 

Minutes later, the stewards agreed 
with Watts and Dalton, disqualifying the 
offender, Gerard Galligan on Snuggling 
and elevating Menacing Dennis to first and 
Down Royal to second. 

As for the trainers, well, they were just 
spectators. 

“I said, "What the hell is going on?’ ” said 
Julie Gomena, trainer of Menacing Dennis 
about the melee. 

What was going on was Menacing 
Dennis was becoming a stakes winner in 
his second start over hurdles for Bonnie 
Rye Stable, Gomena and Watts. The 
Florida-bred son of Greatness improved 
from an out-the-back 35-length loss in his 
hurdle debut at Shawan Downs to a stalk- 
ing-the-pace win at Far Hills. Watts, aboard 
for the first time, placed Menacing Dennis 
behind Flash Jackson, leapt into the fire on 
the turn (the chart includes “crossed the 
paths. . . forced wide. . . took up sharply. . . 
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may have been best”) before succumbing 
to the guilty by 2Vi lengths. 

DREAM CONTINUES 
FOR DOC CEBU 

Charlie Fenwick paused, took a deep 
breath, smiled. And then let it out. 

“The opportunity to dream is what rac¬ 
ing is all about, to be able to dream about... ” 
said Fenwick as he leaned on the post-and- 
rail fence between the winner’s circle and 
paddock at Great Meadow Oct. 28. “It’s 
been ’77. . . 40 years, since I’ve had these 


sort of dreams, of how exciting it could 
be, when Ben was beginning to look like a 
horse, at least, to be reckoned with, so it’s 
very exciting. To me, it’s a dream.” 

Heady words. 

Fenwick dared to dream, dared to com¬ 
pare Doc Cebu to the one-and-only *Ben 
Nevis II, winner of the Maryland Hunt 
Cup twice and the last American horse to 
win the English Grand National. 

Yeah, that’s how good Doc Cebu has 
been this year. Owned by Fenwick and 
trained by jack Fisher, the 7-year-old son of

Hard Spun completed a stellar season with 
another romp, this time dominating the 
International Gold Cup at Great Meadow 
Race Course in The Plains, Va. Hadden 
Frost settled Doc Cebu in a perfect spot 
in second, tracking frontrunner Grand 
Manan. Last year’s International Gold Cup 
winner failed to build any momentum or 
space on his four rivals and Doc Cebu 
rolled past with ease, drawing off to win 
by 11 lengths. Doc Cebu completed his 
first timber season with a 4-for-5 record 
and clinched the National Steeplechase 
Association’s timber championship. 

“He seems to be getting better, he was 
good fun to ride, I shook the reins and 
he galloped home. Grand Manan never 
got away from us, we went a sensible 
gallop, it was a fair race,” said the British- 
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based Frost, improving his record on Doc 
Cebu to 4-for-4. “It’s satisfying, I don’t get 
too excited because I know full well it’s 
because I’m riding the best horses. You 
can get a bit cocky when you win by a 
short head but if you win by half the track, 
it’s different. I’m here to have a good time 
and it is a good time. I’m very thankful to 
everybody.” 

A $260,000 purchase at the Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic 2-year-old sale in 2012, 
Doc Cebu won four races on the flat, 
starting out in Florida with Michelle Nevin, 
moving to Todd Pletcher in New York and 
sliding down the levels and ultimately to 
Maryland-based Kieron Magee via a $7,500 
claim from David Jacobson at Laurel Park 
in March 2014. The bay gelding lost his last 
flat race, a $4,500 claimer at Charles Town 
by 10/4 lengths in November 2015. Magee 
sent him to Fenwick’s brother, Bruce, for 
a break and a chance at possibly doing 
something else. 

Charlie Fenwick presented Doc Cebu 
at a steeplechase sale in spring 2016, but 
the free-walking bay with a lot of mileage 
elicited little interest and wound up as a 
hurdle horse for Fenwick and Fisher last 
fall, winning his debut. 

“When this started, he won a maiden 
claimer at Middleburg, which is probably 
the worst race in America, I’m at Keene- 
land with Stuart Janney and his horse, 
Ironicus, gets beat a head in the Shadwell 
Mile,” Fenwick said. “It was the classic, 
'Keep yourself in the best of company 
and your horses in the worst of company.’ 
I’m in the shedrow with Stuart and [Shug] 
McGaughey, Bruce calls and says your 
horse won, I tried to get excited and these 
guys are like, 'What are you getting excited 
’bout. . 

Doc Cebu came back to upset a handi¬ 
cap hurdle at Montpelier, showing real 
potential as a hurdle horse. Fenwick, a 
tried-and-true timber guy, pulled the trig¬ 
ger anyway, transitioning an undefeated 
hurdle horse to a timber horse. 

Since that $4,500 Charles Town race for 
Magee, Doc Cebu has made seven starts 
over fences —six wins and a second—and 
earned $117,600. Over timber, he’s won 
three stakes: the Willowdale Steeplechase, 
the Genesee Valley Hunt Cup and the 
International Gold Cup. 

“I want a good timber horse, I love 
having a good timber horse. There was no 
reason why he couldn’t be a good timber 


horse so right then we decided he’d be 
a timber horse,” Fenwick said, adding 
Maryland Hunt Cup winners Buck Jakes 
and Sugar Bee in the comparison. “Jake 
was good, Sugar Bee was much more frag¬ 
ile, Jake was very easy, very nice, Jake went 
to England, we had wonderful opportuni¬ 
ties, this horse may need a little more time 
for it to really become a Hunt Cup horse, 
we’ll see, we’ll see.” 

Fenwick walked away, dreaming the 
dream. 

■ The question came from the outside 
rail of the Great Meadow paddock as five 
veteran hurdlers circled before the Grade 
2 Zeke Ferguson Memorial Hurdle Stakes. 

“Any speed in here?” 

Mark Watts smiled a wry smile. 

“There will be,” the jockey said. 

And there was. 

Watts, the Bill Daley of today’s jock¬ 
eys, put Balance the Budget on the lead, 
opened a chasm (the chart says 17 lengths, 
it could have been 77), clocked off his 
fences like a dolphin skips over waves and 
sauntered clear to win the $75,000 stakes 
by 9 lengths over Charminster (Ire) and 
Curve of Stones. Sent off the favorite for 
Stonelea Farm and trainer Julie Gomena, 
the 8-year-old son of Bellamy Road earned 
his second win of the year and fifth hurdle 
score of his career. 

It was never in doubt. Not that Gomena 
could tell. 

“I can’t stand it, I can’t watch, I saw 
two fences maybe, I sit there and feel 
my heart beat, it drives me crazy,” said 
Gomena, who could only recall seeing the 
water jump. “Between Sam Cockburn and 
I, we ride him every day, he worked like a 
fiend this week with 185-pound Sam on 
him. He’s a great horse. He’s a very special 
horse.” 

Making his 25th start over hurdles, 
Balance the Budget snapped a four-race 
losing streak (he finished second at Fair 
Hill and Saratoga) with a return to what he 
does best, running and jumping like he was 
let out of jail. 

“He loves it, he gets pretty shook up and 
nervous about it, he loves it, he loves train¬ 
ing, he’s the happiest, smiling horse every 
day,” Gomena said, wiping away tears as 
she walked back to the barn. “It sounds 
silly, but he just has the look of eagles. He’s 
just an old pro now.” 


Bred in Kentucky by Liberation Farm 
and Oratis, Balance the Budget sold for 
$60,000 as a yearling and made 20 starts on 
the flat. He won three times, never outside 
of claiming company. Over jumps, he’s 
won at least a race a year for four seasons 
while increasing his earnings in each and 
pushing his lifetime earnings to $316,555 
(including $214,400 over jumps). 

AROUND THE CIRCUIT 

■ Timber veteran Worried Man won the 
$40,000 National Sporting Library and 
Museum Cup timber stakes for Four 
Virginia Gents and trainer Doug Fout at 
Virginia Fall. Ridden by Kieran Norris, 
the 10-year-old son of Dynaformer upset 
stakes horses Cornhusker (GB), Grand 
Manan and Straight to It while winning for 
the first time since November 2013. 

■ Another timber veteran, Irv Naylor’s 
Ebanour (Ire) righted his ship with a repeat 
win in the Pennsylvania Hunt Cup Nov. 
5. The 10-year-old opened his autumn 
season with two dismal—for him—finishes 
at Shawan Downs and the New Jersey 
Hunt Cup. Sixth at the former and fifth 
at the latter, the chestnut gelding headed 
to Pennsylvania with plenty of questions. 
He answered them all with an 18-length 
romp for trainer Cyril Murphy and jockey 
Darren Nagle. Hot Rize finished second 
with Where’s the Beef third. 

Ebanour won for the second time 
this year after opening with a win in the 
Virginia Gold Cup in May. He crossed the 
finish line first in his next start, the Radnor 
Hunt Cup, but was disqualified for interfer¬ 
ence in the stretch. The Pennsylvania Hunt 
Cup win was his seventh over timber, and 
pushed him to second in the 2017 stand¬ 
ings with $89,150 (less than $8,000 behind 
champion Doc Cebu). 

Ebanour’s win also provided Nagle 
with a career milestone, as the jockey 
reached 100 wins in National Steeplechase 
Association jump races. The 2017 cham¬ 
pion is the 39th jockey to reach the figure.

Grade 1 millionaire 
Dortmund to Bonita Farm 



K aleem Shah’s Dortmund, 
a Grade 1 winner at 2 
and 3 and an Eclipse 
Award finalist, has been retired 
and will stand at Bonita Farm 
in Darlington, Md., for the 
2018 breeding season. The 
imposing 5-year-old chestnut 
son of champion and dual clas¬ 
sic winner Big Brown will stand 
for $7,500 live foal. 

“Dortmund went undefeat¬ 
ed into the Kentucky Derby 
with six straight wins—includ¬ 
ing winning the Santa Anita 
Derby—and he had me dream¬ 
ing,” said Shah, who will retain 
ownership. “His achievement 
of going undefeated into the 
Kentucky Derby was in the 
same league as Seattle Slew, 
Barbaro, Smartyjones, Majestic 
Prince and Big Brown. He was 
a brilliant racehorse.” 

Dortmund retires with eight 
wins from 16 starts, two sec¬ 
onds and two thirds, and earn¬ 
ings of $1,987,505. From the 
same crop and a stablemate of 


Triple Crown winner American 
Pharoah, Dortmund launched 
his career with trainer Bob 
Baffert in California. The colt 
was undefeated in three starts 
at 2, capping his season with a 
win in the Grade 1 Los Ala- 
mitos Futurity (formerly the 
Hollywood Futurity) getting 
the lVi6 miles in a track record 
1:40.86. 

Dortmund won his first 
three starts at 3, the California 
progression to the Kentucky 
Derby—the Grade 3 Robert B. 
Lewis, Grade 2 San Felipe and 
Grade 1 Santa Anita Derby-the 
latter by more than 4 lengths. 
He went off as second choice 
in the Kentucky Derby and led 
the opening mile before finish¬ 
ing third behind American 
Pharoah and Firing Line 
(whom he had beaten twice in 
California). 

After a fourth in the Preak- 
ness Stakes-Gl over a sloppy 
track, Dortmund was off for 
five months before returning 


to win his final two starts of 
the year, both stakes, including 
the E/s-mile Grade 3 Native 
Diver by 414 lengths over grad¬ 
ed stakes-winning older horse 
Imperative while giving weight. 

In four starts at 4, Dort¬ 
mund faced California Chrome 
three times, finishing second 
to the two-time Horse of the 
Year in the Grade 1 Awe¬ 
some Again and Grade 2 San 
Diego Handicap and third 
behind California Chrome 
and four-time Eclipse Award 
winner Beholder in the Pacific 


Classic-Gl. He concluded 
the year with a fourth in the 
Breeders’ Cup Dirt Mile-Gl. 

“He’s the best looking big 
horse I’ve seen in my life,” said 
Preakness-winning trainer Bill 
Boniface, of Bonita Farm. 
“And I’ve seen a lot of horses.” 

Out of stakes-winning Our 
Josephina, a daughter of Tale 
of the Cat, Dortmund descends 
from champion Lakeville Miss, 
his third dam who also pro¬ 
duced Champagne Stakes-Gl 
winner and sire Mogambo. 


Freshman Freedom Child 
gets first stakes winner 


C ountry Life Farm’s fresh¬ 
man sire Freedom Child, 
in a battle for the tide of 
Mid-Atlantic leading 2-year-old 
sire of 2017, got his first stakes 
winner when Limited View 
rallied to win the $100,000 
Maryland Milli on Lassie Oct. 
21 at Laurel Park. 

The sire of 36 foals in his 
first crop, Freedom Child had 
16 runners through Nov. 13. 
His other three winners include 
Jamaican Don, runner-up in 
Delaware Park’s First State 
Dash and Laurel’s Maryland 
Million Nursery. 


Limited View was the first 
winner for Freedom Child 
when she scored at Laurel Park 
June 17. Bred in Maryland by 
Barbara Smith, she is out of 
Loves to Glance (by Not For 
Love). Trained by John Salzman 
Jr., who owns the bay filly with 
partners Fred Wasserloos and 
George Greenwalt after pur¬ 
chasing her for $5,200 at the 
2016 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
yearling sale, Limited View 
won for the third time in four 
starts, for earnings of $117,096.

Farm stallion Malibu Moon out 
of the Deputy Minister mare 
Bandstand, was a graded stakes 
winner at 3, recording a 
1314-length triumph in the 
Grade 2 Peter Pan Stakes at 
Belmont Park while leading the 
E/s-mile test at every call over a 
sloppy track.

Based in California 
for Lee and Susan Searing’s 
CRK Stable, with trainer John 
Sadler his first two seasons and 
Peter Eurton the remainder of 
his career, Kobe’s Back com¬ 
peted exclusively in stakes 
company. The $480,000 Ocala 
Breeders Sales Company 
March 2-year-old purchase 


captured the 5 V 2 -furlong 
Willard L. Proctor Memorial at 
Hollywood Park in his career 
debut three months later, 
defeating California Chrome 
among others.

yearling, and is a half-brother to Grade 
2 winner Hudson Steele and the dam of 
Grade 1-placed My Man Sam. 

The 7-year-old stallion covered 38 
mares his first season. 

Longtime New Jersey leader 
Defrere dead at 25 

Defrere, New Jersey’s Stallion of the 
Year seven times from 2008 through 
2014, was euthanized Oct. 17 after a pad- 
dock accident in his retirement at Snow 
Hill Farm in Paris, Ky. By Deputy Mini¬ 
ster out of Sister Dot (by Secretariat), the 
full brother to Eclipse Award-winning 
2-year-old and top sire Dehere was 25. 

The sire of the earners of nearly $30 
million, Defrere has had 315 winners 
from 439 starters, and average earnings 
per starter of $68,227. Defrere stood 
seven years in Kentucky before moving 
to Joe and Karen Jennings’ Walnford 
Stud in Allentown for the 2003 season. 
His 24 stakes winners in 18 crops include 
Japanese-based Le Mars Girl, a nine-time 
stakes winner and his richest runner with 
$3,883,377. He is also the sire of graded 


stakes winners Lilah ($510,248, Hurricane 
Bertie H-G3, etc., and dam of $696,255- 
earner Mo Dont No) and Sister Fiona 
(Sorority S-G3, etc.), $692,766-earner 
Souris, $523,390-earner Emily Allstar, 
and 2015 New Jersey-bred champion 
turf runner Oak Bluffs. 

Defrere won three of five starts in his 
only season of competition at 3 and was 
third in the Bahamas Stakes. He stood 
his final season in 2014, covering two 
mares, resulting in one reported live foal 
of 2015. 

First winner for Hugo 

Princess A’go Go, a 2-year-old filly 
from the first crop of the late South 
Carolina stallion Hugo, recorded her first 
victory Oct. 4 at Delaware Park for 
owner/breeder Franklin “Goree” Smith 
and trainer Hamilton Smith. The South 
Carolina-bred filly scored by 7% lengths 
in the 1 -mile maiden race. 

Hugo, a stakes-winning son of Stormy 
Adantic, has four 2-year-olds of 2017, all 
starters. He stood at Smith’s Elloree 
Training Center in Elloree until his death 
at age 11 in the summer of 2016.

PA-bred juvenile filly Daisy 
blossoms in G3 Tempted 



H all of Fame trainer Jonathan Sheppard has a long history 
with the family descending from the New Zealand-bred mare 
*Port Royal II. Winner of the We llin gton Oaks in her native 
country before being imported in 1972 by George Strawbridge, 
she can be found in the pedigrees of more than a dozen 
Strawbridge-bred stakes winners, many trained by Sheppard. 

The latest stakes winner has a story with a twist. The 2-year-old 
Blame filly Daisy was bred by Sheppard, foaled at his Pennsylvania 
farm, sold as a yearling, and is trained by John Servis for Rick 
Porter’s Fox Hill Farms. In less than a month, Daisy broke her 
maiden by 8 lengths going 6 furlongs (at her home track of Parx 
Racing Oct. 9), then shipped to Aqueduct to win the 1-mile Grade 
3 Tempted by 4 3 A lengths Nov. 3. Remaining undefeated, she has 
earned $127,800. 

Sheppard trained three generations leading up to Daisy. Great- 
granddam T. V. Ad, a daughter of T. V. Commercial, won three 
times in her career—three straight allowances in September 1979. 
She became the dam of six stakes horses, led by the multiple graded 
winner Ratings (by Caveat), second dam of Daisy. Ratings produced 
graded winner Recording and stakes-winning Smart Growth, both 
trained by Sheppard. The last of the mare’s four fillies is Lovely Stay. 

A 2008 daughter of Flower Alley, Lovely Stay was a modest 
winner. “She was useful,” said Sheppard. “Sort of a nice, scopey 
filly that stayed well but was somewhat one-paced.” As her 
achievements didn’t match up with others in her family, Lovely 
Stay was cut from the Strawbridge program and sent to the 2013 
Keeneland January sale at the conclusion of her racing career. 

Sheppard attended the sale to keep tabs on the Strawbridge 
horses and looked at his former charge, and the impressive 
black-type family. A longtime breeder who races his homebreds, 


Sheppard considered a different approach. “I thought maybe I 
could help finance my breeding operation if I had something 
good enough to sell out of her to take to Saratoga,” he said. “I’m 
stabled up there for the meet and I could keep an eye on things 
and it would be fun and exciting to have a yearling in the sale.” 

Sheppard purchased the maiden mare for $32,000 and bred her 
to “as good of commercial prospects that I could afford in my 
somewhat restricted budget.” She first visited Quality Road, but 
the resulting colt never made it to the sale due to various issues. 
Retained by Sheppard, 3-year-old Brevard Place (named after a 
street in Camden, S.C.), has placed twice in four starts. 

Lovely Stay’s second foal is Daisy. Sheppard’s first yearling in 
the Saratoga sale, Daisy was purchased by Fox Hill for $80,000. 
“I kept being told what a beautiful filly she was,” said Sheppard. 
“I was thinking she should make a bit more than she did so was 
initially kind of disappointed. But when I sat down and thought 
about it, it was better than a poke in the eye. 

“She obviously ended up in very good hands and she’s being 
given every opportunity. It’s been fun watching what she’s been 
doing.” 

Daisy’s yearling full-sister was accepted to the Saratoga sale, 
but was withdrawn when X-rays revealed a flake on a hind ankle, 
which was later determined to be insignificant and didn’t need 
surgery. “We like her a lot,” said Sheppard, and the yet unnamed 
filly is being broken. Lovely Stay lost her foal when bred to Temple 
City in 2016, and is now in foal to Shanghai Bobby. 

Sheppard is also the breeder of 2017 Grade 1 steeplechaser 
All the Way Jose, a 7-year-old son of Senor Swinger he trains for 
Buttonwood Farm. But Daisy has provided “a little boost for my 
little breeding operation,” he said. “It’s nice to know you bred 
something that’s capable of what she’s done. 

“I’m particularly pleased for the value of the mare because it’s 
basically a long on the grass’ pedigree. This is a new dimension.”

Beyond The Wire fostering 
aftercare as well as education

I n its first six months, the Beyond The 
Wire racehorse aftercare program has 
become an important part of the Mary¬ 
land Thoroughbred industry-and also a 
key educational tool for organizers and 
participants. 

Launched in mid-May in conjunction 
with Preakness Stakes week, Beyond The 
Wire through November had accepted 
more than 35 horses that were stabled at 
Maryland racetracks and training centers 
and sent them to accredited farms dedi¬ 
cated to finding new homes for them. In 
a short period of time, more than six had 
been transferred to permanent homes. 

Jessica Hammond, who oversees the 
aftercare program and serves as Counseling 
Administrator for the MTHA, said the 
numbers are good given the learning curve 
and the dedication required to place retired 
racehorses or retrain them for other disci¬ 
plines. In addition, it took time for horse¬ 
men to become familiar with Beyond The 
Wire and its procedures. 

“It has worked out really well,” Ham¬ 
mond said. “We’ve had a number of train¬ 
ers say how easy it is to get through the 
process and how quick it is. All of the 
trainers I’ve dealt with have wanted their 
horses to have good homes, but not all of 
them have the resources or the time to vet 
[facilities]. They like the extra assurance 
the Thoroughbred Aftercare Alliance- 
accredited facilities provide.” 

Beyond The Wire only partners with 
facilities accredited by the TAA, a nation¬ 
al aftercare umbrella group that ensures 
retirement and retraining farms meet vari¬ 
ous standards. The TAA also raises funds 
through industry contributions. 

Beyond The Wire began with two 
such facilities—MidAtlantic Horse Rescue 
and Foxie G Foundation—in Maryland, 
and since then has added four more to 
its network. They are New Vocations in 
Pennsylvania, Akindale Thoroughbred 
Rescue in New York, and After the Races 
and Life Horse in Maryland. 



Quick Buy was adopted by eventer 
Robbin Shomper from New Vocations after 
going through the Beyond The Wire program. 


Hammond said an important aspect of 
the facilities is that they will take back a re¬ 
homed horse for any reason and attempt 
to find another home for it. That, she said, 
gives Maryland horsemen more comfort 
with the aftercare program. 

Beyond The Wire was created not only 
to bring accountability to racehorse retire¬ 
ment but to provide dedicated funding. 
The MTHA, Maryland Jockey Club and 
Maryland Horse Breeders Association each 
contribute $25,000 a year; owners are asked 
to pay-and most do-a per-start fee of 
$11 at Maryland tracks; jockeys pay an esti¬ 
mated $20,000 a year based on mounts; and 
those who apply to place horses in the pro¬ 
gram are asked to make an initial donation. 

Hammond works with shipping compa¬ 
nies that transport retirees to the accredited 
facilities and veterinarians who perform 
examinations before horses enter the pro¬ 
gram. She said their participation is key to 
the program. 


“It makes things go smoothly,” she said. 
“We have a network now, and everybody 
is working together and getting to know 
each other.” 

Hammond said that when Beyond The 
Wire started she would get an application 
per week, but now she gets about five 
calls per week. Some of them come from 
people not based at Maryland racetracks 
with horses that don’t meet the program’s 
criteria. 

“People are interested in pursuing safe 
homes and second careers for horses,” 
Hammond said. “Sometimes, I’m just giv¬ 
ing people advice about what to do with 
retired racehorses. A lot of this is about 
education.” 

To that end, Beyond The Wire early 
next year plans to host a seminar at which 
horsemen can learn, among other things, 
how to identify when a racehorse should 
be retired. Successful re-homing and re¬ 
training often hinges upon a horse’s physi¬ 
cal condition. 

As for an understanding of the Mary¬ 
land aftercare program, Hammond said 
awareness has grown dramatically through 
word of mouth. Horsemen who have 
placed horses in Beyond The Wire have 
told others about it, which has lessened 
uncertainty. 

“It’s just that more people know about 
it now and what it involves,” Hammond 
said. “People envision a program that is 
complicated, but it’s really not compli¬ 
cated.” 

The MTHA Board of Directors at its 
Oct. 30 meeting assigned members of vari¬ 
ous committees. The Aftercare Committee 
is comprised of former MTHA board 
member Ellen Charles, Linda Gaudet, and 
JoAnn Hayden. 

Beyond The Wire has its own advisory 
board, of which Hammond is a member.

Maryland Million win by My Sistersledge 
boosts new Maryland breeders

First, the pretzels. The 
black and orange silks of John 
and Cheri Banner feature a 
large pretzel on the body and 
several more on the sleeves. 
They're an homage to Cheri's 
roots in Freeport, Ill., called 
Pretzel City, USA, because of 
its German settlers and the 
founding of the Billerbeck 
Bakery pretzel company in 
town. 

Even the high school in 
Freeport gets in on the act, 
with its teams known as the 
Pretzels. The football team 
plays on Pretzel Field. 

Freeport High would have 
been pretty proud of My Sis¬ 
tersledge, who captured the 
$125,000 Maryland Million 
Ladies for the Banners, trainer 
Mike Trombetta and jockey Ju¬ 
lian Pimentel at Laurel Park 
Oct. 21. 

My Sistersledge, a 3-year- 
old daughter of Etched, 
charged up the rail in the 
stretch to catch even-money 
favorite Great Soul and win by 
a nose. It was the dark bay fil¬ 
ly's second win in 11 lifetime 
starts, and rewarded the Ban¬ 
ners for a relatively new con¬ 
nection to Maryland racing. 

The Florida residents are 
good friends with David 
Schwartz, co-breeder of Un¬ 
bridled Elaine who won the 


2001 Breeders' Cup Distaff 
and eventually sold for $4.4 
million as a broodmare. Un¬ 
bridled Elaine's 2005 foal by 
Forestry, Etched, won seven 
races for Darley and eventual¬ 
ly came to be a stallion at Bo¬ 
nita Farm in Darlington. The 
Banners caught the racing bug 
from Schwartz, and bred and 
raced mostly in Florida until 
Etched retired. 


Broodmare Blushing Bride 
went to the stallion in 2013, 
and delivered My Sistersledge 
the next year. She started out 
in Florida with trainer David 
Kassen, but was moved to 
Trombetta this summer after 
winning once in seven starts. 

"They live in Florida, but 
had some Maryland-breds 
and I remember saying, 'Yeah, 
they need to be up here,"'

Trombetta said with a nod to 
the Maryland-bred program 
and other opportunities. //r This 
[the Maryland Million] was 
the plan with this filly and it 
couldn't have worked out any 
better. I thought it might be a 
stretch, but she's gotten good 
at the right time. She's 3 and 
she's getting it." 

My Sistersledge hasn't 
been out of the trifecta in her 
native state, including a third 
in the restricted Pearl Neck¬ 
lace Stakes at Laurel July 15. 
She prepped for the Maryland 
Million with a second going 
5Vi furlongs Sept. 23, and 
stretched to VA miles in the La¬ 
dies. The sprint was a prep, 
sort of. 

"It worked around Mother 
Nature because we wanted to 
stay on the turf, plus some of 
the long races wouldn't go," 
Trombetta said. "We had to 
keep her going to get to here. 
She ran so good that day To 
make up 13 lengths going that 


short, it was huge. It was just a 
matter of whether the mile- 
and-an-eighth would work." 

Multiple stakes winner 
Great Soul, a Pennsylvania- 
bred daughter of Great No¬ 
tion, set the early fractions and 
went up by a length in mid¬ 
stretch, only to be worn down 
in the final strides-giving the 
Banners their biggest win as 
owners. 

"You go through a lot in 
racing," said John. "You're al¬ 
ways out there hoping your 
horse is going to win and 
you're happy to get in the 
money. Then all the sudden 
you get a horse with some 
heart like she does, one that 
really wants to try She gets in 
the stretch and really wants to 
g°" 

My Sistersledge earned 
$69,490 with the win to more 
than double her career earn¬ 
ings. Somewhere, a pretzel 
mascot smiled. 


"No really, my high-school 
mascot is the pretzel," Cheri 
said, in the winner's circle. 
"It's very nice of my husband 
to let me put a pretzel on our 
silks to honor my hometown." 

Though Billerbeck closed 
long ago, Freeport embraces 
the heritage and hosts an an¬ 
nual pretzel festival. Now 
with a population of about 
25,000, Freeport is about 115 
miles west of Chicago and 20 
miles from the Wisconsin bor¬ 
der. In addition to the pretzels, 
the town hosted the second 
debate between Abraham Lin¬ 
coln and Stephen A. Douglas 
and helped launch the basket¬ 
ball coaching career of Adolph 
Rupp, who went on to fame at 
the University of Kentucky. 

In addition to the racing 
silks, Cheri Banner can take 
credit for the Ladies' winner's 
name. 

"John normally names all 
our horses and when it came 
time to name this filly he said. 


'why don't you name her,"' 
Cheri said. "It took me about 
10 seconds. My sister Cindy 
and I have called each other 
Sledge since we were proba¬ 
bly 14 or 15 years old. So, she's 
My Sistersledge." 

And she has a full-brother 
named My Brothersledge. 

Thanks to their connection 
to Etched, and the Sledge sib¬ 
lings, the Banners are on board 
with the Maryland program. 
My Sistersledge took part in 
the Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association yearling show in 
2015. John said they recently 
bought into Etched and excit¬ 
ed to send mares to new Boni¬ 
ta stallion Dortmund. 

"I think it's going to be 
great for Maryland," John 
said. "We're breeding in Mary¬ 
land, we're racing in Mary¬ 
land. We had a great time in 
the hospitality area [at the 
Maryland Million] and we're 
excited about the whole 
thing." ** 






















Million-dollar Maryland-bred mares 
help pace Keeneland November 


Led by 2016 Maryland- 
bred Horse of the Year Cath- 
ryn Sophia, three Maryland- 
bred mares topped $1 mil¬ 
lion the opening days of the 
Keeneland November Breed¬ 
ing Stock Sale, which began 
Nov. 7. 

Day 1 featured Cathryn 
Sophia, the 4-year-old daugh¬ 
ter of Street Boss bred by 
Bob Manfuso. Winner of the 
2016 Kentucky Oaks-Gl and 
two additional graded stakes 
while earning $1,229,720 
in nine starts, Cathryn So¬ 
phia was sold in foal to Tri¬ 
ple Crown sire Pioneerof the 
Nile out of the consignment 
of agent Bedouin Bloodstock. 
She was purchased for $2.3 
million by Bridlewood Farm 
and Don Alberto. 

Cathryn Sophia original¬ 
ly sold as a yearling at the 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic East¬ 
ern Fall sale in 2014 for $30,000 
to Chuck Zacney, who cam¬ 
paigned her under the stable 
name Cash is King over two 
seasons before selling her at 
the 2016 Fasig-Tipton Ken¬ 
tucky Fall sale for $1.4 mil¬ 


lion as a broodmare prospect. 
Cathryn Sophia realized the 
second highest price at this 
year's November sale, behind 
only broodmare prospect Stel¬ 
lar Wind for $6 million. 

The session toppers the 
next two days were both Mary¬ 
land-bred mares by the late 
Maryland leading sire Not For 
Love. The sale's third-highest 
price was $2.1 million for For 
Royalty, purchased by Sum¬ 
mer Wind Equine. The dam 
of Grade 1 winner Constel¬ 
lation and two stakes-placed 
runners from her first three 
foals to race, 10-year-old For 
Royalty was offered by Craig 
and Holly Bandoroff's Dena¬ 
li Stud. The mare is in foal to 
Bernardini. 

Bred by Charles and Cyn¬ 
thia McGinnes, For Royalty 
intially went through the ring 
as a yearling at Saratoga and 
was sold by her breeders for 
$250,000. A stakes winner at 
2, she is a half-sister to Mary¬ 
land-bred champions Kiss to 
Remember and El Viento. 

Fools in Love sold for $1 
million to top the sale's third 


session on a bid by Cheveley 
Park Stud. Although not in 
foal, the 11-year-old mare con¬ 
signed by Lane's End, agent, 
had a huge update to her 
page. Her current 2-year-old, 
the Scat Daddy colt Seahenge, 
won the Group 2 Champagne 
Stakes at Doncaster in Sep¬ 
tember and finished third 
behind U S Navy Flag and 
recent Breeders' Cup Juvenile 
Turf-Gl winner Mendelssohn 
in Newmarket's Dewhurst 
Stakes-Gl in October after the 
catalogue was printed. Fools 
in Love's two earlier foals are 
both stakes-placed. 

Bred by Manfuso and part¬ 
ner Katy Voss, Fools in Love 
is a half-sister to millionaire 
International Star and stakes 
winner D C Dancer. 

Eight additional Mary- 
land-breds brought six figures 
through the first seven ses¬ 
sions. Stonereath Stud, agent, 
sold Inventive for $800,000 
to Hunter Valley Farm. The 
12-year-old Dixie Union mare, 
in foal to Medaglia d'Oro, is 
the dam of Grade 1-winning 
juvenile Klimt. Inventive was 


bred by Robert Meyerhoff's 
Fitzhugh, from the family 
of Breeders' Cup Classic-Gl 
winner Concern and his grad¬ 
ed stakes-winning full sister 
Tennis Lady, her second dam. 

If Not For Her, a winning 
daughter of Not For Love 
out of Formalities Aside, sold 
for $360,000 to Three Chim¬ 
neys Farm. The 6-year-old 
half-sister to Maryland-bred 
champion Awesome Flow¬ 
er, in foal for the first time to 
the cover of Frosted, was bred 
by Tom and Chris Bowman 
and Milton P. Higgins III. Her 
half-brother First Mondays 
topped the Fasig-Tipton Mid¬ 
lantic fall yearling sale in 2016 
at $450,000. 

The top-priced Maryland- 
bred weanling (through Nov. 
13), a filly by More Than 
Ready out of Uniformly Yours 
(by Grand Slam), was bred 
by George Doetsch and con¬ 
signed with Nursery Place. De 
Meric Stables made the pur¬ 
chase for $190,000. ** 


The Jockey Club has 
released the Report of Mares 
Bred (RMB) statistics for the 
2017 breeding season, 
showing declines nationally. 
Based on RMBs received 
through Oct. 17, The Jockey 
Club reports that 1,342 
stallions covered 31,863 mares 
in North America during 2017. 

Maryland continues to 
rank among the top-10 states, 
with 768 mares bred by 30 
reported stallions. And the 
average book of 25.6 mares 
per stallion is second only to 
Kentucky. But the number of 
mares bred compared to 2016 


was down 15.88 percent. The 
busiest Maryland stallions 
were Country Life Farm's 
first-year sire Mosler with 102; 
Northview Stallion Station's 
Golden Lad (91) and Great 
Notion (87) and Heritage 
Stallions' Bourbon Courage 
(68) and Imagining and 
Seville (Ger), each with 65. 

Nationwide, the number of 
stallions declined 5.7 percent 
from the 1,423 reported at this 
time in 2016, and the number 
of mares bred decreased 5.6 
percent from the 33,746 
reported last year. Based upon 
historical reporting trends. 


The Jockey Club estimates an 
additional 2,000 to 3,000 
mares will be reported as bred 
during the 2017 breeding 
season.

questions? 
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H ave two New Jersey-breds out of the same 
mare ever swept the early daily double at 
a racetrack in the state? No one knows, but it’s 
been done at least once. 

The rare occurrence happened Sept. 29 at 
the Meadowlands with the first two offspring of 
the Phone Trick mare Basic Trick. Ataway Max, 
a 3-year-old gelding by Bluegrass Cat, won the 
first race on the card, worth $21,000 for maiden 
claimers. Some 25 minutes later, his half-sister, 
the 4-year-old filly More Trix, won Race No. 

2. More Trix is by Posse and her win came in 
a $12,500 maiden claimer. The daily double 
payoff was $34. Both were bred by Mildred 
Fleming, also a co-owner of each horse. 

It was a good day, of course, for Fleming 
and her broodmare, but what she was most 
proud of was that she proved on the racetrack 
that New Jersey-breds are capable of pulling 
off something extraordinary. It didn’t matter to 
her that the wins came at the maiden-claiming 
level. What mattered is one was in open 
company and that within less than half an hour 
two Jersey-breds showed they had the right 
stuff. 

“I didn’t want this story to get out to satisfy 
my own ego,” said Fleming, who is president 
of the Thoroughbred Breeders’ Association of 
New Jersey. “I wanted it known that a Jersey- 


bred mare can produce two horses that can 
sweep a daily double. I want Jersey people to 
say, Took this can be done, we can do this.’ I 
want the Jersey people to realize we can do this 
if we really do things right.” 

Basic Trick began her career in 2007 as a 
3-year-old. The only that thing that kept her 
from racing earlier was that she got caught up 
in a quarantine situation when another owner 
shipped some sick horses into her barn. She 
was never a star but she tried hard and stayed 
healthy. When she retired in 2011 she was a 
multiple allowance winner, with five wins in 38 
starts, and earned $238,130. Fleming believed 
her credentials were more than good enough to 
turn her into a broodmare. 

“She has a mind of her own,” Fleming said. 
“She still does as a broodmare and seems to be 
passing that on to her children. With her, it is 
her way or no way. I will say this much about 
her, she is a beautiful mare.” 

More Trix took 13 starts to break her 
maiden and Fleming believes some of her 
early struggles have to do with an accident she 
suffered as a 2-year-old when she almost lost 
an eye. 

“I think the filly suffered through a lot of

gotten over it,” Fleming said. “It has caused issues that have 
hurt her on the racetrack” 

Of the two Meadowlands winners, Ataway Max appears to 
have more potential. Not only did he win at a higher claiming 
level, but he has turned into a different horse once put on the 
grass by trainer Pat McBurney. 

“It took us some time to figure this horse out,” she said. 
“Now that we have him running long and on the grass there’s 


been a major improvement. His win the other night took my 
breath away. I believe he will go through all his Jersey-bred 
conditions and I really believe he can do something in Jersey- 
bred stakes. Is he an open horse? I don’t know that yet.” 

More Trix and Ataway Max are the only foals out of Basic 
Trick to have raced. Fleming has another, a 2-year-old named 
Pretti Tricki, who is nearing her debut. She, too, is by Posse 
and is therefore eligible to run in races in New York for horses 
sired by New York-based stallions. Fleming said she will point 
for those races. 

The next in line is the yearling colt named Pal, who is 
by Honorable Dillon. This year the mare produced a colt 
by Micromanage. Fleming’s other mare is the young New 
Jersey-bred Cee the Country, a daughter of Gold Token and 
earner of $230,022 also with foals by Bluegrass Cat, Posse and 
Micromanage - her oldest is the 3-year-old filly Cee Maxine, a 
daughter of Posse. 

Fleming’s passion for the New Jersey-bred program is 
evident from the first syllable that leaves her mouth. It is why 
she is so proud of the accomplishment recorded by her Jersey- 
based mare and why she tries to attend every Thoroughbred 
race she can at the Meadowlands. For Thoroughbred racing, 
the Meadowlands can come across as a ghost town, but 
Fleming wants everyone to know what they are missing. 

“I live 15 minutes away from the Meadowlands in 
Englewood Cliffs,” she said. “They have a lovely room named 
Trotters for owners there and it’s a terrific place to watch the 
races from. I wish Monmouth would build something similar 
to that for the owners and trainers.” 

With just two mares, Fleming is a small breeder but she 
plans on being a big voice for the Jersey breeding program. 
She’s always thinking of something, like the Jersey Challenge 
program, which, in 2017, consisted of $50,000 to be divided 
up among the connections of state-breds who were successful 
on the racetrack. She’s also eased up on the breed-back rules, 
making it easier for the owners of mares to breed to out-of- 
state stallions. It’s not unusual now to see New Jersey-breds 
running in races in other Mid-Atlantic states that are restricted 
to horses by sires from those states. 

“If I didn’t see any light at the end of the tunnel I wouldn’t 
be doing this,” she said. “I think we will get historical racing 
machines and I think we will get sports betting. We’re going to 
get those things and it’s going to make a huge difference. Then, 
we have to reach out to a new generation and show them what 
our sport is all about, how exciting it is.” 

Two Jersey-bred siblings winning back-to-back maiden 
claiming races may be a small step, but it is a step, and one 
Fleming is proud of. And maybe it’s an omen, as well. After all, 
there are a lot of reasons to believe the Jersey-bred program is 
about to enjoy a renaissance. 
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Longtime Monmouth Park executive 
Bob Kulina to retire 


R obert J. “Bob” Kulina, president of Darby Development 
LLC, operators of Monmouth Park, announced his retire¬ 
ment from the racetrack effective Jan. 1, 2018. 

“It has been my honor and privilege to be associated with 
Monmouth Park for nearly my entire life,” said Kulina, who 
started in 1972 as the claims clerk. “From the beginning, this 
has always been my home away from home and my extended 
family. I thank everyone for their hard work and support over 
the years and appreciate their good wishes. 

“The reality is that its time to embark on the next chapter 
of my life and enjoy it with my wife Sue and my children and 
grandchildren. With the management team Ive assembled, I 
know I leave Monmouth Park in good hands for many more 
generations to enjoy.” 

The son of a trainer, Bob Kulina grew up in the racing 
industry. A graduate of West Virginias University of 
Charleston in 1971, Kulina worked as a racing official at 
various racetracks before being named Monmouth Park racing 
secretary in 1977. 

During his tenure in the Monmouth Park racing office, 
Kulina developed the popular overnight stakes program, 


which has become a standard in the industry. After 15 years 
as racing secretary, Kulina was named general manager/ 
Thoroughbred racing at Monmouth in 1991. Soon thereafter 
he added that title at the Meadowlands and oversaw 
Thoroughbred operations for the New Jersey Sports and 
Exposition Authority racetracks until 2012. During that time 
he was instrumental in developing the Haskell Invitational into 
a race of national prominence and the next stop for 3-year- 
olds following the Triple Crown. 

Upon the signing of a lease of Monmouth Park to the 
New Jersey Thoroughbred Horsemens Association in 2012, 
Kulina was named president of Darby Development LLC, the 
management company for the racetrack. 

“For the past six years, and decades before that, Bob has 
embodied everything that is good about Monmouth Park and 
horse racing in New Jersey,” said Dennis Drazin, chairman and 
CEO of Darby. “Through his stewardship, Monmouth Park 
and our racing brand have enjoyed exponential growth and 
continue to be a premier destination for horsemen and racing 
fans. I thank him for his years of service to this industry and 
his dedication to ensure its success for many years to come.”

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Meadowlands concludes 2017 meet with huge gains 


T he all turf Monmouth-at-Meadowlands meet came to a 
close Oct. 28 with huge gains in on-track and simulcast 
handle. Meet leaders were jockey Victor Lebron, and Jorge 
Navarro and John T. Toscano Jr. tied for top trainer. 

Having run eight cards over the Big M lawn, on-track 
handle averaged $151,422, an 82 percent increase over last 
year’s average of $83,230 when the track hosted 12 live 
programs. Average simulcast handle came in at $1,343,628, 
a 36 percent jump from last year’s average of $988,797. 


“The stars aligned for good weather and racing fans and 
horsemen really responded,” said Dennis Drazin, chairman and 
CEO of Darby Development LLC, operators of the Monmouth- 
at-Meadowlands meet. “It’s no secret that full fields and turf 
racing are a winning formula and we’ll look to build on this 
season’s success next year and for years to come.” 

Average field size this year was 9.93 compared to 9.03 in 
2016. Lebron’s eight victories earned him his first title in the 
Garden State. The trainer’s race saw Navarro and Toscano each 
saddle three winners.

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Ohio champions capture slakes 
at Mahoning Valley on Breeders' Cup Day 


Leona’s Reward (above) wins the Ohio 
Debutante. Getting his sixth win in a row, 
defending Ohio-bred Horse of the Year 
Mo Dont No captures the Cardinal Handicap. 

W hile national champions took 
to the track at Del Mar on 
Nov. 4, several Ohio champi¬ 
ons captured stakes inside the states bor¬ 
ders at Mahoning Valley. The $75,000 Ohio 
Debutante Handicap for accredited Ohio- 
bred fillies and mares at lVi6 miles created a 
rare wagering pool with two odds-on fa¬ 
vorites. 

True Cinder, who had her six-win race 
skein snapped by a half length in her prior 
outing, the Catlaunch Stakes while facing 
the boys, was made the slightest of favorites 


over the filly who beat her in the Cat- 
launch, Leona’s Reward. Those two rated 
off the pacesetters in the Debutante for 6 
furlongs before drawing away from the 
field by 4 lengths rounding the far turn. 

Leonas Reward, Champion Accredited 
Filly of 2016, steadily increased her advan¬ 
tage with Pablo Morales board and hit the 
wire 4 Vi lengths in front in 1:46.74. Shes 
My Girl caught True Cinder for second by 
a neck. 

A 4-year-old daughter of Parents Re¬ 
ward, one of Mr. Prospector’s last sons to 
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be actively breeding, Leona’s Reward was 
bred by Blazing Meadows Farm out of the 
Montbrook mare Prime Time Dancer. 
Owned by Michael Friedman and Blazing 
Meadows Farm, she is trained by Tim 
Hamm and now sports a record of 27-9-5- 
2 for career earnings of $379,356. 

Four races later, the boys sprinted 6 fur¬ 
longs in the $75,000 Cardinal Handicap. 
The state’s three-time sprint champion 
Rivers Run Deep was assigned 127 pounds 
-he won the race easily last year under the 
same impost. The reigning Ohio Horse of 
the Year, Mo Dont No, fresh off a win at 
114 miles in the $150,000 Best of Ohio 
Endurance, toted 124 pounds. Trainer Jeff 
Radosevich opted out of this race last year 
and two days later won the open $200,000 
Steel Valley Sprint via the disqualification 
of graded stakes winner Awesome Banner. 

Mo Dont No broke cleanly from the 
gate and was allowed to flow into stride by 
regular rider Ricardo Feliciano. Rivers 
Run Deep rated in third, but after a half 
mile it was “game on” as he and longshot 
Altissomo went head-to-head with the 
leader. Displaying his distance versatility, 
Mo Dont No quickened his stride and 
drew away under a hand ride to win by 2 
lengths in 1:10.29. It was the 15th win in 
21 starts for the son of Uncle Mo out of 
Defrere’s graded stakes-winning daughter 
Lilah. The 4-year-old gelding, bred by 
O.T.B.O. member Steve Di Mailio’s 
Beechwood Stable and owned by O.T.B.O. 
member Ron Paolucci’s Loooch Racing 
Stables Inc., has earned $696,255. 

Paolucci, who has been known to 
swing for the fences, says it may not be the 
last time Mo Dont No heads to the post 
this year. “As long as Jeff says he is happy 
and eager to train, we will look at the 
[Grade 1] Cigar Mile and Queens County 
at Aqueduct in December.” Loooch Rac¬ 
ing Stables, in partnership with Glenn Ellis, 
Dave Weaver and Imaginary Stables, won 
the Queens County last year with War 
Story, a recent fourth in the Grade 1 
Breeders’ Cup Classic.

Ohio freshman-sired runners finish 1-2 in Emerald Necklace 


Trainer Gary Patrick ships in to notch career wins 2,000 and 2,001 


Pure Justice was trainer Gary Patrick’s 2,001st win upon capturing the Emerald Necklace. 


P ure Justice came from off the pace 
to win the $75,000 Emerald Neck¬ 
lace Stakes Oct. 21 at JACK This¬ 
tledown Racino, drawing away down the 
center of the track to win the 6-furlong 
race for accredited Ohio-bred 2-year-old 
fillies by 6%lengths. 


The Emerald Necklace was the 2,001st 
win of Gary Patrick’s training career. Two 
races earlier, his 4-year-old filly Sashenka 
set all the pace to win the sixth race for 
the milestone 2,000th win. Patrick owns 
as well as trains both fillies. “My wife 
[Cindy] and I are so happy,” said Patrick. 


“It’s been tough, and it’s been fun. I re¬ 
member when we hit a thousand and no¬ 
body said anything. The next thing I 
knew, we hit twelve hundred, and I told 
Cindy, ‘If we try really hard, and we have 
good luck and good horses, we might get 
to two thousand.’And here we are.” 

Pure Justice, by leading Ohio freshman 
sire Twinspired, was fourth early in the 
Emerald Necklace behind the :22.40 and 
:47.06 pace set by Linda N Michelle. 
Winning jockey Edgar Paucar swung 
Pure Justice out entering the stretch, took 
the lead at the eighth pole and dominated 
to the wire. First-time starter Silky Tassels, 
by freshman sire Kettle Corn, closed for 
second, getting past fellow firster No Tru¬ 
er by half a length. Pure Justice completed 
the distance in 1:14.02 over a fast track as 
the 4-5 favorite. 

Pure Justice is out of Corner Girl (by 
Is It True) and bred by Justice Farm and 
Greg Justice. The Emerald Necklace is her 
first stakes win, boosting her record to 
two wins and one second from five starts 
for earnings of $66,580.Twinspired (Har¬ 
lan’s Holiday) stands at Poplar Creek 
Horse Center in Bethel; Kettle Corn 
(Candy Ride-Arg) stands at Fair Winds 
Farm in Waynesville. 


Left Partner Up 


T here are very few people who 
have the means to own an NFL, 
MLB or NBA franchise. But get¬ 
ting into the racing game is a way you can 
do that, and one of the best ways to start 
out is by reducing your risk. Racing part¬ 
nerships are a great way to get in the game 
and, depending on the number of partners 
involved, can lower your monthly costs 
while still having all the benefits and en¬ 
joyment of being a horse owner. 

Partnerships can also give members ex¬ 
perience and understanding ownership to 
the point where they may eventually ven¬ 
ture out on their own. O.T.B.O. member 
Rolf Obrecht is an excellent example of 
this evolution. 

Over 20 years ago Obrecht was in¬ 
volved in partnerships with several claim¬ 


ing horses at River Downs, that in some 
cases had almost 20 people. He didn’t make 
a killing with the horsemen’s bookkeeper, 
but he wouldn’t trade his minimum prof¬ 
its for the camaraderie it created. “I always 
said the fun part is going to the races and 
enjoying the event, if you just own the tail. 
We had some great times!” 

Obrecht gained enough confidence to 
venture out on his own and, through his 
trainer Kim Chapman, was introduced to 
her father Jim Chapman, who had just left 
Bridlewood Farm in Florida. Upon Chap¬ 
man’s recommendation, Obrecht pur¬ 
chased into the runner named Caller One. 
Two-time winner of the Dubai Golden 
Shaheen (2001-02), Caller One competed 
twice in the Breeders’ Cup Sprint and re¬ 
tired with over $3.2 million in earnings. 


Rolf hit another home run with West¬ 
ern Pride, winner of three derbies at 1% 
miles-the Grade 2 Ohio Derby, Grade 3 
Calder Derby and $500,000 West Virginia 
Derby, the latter in track record time. The 
son of Way West (Fr) also had graded suc¬ 
cess at 4 and 5 and retired with $1,289,928 
in earnings. He now stands stud at R.C. 
Cline Thoroughbred Farm in Columbus, 
Ohio.

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Quality breeding in PA

When it comes to choosing a stallion for 
their mare, Pennsylvania’s breeders have many 
fine choices. The state’s stallion roster for 2018 
reflects that diversity, ranging from the leading 
stallion in the Mid-Atlantic region to young sires 
that sport top race records and pedigrees. 

And breeders can choose with confidence, 
as the resulting foal will be supported by a lucra¬ 
tive breeding program that has been distributing 
more than $30 million in awards, owner bonuses, 
and restricted races for the last five years. 

Topping all stallions in the state, as well as 
in the region, is perennial leading sire Jump Start, 
whose total progeny earnings in 2017 have sur¬ 
passed $5 million for the fourth consecutive year, 
and his lifetime earnings are pushing towards 
$54 million. He stands at Northview PA in Peach 
Bottom, a full-service Thoroughbred facility, for 
$10,000 live foal. 

A son of A.P. Indy out of Steady Cat, by Storm 
Cat, Jump Start was a precocious, graded stakes 
winner at 2, and has gone on to an outstand¬ 
ing stud career. He’s sired 58 stakes winners, 

17 graded or group winners, and 15 Grade 1 
winners, topped by Prayer for Relief ($2.2 million), 
as well as millionaires Pants On Fire ($1.6 million) 
and Rail Trip ($1.5 million). His North American 
average earnings per starter is $81,639. 

While Jump Start is the anchor of the North- 
view PA roster, two new stallions are setting sail 
on their stud careers. 

Fresh off his first season in 2017, during 
which he bred 103 mares, is Uncle Lino, a track 
record-setting, Grade 1 -placed performer and 
the first son of top sire Uncle Mo to stand in the 
Mid-Atlantic region. 

Uncle Lino set a track record in winning the 
California Chrome Stakes at Los Alamitos, running 
the 1'/e-mile distance in 1:40.82, and was sec¬ 
ond in the Robert B. Lewis Stakes-G3 and third in 
the Santa Anita Derby-GI, retiring with earnings 
of $316,160 from eight starts. 


Uncle Lino has an outstanding bottom line, 
being out of the Orientate mare Haysee, a full 
sister to Grade 1 Alabama Stakes winner Lady 
Joanne and half-sister to classic winner Shackle¬ 
ford. His 2018 stud fee is $4,000 live foal. 

Joining Northview PA for 2018 is Peace and 
Justice, a son of War Front. Peace and Justice 
has a unique offer: A bonus payment of $250,000 
will be paid to the official breeder of record with 
The Jockey Club of the stallion’s first offspring to 
win a non-restricted stakes race during the period 
from Jan. 1,2021 and ending Dec. 31,2022. For 
more details on the bonus, contact the farm. 

Peace and Justice broke his maiden at Bel¬ 
mont Park, and was a multiple allowance winner 
at Santa Anita, in which he ran three 95+ Beyer 
Speed Figures. He’s a half-brother to graded 
stakes winner Hudson Steele ($513,824, Dixie 
S-G2, etc.), and stands for $3,500 live foal. 

An exciting young stallion whose first foals 
have come out running in 2017 is El Padrino. 

A son of Pulpit, El Padrino was the sire of 
two stakes winners on the Delaware Park card 
Sept. 30-Enchanted Star, winner of the Small 
Wonder Stakes, and Whereshetoldmetogo, who 
captured the First State Dash Stakes. He is also 
the sire of five other juvenile winners. 

El Padrino, who won the Grade 2 Risen Star 
Stakes and earned more than $326,000 during 
his racing career, is a half-brother to multiple 
Grade 1 winner Verrazano. El Padrino stands for 
$5,000 live foal. 

Northview PA is also home to solid es¬ 
tablished sires Bullsbay ($3,000 live foal) and 
Medallist ($2,000 live foal). 

Ron and Barbara Rickline’s Xanthus Farms in 
Gettysburg offers a wide variety of stallions to suit 
any mare, and has been among the top breeders 
in the state for many years. 

New to Xanthus in 2018 is multiple stakes 
winner Unfettered, standing for $2,000 live foal, 
as the property of DB Dojo LLC.

A gray or roan son of champion sire 
Rockport Harbor, Unfettered captured nine of 
16 starts during his career, earning $209,516, 
including the SunRay Park and Casino Handi¬ 
cap at SunRay Park, and is out of a half-sister 
to millionaire and Grade 1 winner Unbridled 
Belle. His first foals arrive in 2018. 

Also new is Drinkwiththedevil, by top sire 
Smart Strike out of Approve, by Deputy Minis¬ 
ter, who stands for $1,000 live foal. 

From 54 foals of racing age, Drinkwith¬ 
thedevil has sired four stakes winners, includ¬ 
ing Bisque, 2013 Indiana-Bred 2-Year-old Colt 
of the Year. 

The Xanthus stallion lineup also features 
Xixixi, a half-brother to Triple Crown winner 
American Pharoah, who stands for $3,500 live 
foal, or $2,500 for mares foaling in PA. His first 
crop will be yearlings in 2018.

The sire of 84 percent 
winners from starters, his runners include 
stakes-placed runners Grady ($209,460), 
Laugh At Life ($190,630), Big Foot Ben 
($115,729), and Sepicato ($114,297). Got the 
Last Laugh stands for $2,500 live foal. 

A Grade 1 performer who earned more 
than $600,000, Talent Search, by Catienus out 
of Mrs. K., by Dixieland Band, has sired the 
winners of $4.25 million, including two stakes 
winners and four stakes-placed horses. He 
stands for $2,500 live foal. 


Stakes winner and graded stakes-placed 
Uptowncharlybrown has gotten off to a strong 
start at stud from his first two small crops, in¬ 
cluding Midtowncharlybrown, a stakes-placed 
earner of $151,700, and Alan's Legacy, who’s 
earned over $100,000.

etween Sept. 21 and Oct. 20, South 
Carolina farm and training center 
graduates found the winner’s circle 
following stakes races nine times. 

Coal Front proved best in the Gallant 
Bob Stakes-G3 at Parx Racing Sept. 23. 

He broke on top, briefly lost the lead in the 
vicinity of the quarter pole but would not 
be denied in a stretch long duel, winning by 
a half length. Coal Front learned his early 
lessons at Kip Elser’s Kirkwood Stables in 
Camden. 

Twenty-five minutes later, Proper 
Discretion won her second stakes in a row 
at Thistledown. Winner of the Scarlet and 
Gray Stakes Sept. 4, Proper Discretion came 
back 19 days later to demolish the field 
in the Diana Stakes by 814 lengths after 
leading throughout. This filly is a graduate 
of Travis Durr and Webb Carroll’s program 
at the Webb Carroll Training Center in St. 
Matthews. 

The next day, Kroy won his second 
stakes in a row when taking the Bear’s Den 
Stakes at Gulfstream Park. A graduate of 
Franklin “Goree” Smith’s operation at the 
Elloree Training Center, Kroy led wire-to- 
wire finishing IVi lengths in front. He had 
won the Tortugas Stakes in his most recent 
start. 

Just Howard is also on an impressive roll, 
coming home first in the Commonwealth 
Derby-G3 at Laurel Park Sept. 30. He won 
the Caveat Stakes and Find Stakes in his 
two prior starts, also at Laurel. Another 
graduate of Smith’s Elloree Training Center, 
Just Howard recorded four wins in a row. 

That same afternoon, a third Elloree 
grad, the 2-year-old colt Seabhac, broke 
his maiden in the Pilgrim Stakes-G3 at 
Belmont Park on the grass. Seabhac stalked 
the leader the opening 6 furlongs before 
engaging that one in the stretch and pulling 
clear to win by a half length. 

South Carolina grads continued to find 
their way to the winner’s circle on Sept. 30 


when Elate captured her second Grade 1 
stakes in a row. After winning the Alabama 
at Saratoga against 3-year-old fillies in 
August, she came back against older runners 
in the Beldame at Belmont and crushed the 
field by 8F4 lengths. 

Elate learned her early lessons under the 
watchful eye of Jane Dunn at her Holly Hill 
Training Center in Holly Hill. 

Gray Dude trailed the field when 11th 
for the opening half-mile in the Jack Flats 
Stakes at Gulfstream Park Oct. 1. He then 
put in a tremendous rally to get up to win 
by a neck. Gray Dude is another former 
student at Kip Elser’s Kirkwood Stables. 

On Oct. 7, Firenze Fire stamped himself 
as one of the leaders of the juvenile 
division when hitting the wire first in the 


South Carolina’s 
Grade I winners 

W hile we may not have recognized 
flat racing here in South Carolina, 
we are always proud to recognize 
the Grade 1 stakes winners who went 
through the breaking process and were 
prepared for their racing careers at our farms 
and training centers. Thus far in 2017, six 
Grade 1 stakes winners have emerged. 

Travis Durr and Webb Carroll developed 
two yearlings who have gone on to win 
Grade Is. One of the leaders of the 3-year- 
old filly division, Abel Tasman, captured 
the Kentucky Oaks at Churchill Downs, 
Acorn at Belmont Park and Coaching Club 
American Oaks at Saratoga. Firenze Fire, 
among the leaders of the 2-year-old colt 
division, won the Champagne at Belmont. 

Jane Dunn, owner of the Holly Hill 
Training Center, conducted the early 
training routine for Grade 1 winners 
Elate and Sailor’s Valentine. Also is in 
the running for champion 3-year-old filly 
honors, Elate defeated her age group in the 
Alabama Stakes at Saratoga and beat older 
fillies and mares in the Beldame at Belmont. 


Champagne Stakes-Gl at Belmont Park. 

In a full field, Firenze Fire had only two 
beaten after 4 furlongs, being 10 lengths 
behind the leader. While racing near the 
rail, this 2-year-old angled out entering the 
stretch and powered his way to a half-length 
victory. The Travis Durr and Webb Carroll 
product upped his record to three wins from 
four career starts, including the Sanford 
Stakes-G3 at Saratoga. 

Also on Oct. 7, the 7-year-old mare 
Power of Snunner, developed at the Shuler

T he 31 st renewal of the West Virginia 
Breeders Classics set the stage for 
the confirmation of old rivalries, 
legitimized emerging superstars, 
provided a dash of nomination 
controversy, set records for the event 
and may have witnessed the greatest 
photo finish in the Classic's history 

Overcast skies and intermittent rain 
led up to the nine-race program the 
evening of Oct. 14 highlighted by the 
$350,000 Classic and $125,000 Cavada 
Stakes. 

Race 1—WEST VIRGINIA "DASH FOR 
CASH" BREEDERS CLASSICS, $65,000 
guaranteed: GEORGE TOWN CAT 

When young owner/trainer Manolo 
Manuel walked into the Charles Town 
winner's circle, it culminated months of 
arduous rehabilitation from a near fatal 
motorcycle accident that left him in 
intensive care for weeks. 

The former protege of Sandy Dono 
and Ollie Figgins III was beaming 
with excitement as he accepted 
congratulations on his first stakes 
victory. 

Manny whose brother-in-law is 
eminent jockey J.D. Acosta, was always 


confident in the son of Fiber Sonde, 
but the betting public didn't share his 
sentiment, letting him go off at odds of 
41-1. 

The last win for George Town Cat 
was on March 10, however according 
to Manuel, "the shift in post positions 
and change back to rider Arnaldo 
Bocachica proved the best medicine I 
could have received." 

The Dash winner, out of Edwina, 
by Honour and Glory was bred by 
longtime proprietor of Beau Ridge 
Farm, John D. McKee. 

Race 2—WEST VIRGINIA "CAVADA" 
BREEDERS CLASSICS, $125,000 
guaranteed: MOONLIT SONG 

The first race on the festive evening 
of racing may have provided a 
stunning upset, but the dominant filly 
Moonlit Song continued to enhance 
her resume, while rendering chalk 
players a modest return on their 
investment. 

The brawny filly by Fiber Sonde out 
of Malibu Kitten, by Parker's Storm Cat, 
established a new stakes record of 
1:25.83 in registering her eighth win of 
her stellar 2017 season. 


The gray/roan is owned by Grams 
Racing Stable, trained by Tim Grams 
and was bred by Tim and Judy Grams 
at their Jefferson County residence. 

Regular pilot Christian Hiraldo 
enjoyed the ride aboard his number 
one gal. 

Race 3—WEST VIRGINIA TRIPLE CROWN 
NUTRITION BREEDERS CLASSICS, $75,000 
guaranteed: BOUND TO WINDSOR 

If it's the Breeders Classics, one fact 
is fail-safe, the name Casey will be 
prominently displayed. 

The Triple Crown Nutrition 
appeared a walkover on paper for 
the undefeated Noblame, but Bound 
to Windsor rebounded off a dull fifth- 
place finish in her second career 
effort to spoil the prohibitive favorite's 
coronation. 

Owned, trained and bred by James 
W. Casey, the daughter of Windsor 
Castle (out of Bound To, by Boundary) 
scored from slightly off the pace to 
notch her second win in three starts. 

Jockey Christian Hiraldo 
commented in post race ceremonies 
that, "this filly has always shown talent 
and Mr Casey feels confident in her 
distance capabilities." 
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Race 4—WEST VIRGINIA VINCENT 
MOSCARELLI MEMORIAL BREEDERS 
CLASSICS, $75,000 guaranteed: 

OWEN’S MO 

Two-year-olds are notorious for 
dispiriting performances followed by 
immediate miraculous reversals. 

The juvenile boys were a very 
diverse mix including winners and 
maidens, but one youngster seemed 
to relish a stretch-out in distance, while 
breaking from his advantageous rail 
post. 

Owen's Mo, a son of the prolific sire 
Uncle Mo, literally made every pole a 
winning one for owner/breeder James 
F. Miller as he drew off to win by 7>k 
lengths. 

Ridden by Jomar Torres, the 
February foal out of Petite Fuego, 
by Smoke Glacken, is in the care of 
seasoned horseman, Jose Corrales. 

Race 5—WEST VIRGINIA DIVISION OF 
TOURISM BREEDERS CLASSICS, $75,000 
guaranteed: GROOMED TO ROCK 

The 3-year-old filly Groomed to 
Rock, by Rock Hound out of the 
Groomstick mare Chelsea Groomstick, 
confirms an old adage that "good 
things happen to good people." 

The chestnut is owned and bred 
by longtime advocate of the horse 
business Randall Conrad, trained 
by industrious conditioner Stephen 
Reggetts and ridden by Matt 
McGowan, who just happened to 
be saying goodbye to a sport he 
dedicated the last 20 years of his life 
to. 

Modest lineage + humble trainer + 
retiring jockey = triumph. 

The long striding lass appeared 
to bask in the return to her own age 
bracket, rewarding her connections 
with their lion's share of the lush purse. 

Race 6—WEST VIRGINIA LOTTERY 
BREEDERS CLASSICS, $75,000 
guaranteed: GRUMPELSTILTSKIN 

Grumpelstiltskin had been 
keeping some elite company in New 
York, so the transition to state-bred 
competition was a breath of fresh 
mountain air for the son of Successful 
Appeal. 

Bred by O'Sullivan Farms LLC 
out of multiple stakes winner out of 
Shesagrumptoo (by Luftikus), the bay 
gelding sold for $50,000 at the Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic Eastern Fall sale as a 
yearling. 

Owned by August Dawn Farm 
and trained by Jeremiah Englehart, 
Grumpelstiltskin has the appearance 
of sprinter, however his final clocking of 
1:25.25 (equaling the stakes record for 


the 7 furlongs) and decisive winning 
margin of lengths suggest he has 
the potential to handle anything 
thrown his way. 

Race 7—WEST VIRGINIA "ONION 
JUICE" BREEDERS CLASSICS, $80,000 
guaranteed: HELP A BROTHER 

Over the years at Charles Town 
Races and Slots, when horsemen 
and rail-birds confront popular trainer 
Lewis Craig, both parties exchange 
pleasantries ending with "Help a 
brother." 

It is all meant in good fun and, with 
nearly $350,000 in earnings. Help a 
Brother, an 8-year-old son of Windsor 
Castle out of Kom Kim Lass, by Seacliff, 
may even smile through the bridle 
himself. 

Craig has kept this honorable 
warrior in prime condition through an 
assortment of minor ailments. 

Carlos Castro is Lewis' go-to-man 
and the duo is tough in any Restricted 
West Virginia Bred contest. 

Race 8—WEST VIRGINIA BREEDERS 
CLASSIC, $350,000 guaranteed: 

CHARITABLE ANNUITY 

With a grand sum of $1 million on 
the line in the WVBC XXXI, owners, 
trainers and breeders were poised 
to put on their Sunday best and pay 
attention to every microscopic detail 
concerning their barns' fortunes. 

Most observers considered this 
year's Classic as a wide-open affair, 
with names like Casey, Runco and 
Figgins battling for dominance. 

After a punishing 1 Vs miles, three 
horses hit the wire separated by two 
scant noses. 


If you solicited an opinion from any 
grandstand expert, you would have 
received three varying proclamations 
of who was victorious. 

After what seemed a lifetime, 
the camera separated the trio and 
Charitable Annuity was declared the 
victor. 

Winner of this race in 2015, the son 
of Charitable Man had his head down 
under an inspiring ride by Christian 
Hiraldo (winning his third race on the 
night) for owner Mark Russell and 
trainer James W. Casey. 

The breeder on this gifted 5-year- 
old gelding is Donald L. Duval, whose 
mare Early Annuity, a full sister to 
Shesagrumptoo, is the dam of this 
$854,125-earner. 

Race 9—WEST VIRGINIA BREEDERS 
CLASSIC DISTAFF, $80,000 guaranteed: 

ROMANTIC CORK 

On this "Night of Champions" it just 
wouldn't be complete if more than 
one member of the Casey clan didn't 
find the winner's circle. 

The final race on the program 
allowed owner-trainer John Casey 
to greet his father, the breeder of 
Romantic Cork, for the crowning praise. 

A 4-year-old daughter of Denis of 
Cork—Romantic Twist, by Wild Rush, 
Romantic Cork has been a model of 
consistency for John Casey and Kristy 
Petty. Jose Montano enjoyed a riding 
double on the festive evening.

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Steeplechasing adds participants 
in 2017, looks to set spring mark

One of the principal goals of the National 
Steeplechase Association’s Promotion and 
Growth Committee is to bring new owners into 
jump racing, and progress was made toward that 
goal in 2017. 

The sport also added new trainers and jockeys 
while purses remained close to $6-million for 
the year. 

As noted in the NSA’s advertising through the 
summer and fall, spring purses were a record 
$2,780,400, up 7% from 2016 and highlighted 
by the Iroquois Steeplechase’s purses breaking 
the half-million-dollar mark for the first time. 

The spring program also benefited from the 
beefed-up Tryon Block House meet, which 
featured a new location, a new date on the 
calendar, and purses of $169,600, more than 
$96,000 higher than the previous season. 

In all likelihood, spring purses will establish 
a record in 2018 with the Marion duPont Scott 
Colonial Cup (Gr. 1) moving to the Carolina 
Cup program on March 31. Also, the new 
Georgia Steeplechase moves to the weekend 
after the Carolina Cup and succeeds the Atlanta 
Steeplechase at Kingston Downs north of Atlanta. 

“The 2017 season had its challenges, with the 
cancellations of the Colonial Cup meet and the 
Tryon fall meet, but steeplechasing capitalized 
on its popularity and resilience to meet those 
challenges,” NSA President Guy J. Torsilieri said. 

“While purses declined from record levels in 
2016, the decline was very modest, approximately 
2%. Given the loss of the two fall meets, that has 
to be considered a win for the sport.” 


The 2017 roster of owners increased to 266 
from 263, and the number of trainers grew from 
86 to 93. The count of jockeys increased to 86 
from 80. 

Despite the loss of the two fall meets, the 
number of races declined by only three, to 180. 

The season was marked by a milestone edition 
of the Far Hills Races, which featured $800,000 
in total purses and a record running of the Grand 
National (Gr. 1) worth $400,000. Gil Johnston’s 
Mr. Hot Stuff won the Grand National to lock up 


the year’s Lonesome Glory Award as top earner. 

The Far Hills meet continued the growth of 
overseas participation in American jump racing. 
The Grand National had three overseas runners, 
and the $125,000 Foxbrook Champion Hurdle 
was won by Zanjabeel, who shipped over for the 
novice stakes. 

Purchased by Rosbrian Farm and Ben and 
Wendy Griswold, four-year-old Zanjabeel won 
his next start, the Steeplechase at Callaway’s Aflac 
Supreme Hurdle, for trainer Ricky Hendriks. 
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Doc Cebu surges to 2017 timber title 


with International Gold Cup victory

Charles C. Fenwick Jr. knows a thing or two 
about a timber horse. He has ridden them, as the 
premier timber jockey of his generation in the 
1970s and into the 1980s. He rode Ben Nevis II 
to victory in the 1980 Grand National at Aintree 
and a plaque in American racing’s Hall of Fame. 

Charlie Fenwick has trained timber horses, and 
now he is the owner of a timber champion, Doc 
Cebu, who sealed his title in his first year of racing 
over post-and-rail fences with a commanding 
victory in the International Gold Cup on Oct. 28. 

A thoroughly experienced flat horse (29 starts, 
four wins), the Hard Spun gelding had descended 
into the lower ranks of claimers in Maryland and 
West Virginia before Fenwick’s brother Bruce 
spotted Doc Cebu and suggested that he deserved 
a look. Charlie Fenwick liked what he saw and, 
ever the clever trader, bought Doc Cebu and 
another horse for $12,000. 

Ever the clever horsemen, Fenwick and trainer 
Jack Fisher slipped Doc Cebu into a $15,000 
maiden claimer for hurdlers at the 2016 Virginia 
Fall meet, which he won, and he also won a ratings 
handicap at Montpelier. Doc Cebu, undefeated 
over hurdles, appeared to have promise as a novice 
hurdler in 2017. 

But his owner had other ideas. While Doc Cebu 
almost certainly would have been a good hurdler, 
“I decided to have a good timber horse,” Fenwick 
said. And good he has been. He has had five starts 
over timber, and he has won four of those starts, 
with one second-place finish. 

His wins have been by open lengths, and he 
waltzed away from a quality field in the $75,000 
International Gold Cup to win by 11 3/4 lengths 
under regular jockey Hadden Frost. 


That victory, following an 11 1/4-length win 
in the Genesee Valley Hunt Cup two weeks 
earlier, raised his timber purse earnings for 
the year to $96,600 and assured him the 2017 
timber title. “He’s so consistent,” Fenwick said. 

Indeed, Doc Cebu has been a paragon of 


consistency since beginning his jumping career 
in Fisher’s care. After winning a My Lady’s 
Manor timber maiden in April, he sustained his 
only jumping defeat at the Queen’s Cup. He 
came back to win the Willowdale Steeplechase 
by nine lengths.

Hall always had a carrot in hand when 
going to the paddock to lead the world’s 
most famous stallion to the barn. “Well, 
Tuesday was just like any other day to me. 
I called him and showed him the carrot.

I Virginia farms were well represented 
in graded stakes across the country on 
an early October afternoon. The banner 
day saw Thomas Mellon Evans’ Pleasant 
Tap win the Jockey Club Gold Cup-Gl at 
Belmont Park while setting a stakes record 
of 1:58.80 for 114 miles. In addition, Paul 
Mellon’s homebred Sea Hero won the 
Champagne Stakes-Gl on the same card; 
James Heyward-bred Zoonaqua, owned 
by Mr. and Mrs. Jerome Moss, captured 
the Grade 1 Oak Leaf for 2-year-old 
fillies at Santa Anita; and New Phoenix 
Stable’s Lotus Pool, bred by Bert and 
Diana Firestone, scored in the Grade 3 
Keeneland Breeders’ Cup Stakes. 
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Looking Back 


Pretty soon he ambled over, and I put the 
shank on him. I held the carrot for him to 
eat, and he turned his head away. 

“Didn’t think much about it. Thought 
he just didn’t want no carrot.” 

Within minutes on that 14th of 
November, Hall’s concern rose and 
vets were called in. The groom gave The 
Maryland Horse an account of the final 
days of Native Dancer’s life, which ended 
at approximately 5:30 a.m. of heart failure 
the morning of Nov. 16 following colic 
surgery at the University of Pennsylvania’s 
New Bolton Center. The great Sagamore 
stallion was buried at the farm. He was 17.

I William Boniface and his 26-year- 
old son, J. William Boniface, were set to 
stand four stallions at Bonita Farm in 
Bel Air, Md., two of them sons of Bold 
Ruler. The most recent addition to the 
84-acre breeding and training farm was 
stakes-placed Bold Monarch, a 3-year-old 
out of the *Princequillo mare Stepping 
Stone. Also at stud was Bold Ruler’s son 
Bold Stroke, Idolater (by *Mahmoud) and 
Count Brook (Count of Honor). 

I With the recent passage of a bill legal¬ 
izing Thoroughbred racing in Pennsylva¬ 
nia, Liberty Bell harness track in Phila¬ 
delphia was about to serve double duty. 
When it was constructed in 1962 as a 
5-furlong harness track, a 1-mile base was 
also put in, just in case the time ever came 
for Thoroughbred racing. 

Liberty Bell was well established—the 
fifth most successful track in the U.S., 
behind only New York and California. It 
was expected 100 days would be run from 
June through September starting in 1968. 


I The 100-year history of the Green 
Spring Valley Hunt Club was provided 
by Margaret Worrall. The Hunt Club 
originated largely as the result of the 
foxhunting passion of 19-year-old 
Redmond Conyngham Stewart, who by 
age 15 was hunting his own small pack 
of hounds, developed from a gift hound 
donated by Valley neighbor Sam Nicholas. 

“As the club enters its second century, 
perhaps one of the most remarkable 
signs of strength is its membership list. 
Stewarts, McHenrys, Janneys, Thomases, 
Brewsters, Bonsais, Stumps and Fishers, 
and numerous other descendants of the 
founders, still live in these beautiful valleys 
and still belong to the GSVHC,” wrote 
Worrall.

10years ago 

I Despite the driving rain for the major¬ 
ity of the two days of Monmouth Park’s 
Breeders’ Cup, racing performances were 
superb, capped by Curlin’s daylight score 
in the Breeders’ Cup Classic-Gl, which 
solidified his claim as Horse of the Year 
and champion 3-year-old male. 

“I was proud of my people and I was 
proud of the racing fans for making the 
best of the weather,” said the track’s gen¬ 
eral manager Bob Kulina. “. . . it was a 
very successful venture over two days. It’s 



a huge credit to the resiliency of our busi¬ 
ness. And it was one of the more formful 
Breeders’ Cups.” The average win payoff 
returned $13.36. 


Curlin was magnificent at Monmouth Park. 

I Michael Moran’s McDynamo, a three¬ 
time Eclipse Award winner, won the 


Breeders’ Cup Grand National-Gl for a 
fifth consecutive year, defeating rising star 
Good Night Shirt. The 10-year-old geld¬ 
ing, trained by Sanna Hendriks and ridden 
by Jody Petty, won by 6 lengths, in what 
proved to be the final victory of his even¬ 
tual Hall of Fame career. 

I Northview Stallion Station, the Mid- 
Atlantic’s premier stallion facility, was 
expanding from its Chesapeake City, 

Md., base into Pennsylvania. A 171-acre 
property in Lancaster County had been 
purchased, and was expected to be in 
operation for the 2009 breeding season, 
with boarding services for broodmares 
becoming available in October 2008. 


I Lois Duffey, a longtime Maryland resi¬ 
dent who became famous as the owner 
of 1990 English Grand National winner 
Mr. Frisk, died at age 96. The Eastern 
Shore resident was the daughter of Walter 
Salmon Sr., one of the most influential 
breeder/owners of the 20th century and 
founder of Mereworth Farm in Kentucky. 

I Pennsylvania-bred Fabulous Strike 
got his seventh stakes win, the first at the 
highest level, when taking the Grade 1 
Vosburgh at Belmont Park. Owned and 
bred by Walter Downey’s Tea Party Stable, 
the gelded son of Smart Strike recorded 
his ninth win in 14 career starts. 


75years ago 

I Steeplechase champion Elkridge, bred 
by Joe Flanagan in Maryland, and owned 
and trained by Kent Miller, appeared 
on the cover after his win in the Manly 
Steeplechase at Pimlico, with Johnny 
Harrison up. 

It was the firstfull season fior Elkridge, who 
won six steeplechase stakes that year at 4. The 
remarkable gelded son of Mate, born at Country 
Life Farm in Bel Air, Md, would race through 
age 13, win 27 stakes, make 123 starts and 
fall just once. Retired as the richest steeplechaser, 
he was inducted into the National Museum of 
Racings Hall of Fame in 1966. 

I William Brann’s Challedon, “the best 
race horse ever produced in Maryland,” 
was retired and would stand at Ira 
Drymon’s farm in Lexington, Ky., for a 
fee of $500. The career of the two-time 
Horse of the Year was summarized, 
and concluded, “A horse of perfect 
disposition, having great speed and the 
ability to carry it on, and a race horse of 
the highest class. . .” His sire, *Challenger

appearances during the year in Maryland, 
winning four. 

■ It was noted that the 1942 Fall Sales 
in Maryland “are sad in retrospect, both 
for the consignors and for the sales 
organization,” although the quality of the 
horses sold was somewhat better than the 
previous year. The highest bid, at $4,000, 
was for the 3-year-old filly by Haste 
named Chuckle, sold at the Pimlico horses 
in training sale by the Lavann Stable to 
Mrs. E.N. Taylor. 

Selling for a bargain was the 2year-old 
Petee- Wrack gelding out of Red Queen, by Mad 
Hatter, from FA. O'Keefe fr. ’s consignment. 
Already named Pine Pep, the future timber star 
was purchased by Fowler and Hollis for $95. 
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History Lessons 

The charismatic Rubiano 



In the 20th century, 63 runners bred in the Mid- 
Atlantic were named national champions. Mid- 
Atlantic Thoroughbred takes a look at one of 
those luminaries. 

R ubiano knew how to make an entrance. 
Neck bowed, his beautifully chiseled 
head and tiny ears alert to all sights and 
sounds, the impeccably-bred gray would strut 
to the gate. And in a career that concluded 
with an Eclipse Award as champion sprinter, 
he knew how to deliver a dramatic finish. 


Born in Virginia, Rubiano was the first foal 
for Ruby Slippers, a stakes-winning daughter 
of Nijinsky II. Robert Smith, of Heronwood 
Farm in Upperville, had purchased her for 
$575,000 when her breeders, Bert and Diana 
Firestone, sold her after her racing career, 
in foal to Fappiano, in 1986. Smith and 
partner Richard Kirstein, in the name Third 
Kirsmith Racing Associates, sold Rubiano for 
$650,000 as a yearling at Saratoga. 

Purchased by the Centennial Farms part¬ 
nership headed by Don Little, Rubiano took 
time to mature. He didn’t race at 2, and 
recorded his first stakes win at 4, in the 1 -mile 
Westchester Handicap-G3 at Aqueduct in 
March 1991. Under the tutelage of Hall 
of Fame trainer Flint “Scotty” Schulhofer, 
Rubiano found his niche—first and foremost 
as a miler. 

Rubiano went on a five-race win streak 
from September 1991 through May 1992, 
four at 1 mile, including the NYRA Mile 
Handicap, his first Grade 1 win, and a repeat 
in the Westchester. He also perfected his late- 
running style, rallying through the stretch and 
getting up in the final strides to win by short 


margins. At 7 furlongs, there was less room 
for error, and he sometimes missed, but still 
accounted for the Grade 1 Carter and three 
other graded stakes at the distance. 

His final victory, the 7-furlong Vos- 
burgh-Gl, was considered by many the best 
race of his career. Blocked along the rail in 
deep stretch, he was yanked to the outside 
by Julie Krone and once in the clear acceler¬ 
ated to the wire, winning by three-quarters 
of a length. Rubiano made one more start 
that year, dropping back to 6 furlongs for the 
Breeders’ Cup Sprint-Gl. Only twice before 
had he run so short, the first his winning 
career debut. In his only Breeders’ Cup start, 
he rallied to finish third in the 14-horse field 
behind Thirty Slews. 

During his championship season in 1992 
Rubiano won five of seven starts, and eight 
of his final 10. He retired to Lane’s End in 
Kentucky with a record of 28-13-6-1 and 
$1,273,457. 

Rubiano sired 10 crops until complica¬ 
tions from laminitis claimed his life at 15 in 
November 2002. The best of his 33 stakes 
winners is millionaire Burning Roma

S ome things just never change. Visitors 
to the NSLM who ride horses are often 
impressed how timeless the wisdom is 
in the equestrian literature of years past: 
advice given 200 years ago is usually as perti¬ 
nent to handling horses today as it was when 
it was written. Equestrian literature is 
extremely traditional, and most are unaware 
how far back the chain runs. When it comes 
to the written word, what we know and prac¬ 
tice today truly began with the Greek soldier, 
historian, and philosopher Xenophon. 

Xenophon of Athens (c. 430-354 BCE) 
was born to a wealthy Athenian family and 
served as a mercenary cavalry officer under 
Cyrus the Younger during his campaign 
against the Persians. After a complicated 
series of military misadventures, Xenophon 
and his fellow mercenaries were recruited to 
fight for Sparta, the enemies of Athens.

For this (and possibly for his admiration 
of Socrates) Xenophon was exiled from 
Athens and settled into a life of writing in 
Scillus. It was here that Xenophon penned his 
treatise On Horsemanship, widely credited as 
one of the earliest works on the selection, 
care and management of horses. 

The earliest printing of Xenophon 
appears to have been around 1516. On Horse¬ 
manship was widely re-popularized during 
the Renaissance with the explosion of eques¬ 
trian literature from the mid-1500s forward. 

“If you desire to handle a good war-horse 
so as to make his action the more magnificent 
and striking, you must refrain from pulling at 
| his mouth with the bit as well as from spur- 
| ring and whipping him.” — Xenophon, On 
jg Horsemanship Morris Morgan translation, 
| 1893. 

J By the 1580s, authors were debating fine 
£ points of the precepts laid down by 
8 Xenophon. On Horsemanship was translated 
into English by Richard Berenger in 1771. 

“|T|t is evident that by word of mouth you 
can teach a horse nothing. If, however, you 
reward him with kindness after he has done 
as you wish, and punish him when he dis¬ 
obeys, he will be most likely to learn to obey 
as he ought.” —Xenophon, On Horsemanship 
Morris Morgan translation, 1893. 
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In Memoriam 



JOHN K. ADAMS 

John “J.K.” Adams, one of Maryland’s 
top jockeys in the 1970s and grandson of 
Hall of Fame rider John H. Adams, died in 
late August in New Jersey He was 62. 

In a riding career that spanned more 
than 25 years, Adams rode many of the 
Mid-Atlantic region’s top runners, includ¬ 
ing champion sprinter Guilty Conscience 
and graded winner Mississippi Mud. 

Adams had his busiest and most suc¬ 
cessful season in 1977, earning more than 
$1.2 million with 192 wins from 1,276 
rides. The next February, after winning 
twice on the card, he was nearly killed in a 
spill at Bowie which was described by track 
spokesman Muggins Feldman as the most 
serious at the track in about 25 years. He 
was back riding races nine months later. 

In the early 1990s, Adams and Kim 
Godwin teamed up and leased the training 
barn and track at Sagamore Farm, break¬ 
ing, rehabilitating and conditioning horses 
and renting space to other local trainers. 
At the time of his death, Adams had been 
working as a stablehand at Monmouth 
Park. 

Adams’ final winner was in April 2000 
at Pimlico aboard Hey Jay, a colt he trained 
for Jesse Lightner who went off at nearly 
40-1. In his career, Adams won 770 races 
from 7,133 starts, his mounts earning more 
than $5.5 million. 

Adams’ father, also named John, 
was a jockey. His grandfather was the 


nation’s leading rider three years, counted a 
Preakness win aboard Hasty Road among 
his biggest riding achievements, and was 
inducted into the National Hall of Fame 
in 1965. As a trainer, John H. conditioned 
Grade 1 winner J. O. Tobin, major handi¬ 
cap horse Relaunch and top 3-year-old filly 
Prize Spot. 

MITCHELL J. CZ0CH 

New Jersey resident Mitchell J. Czoch 
Jr., a member Silent Indy Stable, died Aug. 
25 at age 78. 

Czoch was a former high school math 
and science teacher at Kings way Regional 
High School in Woolwich Township who 
retired as the school’s director of guidance 
after holding positions as head of the child 
study team, principal of the middle school 
and director of curriculum. 

He and his wife Kimberly became part¬ 
ners in Silent Indy Stable, which pur¬ 
chased its first Thoroughbred in January 
2008, the A.P Indy mare Liszy, with 
DDS Stables. Two months later Liszy 
delivered the Medaglia d’Oro filly Plum 
Pretty. Eventually sold as a 2-year-old at 
Ocala for $130,000, the Pennsylvania-bred 
Plum Pretty went on to win the Grade 1 
Kentucky Oaks and Apple Blossom and 
the Grade 2 Cotillion for Peachtree Stable. 
She was the 2011 Pennsylvania-bred Horse 
of the Year and a two-time divisional 
champion. The partners eventually sold 
Liszy privately after breeding five foals. 

WILLIAM GOODUNG 

Retired U.S. Congressman and former 
Pennsylvania Horse Breeders Association 
board member William “Bill” Goodling 
died Sept. 17. The Seven Valleys, Pa., resi¬ 
dent was 89. 

The York County congressman served 
13 consecutive terms (26 years) until 
he retired in 2001. The former teach¬ 
er, coach, guidance counselor, principal 
and school superintendent had also bred 
Thoroughbreds since the mid-1980s 
when he purchased two broodmares at a 
Timonium auction. When he retired from 
congress, he devoted more time to the 
breeding industry. He was elected to the 
PHBA board in 2001 and served for four 
years. Among the best runners Goodling 
bred was the stakes-placed filly Allepia, and 
the Tenpins gelding H W Goodie, the latter 
an earner of more than $150,000. 

Goodling’s wife of 50 years, Hilda 
Goodling, died in 2008. 


EDWARD J. PRZYBYLA 

Edward J. “Pollock Eddie” Przybyla, 68, 
died Oct. 15 after a battle with melanoma 
brain cancer. The lifelong horseman and 
his late wife, Maryland pony person Karen, 
were fixtures at the Maryland tracks for 
four decades and resided in Laurel. 

Przybyla developed a passion for horses 
from his father while growing up in 
Manchester, N.H., and worked at Rock¬ 
ingham Park in Salem, N.H., in his youth. 
A Vietnam War veteran, he was a sergeant 
on the front lines in the U.S. Marine Corps 
and also played in the Marine Corps Band. 

He was married to Karen for 44 years, 
until her death in October 2016. A one¬ 
time exercise rider and trainer, Przybyla 
later became an outrider. In a memo¬ 
rial service held at Laurel Nov. 1, he was 
remembered for his prowess on horseback, 
but also as a man of many talents, having 
operated a small landscaping business on 
the side, and providing a home for cats 
and dogs, and had an impact on the lives 
of many on the backside. 

ROBERT SZEYLLER 

Robert A. “Bob” Szeyller of Bellefonte, 
Pa., former Pennsylvania Horse Breeders 
Association president and longtime board 
member, died Oct. 10. He was 79. 

The graduate from the Pennsylvania 
State University held an M.S. degree in 
financial services from the American 
College. He was a partner and co-founder 
of PFG Capital Corporation and was the 
retired Chairman Emeritus and founder of 
ARIS Corporation of America, an invest¬ 
ment management firm. He also was the 
retired founder of Pennsylvania Financial 
Group, headquartered in State College, Pa., 
one of the largest privately-owned insur¬ 
ance and securities marketing firms. 

Szeyller was an owner, trainer and 
breeder of Thoroughbreds since 1986. 
Among his best runners was Sly Ole Buck, 
a Pennsylvania-bred he owned and trained 
through a career that included a win in the 
2000 Lyman Sprint Championship Stakes 
at Philadelpha Park and five stakes plac- 
ings; and Andrew L, a stakes-placed runner 
of $516,066 Szeyller bred and campaigned 
for the majority of his career. Szeyller’s 
runners included those named for the area 
in which he lived, such as winners Duke of 
Bellefonte and Nittany Fan. 

Szeyller served on the PHBA board 
of directors from 1994 through 2007, as 
well as on many corporate and non-profit 
boards.

I ncluded in this section are pedigrees and 
pertinent data on 73 Thoroughbred stal¬ 
lions standing at stud in the Mid-Atlantic 
region. 

Statistics are accurate at least through 
Oct. 31, 2017. Statistics, as furnished by The 
Jockey Club Information Systems, Blood¬ 
stock Research Inc., Equibase and/or Daily 
Racing Form , include results from North 
America, England, Ireland, France, Italy and 
Japan. Foreign statistics for countries other 
than England, Ireland, France, Italy and Ja¬ 
pan are included when available. 

The Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred has 
adopted the following criteria for black-type 
qualification: 

1. Winners of all stakes appear in bold¬ 
face capitals. 

2. Horses finishing second or third in 
stakes appear in boldface upper and lower 
case letters. 

3. Horses finishing second, third or 
fourth in graded stakes, as defined by Inter¬ 
national Cataloguing Standards, appear in 
bold face upper and lower case letters. 

Abbreviations: ntr—new track record, 
ncr—new course record, nAr—new Ameri¬ 
can record, nCr—new Canadian record, 
nwr—new world record. An “e” substituted 
for “n” means “equals.” 

In Stud Records, the name of the sire of 
the dam appears in parentheses following the 
name of the stakes horse. 


In Male Lines and Stud Records, progeny 
are arranged in order by champions, Grade 1 
winners then stakes winners by earnings.

DOSAGE 

Dosage is explained as follows by Dr. 
Steve Roman, preeminent authority on the 
dosage system, a mathematical method of 
measuring a horse’s inclination toward speed 
or stamina based on the chefs-de-race, or in¬ 
fluential sires, in his pedigree. 

“ ‘Chefs’ are assigned to one or two of five 
aptitudinal groups (Brilliant, Intermediate, 
Classic, Solid and Professional) covering the 
spectrum (from left to right) of speed to en¬ 
durance. We assign a total potential value of 
16 points to each generation. Since there are, 
progressively, one, two, four and eight sires 
in the first four generations, ‘chefs’ which 
appear among these sires will contribute 16, 
8, 4 and 2 points each as we work back. The 
points for all ‘chefs’ present are then tallied 
in the appropriate aptitude columns. ‘Chefs’ 
which confer two aptitudinal characteristics 


have their points split between the two apti¬ 
tudes. In the end, the total points in each col¬ 
umn produce the Dosage Profile, a series of 
five numbers which reflect the relative pro¬ 
portions of each of the five aptitudes in this 
order: Brilliant-Intermediate-Classic-Solid- 
Professional. 

“The ratio of points in the speed wing 
(Brilliant points + Intermediate points + V 2 
the Classic points) to points in the stamina 
wing (V 2 the Classic points + Solid points + 
Professional points) is the Dosage Index. 
(Dividing the stamina points into the speed 
points.) This number is directly proportional 
to the speed in a pedigree and inversely pro¬ 
portional to the stamina. A DI of 1.00 indi¬ 
cates a perfect balance of the two. 

“Consider the five aptitude groups as 
points spaced equally along a linear scale 
where Brilliant is assigned a value of +2.00, 
Intermediate is +1.00, Classic is 0.00, Solid 
is -1.00 and Professional is -2.00, the DP 
allows for the calculation of the Center of 
Distribution, that point along the scale cor¬ 
responding to the total combined influence 
of all ‘chefs’ in the pedigree. Calculation of 
the CD is done by taking the sum of (twice 
the Brilliant points) + (Intermediate points) 
- (Solid points) - (twice the Professional 
points) and dividing that number by the total 
points in the DP. An exact balance of speed 
and stamina yields a CD of 0.00.”

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PEDIGREE CROSS INDEX 


This Pedigree Cross Index allows a breeder to nick, inbreed or outcross his broodmares by easy reference. Indexed are the names of sires and dams included within 
the first three generations of all the stallions in the 2018 Stallion Directory. 

Example: BUCKPASSER - Medallist, Outflanker, Petionville 

In the above example, Buckpasser appears in one of the first three generations of all the stallions listed after him. 

Suppose a breeder has a mare that is a granddaughter of Mr. Prospector or has crosses of that sire in a mare’s pedigree. He may want to breed her to a stallion with 
Northern Dancer blood to take advantage of the Northern Dancer—Mr. Prospector nick. By looking up “Northern Dancer” in this index, he can quickly see all the stallions 
in this register that have Northern Dancer appearing in one of the first three generations of their pedigrees. 

If a breeder’s mare is a granddaughter of Seattle Slew, he may wish to inbreed to that stallion and thereby get more of Seattle Slew’s makeup in the foal. By checking 
“Seattle Slew” in the index, the breeder can readily find all the advertised stallions that have Seattle Slew in their pedigrees. 

What if a breeder’s mare is already inbred or linebred? She might have 2 or 3 crosses of Deputy Minister in her first four generations for example. The breeder may 
want to make sure the stallion he chooses for his mare has no Deputy Minister or no Deputy Minister up close in his pedigree. By looking up “Deputy Minister” in the 
index, he can readily see the stallions in this Stallion Register he should avoid for his mare.
